TORONTO (UPI)—A Lib 
oral party headed by former 
Finance Minister John Turn 
er Instead of Prime Minister 
Trudeau would increase its 


popularity by 13 percentage 
points, according to a Gallup 
Poll commissioned by the 
Torbnto Star. 

The poll results, published 
Saturdaj. showed that under 
Turner the Liberals would 
hold a five-percentage-poinl 
lead among committed 
voters over Joe Clark's Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative 
party. 

The same poll showed that 
with Trudeau as leader the 
Liberals would trail the 
Tories by eight percentage 
points. 

Turner, according to the 
poll, would increase Liberal 
voter support among all age 
groups in every region of the 
country. 

Surprisingly, the poll 
showed that even in Tru¬ 
deau’s home province of 
Quebec, the Liberals would 
gain more voter support 
with Turner as party chief. 
Turner would give the Liber¬ 
als 41 per cent and Trudeau 
37 per cent in the province 

The poll, conducted at the 
same time as the regular 
monthly Gallup survey, 
sampled I.Otli committed 
voters across the country 
between Nov. 2 and 4. The 
percentage of uncommitted 
voters was not included. 

With Trudeau as Liberal 
leader, the poll shows the 
Conservatives would re¬ 
ceive support from 45 per 
cent of committed voters 
against 37 per cent for the 


Liberals and 16 per cent for 
Ed Broadbenfs New Demo¬ 
cratic Party. 

Without mentioning party 
leaders, the poll showed the 


Conservatives would re¬ 
ceive 45 per cent of the com 
mitted vote, the Liberals 35 
per cent and the NDP 18 per 
cent.

He continues 
to hold the finance and edu¬ 
cation portfolios in addition 
to his duties as premier. 

Campbell is the first 
Roman Catholic Liberal 
premier of P.E.I. since Con¬ 
federation and he takes over 
a parly which has been deci¬ 
mated by resignations and 
by the battering it took in the 
April general election when 
it escaped with a 17-15 vic¬ 
tory over the Progressive 
Conservatives.

Seven Canadian Forces 
transport aircraft were 
ordered to stand by at 
Lahr, West /Germany, 
and to be ready to evacu¬ 
ate Canadians living in 
riot-torn Iran, govern¬ 
ment officials said Satur¬ 
day in Ottawa. 

But Iranian authorities' 
closed the Tehran airport 
for two days starting 
early today. 

The Canadian standby- 
order came from the depart¬ 
ment of external affairs Sat¬ 
urday afternoon, an Ottawa 
spokesman said. 

Tanks rumbled back into 
the streets of the Iranian 
capital Saturday on the eve 
of a mass anti-shah march 
that organizers claim will 
"determine the future of 
Iran." At least 20 protesters 
were reported killed in the 
latest violence in provincial 
cities. 

Tehran girded for what 
could be the two most dra¬ 
matic days in Shah Mo¬ 
hammed Reza Pahlavi's 37 
years of authoritarian rule. 

The normally clogged 
streets were virtually empty 
as thousands fled to the 
countryside. There wis a 
run on food stores. The army- 
brought up reinforcements, 
including big Chieftain 
tanks. A freezing rain fell as 
helicopters patrolled over 
the sprawling city of four 
million people. 

U.S. State Secretary 
Cyrus Vance, speaking in 
London on Saturday, reaf¬ 
firmed the Carter adminis¬ 
tration's support for the 
shah but ruled out direct 
U.S. intervention on behalf 
of the beleaguered mon¬ 
arch. 

At Tehran's airport. U.S. 
Air Force transport planes 
were reported fly ing in riot- 
control equipment, includ¬ 
ing water cannons, after 
which they flew out depen¬ 
dents of about 850 U.S. mili¬ 
tary men based in Iran. 

Ottawa officials estimate 
about 1.200 Canadians are 
living in Iran and registered- 
with the embassy there. 

' About 450 of those were be¬ 
lieved to be in the capital 
area. 

Most of the people worked 
for private Canadian. 
American and British com¬ 
panies. the official said. 

She said she could only 
guess at the exact number of 
Canadians still in Iran when 
the fighting intensified be¬ 
cause "we don't know how 
many have already left on 
commercial aircraft." 

The airport has been the 
scene of a mass exodus in 
recent days, as thousands 
sought to get out of the coun¬ 
try aboard regular and spe¬ 
cial flights.

Viets blasted 
fishboats, 
say Chinese 


HONG KONG (UPI)- 
China said a flotilla of 
armed Vietnamese vessels 
encircled and fired on two 
Chinese fishing boats with 
machine guns Saturday in 
an attack that killed one 
fisherman and wounded two 
others. 

The New China News 
Agency said the "bloody 
provocation" took place on 
waters off Paisuyen island, 
in China's southern Kwangsi 
Province. It was not im¬ 
mediately clear whether the 
area was within China's ter¬ 
ritorial waters. 

The latest violent encoun¬ 
ter between the two feuding 
communist neighbors came 
during a time of compara 
live calm on their tense land 


border. China's new ambas 
sador to Vietnam recently 
arrived to take up his post. 

The agency gave this ac- 
count of the incident: Five 
Vietnamese ships encircled 
Ihe two Chinese fishing 
boats. "A Vietnamese 
armed vessel directly ahead 
of the Chinese boats moved 
toward them at great speed 
and opened fire at them with 
light machine guns and sub¬ 
machine guhs at a distance 
of about 150 metres." 

The Chinese boats were 
forced to cut their trawl nets 
and turn back to port. 

"But the Vietnamese 
armed ship continued to fol¬ 
low and fire on the Chinese 
boats," and the shooting last 
half an hour.

Mini-lab survives crash-landing to scientists’ surprise 


‘Great day’ as probes decode Venus 


MOUNTAIN VIEW. Calif. 
(UPI)—Four robot titanium 
probes hit Venus Saturday- 
after radioing back detailed 
information about the plan¬ 
et’s puzzling atmosphere. 
One probe surprised scien¬ 
tists and worked for nearly 
68 minutes on the scalding 
surface. 

The American mini-labs 
sliced into the upper fringe 
of the thick Venusian atmo¬ 
sphere at 40.000 Kmh and 
then took nearly an hour to 
fall 200 kilometres to the 
surface, impacting at esti¬ 
mated 35 Kmh. 

They were not designed to 
survive the impact, but one 


of the four probes continued 
to transmit data after land¬ 
ing. NASA scientists said 
earlier that because of the 
probes' design, no "really 
important" information 
would be gained from the 
surface. 

"The scientists are just 
elated,” NASA spokesman 
Larry King said from mis¬ 
sion control at the Ames Re¬ 
search Centre. “They are 
getting excellent, beautiful 
data. It’s the accumulation 
of a lot of years of bard 
work.’’ 

' Project Manager Charles 
Hall said: “I have mixed 
emotions. I'm glad every¬ 


thing went so well, but I'm 
sad because the mission is 
over.” Gary Thorley, probe 
operations manager, said. 
"I don’t think we could have 
asked for a smoother en¬ 
counter. We had no prob¬ 
lems here at Ames.” 

"This is a great day for 
science, for NASA and for 
technology," project scien¬ 
tist Larry Colin said. "I 
think it is utterly fantastic 
that every instrument on 
every probe worked almost 
perfectly.” 

The first scientific reports 
from the surface of Venus 
came in 1971 from a Soviet 
Venera spacecraft. 


The main Pioneer-Venus 2 
spacecraft that carried the 
little probes during most of 
their four-month. 352-mil- 
lion-kilometre journey from 
Earth, followed the probes 
into the upper atmosphere 
an hour and a half later. The 
transporter examined the 
top of the atmosphere before 
burning up from the heat of 
atmospheric friction. 


The multi probe mission 
was Ihe most intense study 
yet of the thick, carbon 
dioxide-rich atmosphere of 
Venus. Rs atmosphere at the 
surface is 100 times as thick 
as Earth’s, and the surface 


is hotter than 480 degrees 
C. 

The four top to bottom 
probes had been aimed so 
they would enter the Venu¬ 
sian atmosphere 6.000 miles 
apart to study simultaneous 
ly both the northern and 
southern hemispheres of 
Venus, on the day and night 
sides of the planet. 

The probes began the 
day's operations when their 
radio transmitters fumed on 
automatically, one after an¬ 
other. starting at 4:24 p.m. 
PST. They entered the atmo¬ 
sphere 20 minutes later and 
impacted between 5:40 and 
5:53 p.m.. 


At first. NASA reported 
that two probes had sur¬ 
vived on the surfaeo. but a 
later review of the data ra¬ 
dioed back showed that only 
one probe, designated the 
day probe, had survived the 
landing. 


A spokesman said the day 
probe operated nn Venus for 
67 minutes 47 seconds.

"The public schools 
should be religiously ncu 
Iral.” the study said "By 
ibis is meant not only lhal 
Hie school should show no 
preference for one religion 
over another, bul also lhal il 
should refrain from the pro 
motion of any and all reli 

gions 

"Consequently, no reli¬ 
gious holiday celebraliqu- 
should be held in Ihe public 
schools. 

The study said that since 
the IHtiZ-BJ Supreme Cuurt 
decisions banning prayer 
and Bible readings in public 
schools, "there has been a 
steady decline in sectarian 
holiday observances al 
Christmas and Easter time 
in such schools. 

"Nevertheless, such ob¬ 
servances still occur in 
many parts of the country ." 
it said, with results that 
."hurt and dislocate children 
ot minority faiths." 


It said this was especially 
i rue of the month lung pre 
Christmas activities some 
schools encouraged, when 
"Ihe Jewish child is left with 
Ihe cruel choice of partici¬ 
pating in religious obser 
values contrary to his belief 
or of standing exposed as 
odd and non-conformist.” 


Kinnaird: 
All labor 
involved 

VANCOUVER (CP)— Jim 
Kinnaird. president of the 
British Columbia Federa 
lion of Labor, said Saturday 
that the federation's reac¬ 
tion to legislation ending Ihe 
West Kootenay school dis¬ 
pute would involve Ihe en¬ 
tire provincial labor move¬ 
ment.

"As a matter of princi¬ 
ple." it said, "it is plain that 
the impropriety of sectarian 
religious observances in Ihe 
public schools is not cured 
by adding to them, or by 
Irving to celebrate the holy 
days of all religions " 
Furthermore, Ihe reporl 
said such eombinalion ef¬ 
forts had proved "uniformly 
dismal" and even offensive 
to Jews, with Hanukkah 
treated as an "appendage" 
to Christmas. 

As for Easier programs, 
the report calls them "an 
even more serious prob¬ 
lem." 

"B is frequently said that 
Ihe must important single 
cause for anti semitism has 
been the Christian charge of 
dcicide against the Jew." il 
said. "If there is one place 
where this dogma should not 
be repealed or reinforced in 
any form, it is surely Ihe 
public school." 

The AJC urges Jews lo use 
Ihe "full range of proce 
dures" to win acceptance of 
their viewpoint on this issue, 
including "formal represen¬ 
tation to public school au 
thifrilies" by organized com¬ 
munity groups, "backed, 
where necessary, by legal 
action to enforce constitu¬ 
tional principles."

Chinese hint 
Taiwan deal 

WASHINGTON (CPI) - Top Peking officials hinted at 
eventual reconciliation with Taiwan in recent conversations 
with two visiting C.S. congressmen. 

In recent months, deputy premiers Teng Hsiao-ping and 
Li Hsien-nien have told official American visitors privately 
that Peking co-operated with the Chinese Nationalists 
against Japanese invaders in the lM.'IOs and in the Second 
World War. China could co-operate again, they indicated, 
the visitors said. 

The high Chinese officials have also indicated China 
does not wish to use force to resolve the Taiwan question— 
the major obstacle to full diplomatic relations between 
Peking and Washington—but cannot say so publicly. 

Latest reports of Chinese moderation come from Flori¬ 
da Democratic Senator Dick Stone and Arkansas Demo¬ 
cratic Representative Bill Alexander, who returned recent¬ 
ly from the Chinese capital. 

Both Stone and Alexander said the United States should 
abide bv its military and diplomatic commitments to Tai¬ 
wan and hope the Chinese on both sides of the Taiwan straits 
can resolve their differences 

China considers Taiwan a historical province of China 

In the past. Taiwan resolutely has rebuffed overtures 
from Peking, because it believes it would be the junior 
partner in any negotiations and wants to resist incorporation 
in a communist system.

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Score another 
for the wolves 


BIOLOGISTS of ihe provincial government's 
fish and wildlife branch, who strive lo keep 
nature in some sort of balance within British 
Columbia, have just learned another painful 
lesson: you mess with wolves at your peril. 

The wolf fur centuries was one of the 
heavies in man's mythology Our language 
bears witness — "thrown lo the wolves." "wolf 
in sheep's clothing." "keeping the wolf from 
Ihe door" Not now The wolf has become one of 
Ihe folk heroes of an environment-oriented 
public. With some reason. The cameras of 
Disney and the CBC and the writings of people 
like Farley Mowat. the late Douglas Pirn 
lott (they played wolf howl tapes at his memo¬ 
rial service in Toronto last summer) and the 
American. David Meeh. have changed all that 
A closer look has shown the wolf to be a faithful 
animal (it mates lor life), an attentive parent 
w ho plays w ith the kids on the front porch of the 
den or will puppy-sit for a relative, a creature 
able lo get along in a group, a singer of sad- 
songs by the light of Ihe moon, a shy beast who 
minds his own business and loves his freedom. 
No wonder people like wolves. They're nicer 
than a lot of people. No wonder people heartily 
agree with the Beatles' sentiment: Let it be. 

Anyone doubting the wolf’s new social 
standing can readily determine it by publicly 
proposing not only killing wolves but doing it by 
using a dubious poisun. That is what has hap¬ 
pened recently — and the steaming letters to 
the editor continue to pour in. 

What the fish and wildlife branch had pro¬ 
posed w as continuing a wolf poisoning program 
in a specific zone near Kamloops, with the 
objective of removing entirely about 25 wolves 
from the Bonaparte Plateau where ranchers 
graze about 14.000 cattle. Cattlemen there had 
complained of wolves taking about 20 calves. 

The poison, called 10H0, has been described 
by critics as slow-acting and inhumane. The 
fish and wildlife branch, which was responding 
to complaints from the ranchers, lacked hard 
evidence showing wolves were a significant 
threat to cattle, or caribou elsewhere in the 
interior for that matter. Front public response 
it also appears a lot of people (none of them 
ranchers, mind you) don't see much w rong w ith 
the wolves, who were there first, doing what 
comes naturally . The end result is the fish and 
wildlife branch has shown some verbal foot¬ 
work and now talks of only using poison against 
wolves as needed. 

To date no one has w ritten in support of the 
14.000 cows, also destined to meet an abrupt end 
at the hand of man. 


An anniversary 

NCATTKHKD ABOUND Ihe world at this mo¬ 
ment. in all kinds of prison cells, are thousands 
of people whose only crime is that they dif¬ 
fered 

They differed in political philosophy or 
color or religion or language or ethnic origin 
from the powers that control their homeland. 
And so they were put in prison, sometimes 
individually , sometimes by the score. 

In the past year. Amnesty International 
documented violations of human rights in more 
than 110 countries and highlighted the cases of 
more than 5,000 prisoners of conscience. For 
each one known there may be another 50 to too 
No one can say. 

Today is an anniversary of sorts. It was on 
this day 30 years ago that the United Nations 
proclaimed the universal right to freedom of 
opinion. That proclamation remains hollow 
for these unknown or forgotten prisoners. 

But it would be wrong to say nothing has 
changed over the past three decades. Amnesty 
International, was founded 17 years ago to 
work for the release of people imprisoned for 
reasons of race, religion or conscientiously- 
held belief, provided they have not used or 
advocated violence. Dogged research, repre¬ 
sentations and the repeated publicity generated 
by this organization have had some part in the 
release of hundreds of people 

In Victoria, AI is represented by an organi¬ 
zation called Group 27. Around the world 
there are more than 200,000 members. It is 
interesting to speculate on what two million or 
20 million members could do 
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The problem of the non-existe-nt Belgians 


LONDON — It is the high tide of 
minority nationalism in the West. 
Three big Western countries. Britain. 
Spain and Canada, are nervously fac 
inifimininciu national elections which 
may decide if the separatist move¬ 
ments among their national and lin 
guistlc minorities will surge on to 
wards independence or settle for 
something less drastic. None of the 
three, however, would envy Belgium, 
w hich goes to (he polls nest Sunday 

Belgium's main problem began in 
the 5lh century AD. That was when Ihe 
Roman legions were recalled lo de¬ 
fend the heart of the Umpire and the 
Salian Franks, a Germanic tribe, 
crossed the Rhine lo settle up to a line 
running from Maastricht in present 
day Holland to the North Sea near 
Boulogne Nobody realized it was a 
problem, however, until they created a 
country calh-d Belgium straddling 
(hat line in 1830. 

The line between Ihe descendants 
of the Frankish tribes who now speak 
Duteh (called Flemish in Belgium) 
and the citizens of the Roman Umpire 
w hose descendants now speak French 
(they are called Walloons in Belgium) 
has scarcely moved in 1.500 years It 
cuts Belgium in half not only linguisti¬ 
cally. but in just about every' other 
way. 

"There are mi Belgians." wrote a 


"Belgian" socialist called Jules Des 
tree over 00 years ago. "only Flemings 
and Walloons.” The country was 
created, indeed, by a revolt against 
Dutch rule by the French-speaking 
citizens of Brussels I IS years ago. For 
tim next century it was run by and for 
the Walloons. 

The Dutch-speakers won full lin 
guistlc rights before Ihe Second World 
War. but it is since then that they have 
come to dominate the country. New 
investment has almost all gone into 
Dutch-speaking Flanders and the 
Flemish share of the population has 
soared, while the old industrial area of 
Wallonia declined in numbers and 
prosperity. Now it is the French- 
speakers who are on the defensive. 

The Belgians carry the "separate 
but equal" principle to ridiculous ex¬ 
tremes. The Constitution demands 
that then- must be exact parity in the 
cabinet and in all government minis 
tries. There are separate French and 
Duteh wings in every political party, 
separate schools, churches and pro 
fessional organizations. 

This would all be a nuisance, but 
nothing more, if Belgium were a fed 
eral country; and this month’s elec 
lion, like all Belgian politics over Ihe 
past 15 years, is essentially about how 
to turn it into one

TO BE PERFECTLY frank about it. I still 
expect the Canadian Press wire service to issue the 
correction. The one that says, subs all previous — 
Eddie Shack and not Eddie Sehreyer. has been 
named Governor General of Canada. 

There can be no argument whatsoever as to the 
shock rating of Pierre Trudeau's announcement re 
the successor to Jules Leger. It was a stunner, a show 
stopper, an appointment that caught all pundits with 
guesses at half mast. Now Ed Sehreyer is a pretty 
astute politician, a guy. for instance, who long ago 
recognized that the financial road being travelled by 
Canada was the wrong road. A man who chastised 
both management and labor for the ridiculous wage, 
price spiral. 

But if you check the criteria — which says the 
Governor General should be a man who has done 
great things for his country — then the appointment 
of Ed Sehreyer comes complete with a cacoon of 
baffle, because Ed Sehreyer has not done great 
things for his country. 

There are those who insist the appointment was 
made because Sehreyer is a socialist and that it was 
time a socialist was given major recognition in 
Canada. Nothing wrong with the theory, except that 
at least two or three socialists were more deserving. 
Stanley Knowles, the best of all parliamentarians. 
David Lewis, the former NDP leader, or Tommy 
Douglas, the friendly little guy who gave his life to 
Canadian politics, both at the provincial and federal 
levels. 

POLITICIANS. IT WOULD seem, have come to 
the forefront for such high level appointments, but it 
shouldn't be necessarily so. There are literally 
dozens of Canadians, political and non-political, who. 
on the basis of accomplishment, would have been 
more deserving of the trappings of monarchal ties. 

If you want to stay in the realm of politics, then 
besides Knowles. Lewis and Douglas, you could point 
to Bob Stanfield, the quiet man who gave his all to the 
cause of Conservatism and Canadianism. Who can 
deny Joey Smallwood’s contribution to Canada and to 
Confederation? John Diefenbaker? Outstanding, but 
certainly too old for the post now. His time for such 
an honor is long past. 

I say a Pierre Berton has done great things for 
his country — why not a writer for Governor Gen¬ 
eral? They did it before with John Buchan. Why not a 
Morley Calahan? Why not an artist like Alex Colville 
or a broadcaster like Foster Hewitt? Why not a 
distinguished medical man like Peter Banks or have 
you forgotten that Peter Banks is the only doctor 
ever to head up both the Canadian Medical Society 
and the British Medical Society? 

MARILYN BATE WOULD never forgive me if I 
didn't mention a sportsman like Gordie Howe. Why 
not a distinguished sportsman — a man who has 
brought honor to this country in carload lots? Why 
not a class sportsman like Jean Beliveau. a man w ho 
rates with Joe DiMaggio as the classiest of all 
athletes past or present? 

Should the field of journalism be forgotten? Has 
not Bruce Hutchison the necessary credentials? Or 
Robertson Davies? For the young lady raising her 
hand at the back of the room. yes. w hy not a woman? 
A Flora Macdonald, a Pauline Jewitl. a Barbara 
Erum or a June Callwood. 

Why not an industrialist who has brought fame 
and fortune to Canada — like Ron Southern, the 
president of Alco Industries? On the other hand, first 
guy who mentions Clarence Campbell. Allan Eag 
leson. Phil Gaglardi. or Harold Ballard, gets to stand 
in the corner. 

Certainly no dearth of qualified candidates in 
almost any field of endeavor you can name. I have 
merely scratched the surface of potentials, but by 
the same token.

THE SECRET MEETING SYNDROME is celebrating 
another rebirth, this time in Saanich. 

The terms of reference under which Mayor Mel Couve- 
lier’s newly-appointed policy and management committee is 
to operate should be the cause of concern to council and 
Saanich residents. 

Not only is the committee to meet behind closed doors, 
but three senior civil servants are to have a vote on matters 
discussed by the committee. 

I'm sympathetic to Couvelier’s plight. He fears that 
issues vital to Saanich aren't getting enough attention 
because his council is stuck in the political mud. 

Council is bogged down and there is not time to plan a 
broad strategy for the municipality's future. 

But Couvelier is setting out on a dangerous journey. 
Other councils have tried to solve their problems in secret 
meetings and have failed. Pressure from the public, the 
media and their own council members became too great. 

EVEN MORE DISTURBING is that three civil servants 
will be full-fledged voting members of the committee. 

I have no reason to doubt the professional qualifications 
of municipal engineer Clifford Warren, administrator Wil¬ 
liam Tremayne and comptroller-treasurer Roy Broughton, 
but their expertise ought to remain confined to an advisory 
role. 

The mayor's course of action ignores the traditional 
division between elected representatives who have been 
given a mandate by the voters and the civil servants who are 
to advise the elected officials. 

To my knowledge this is the first time a municipal 
council allows the staff to act in the capacity of legisla¬ 
tors. a dangerous precedent. 

The three senior staff members in question obviously 
appreciate the dilemma or they wouldn’t have Insisted that 
the meetings be held in camera. They know (hey can’t vote 
on policy matters in the open without compromising their 
professional ethics. 

ONE OF THE DANGERS is that appointment to the 
committee could be abused to create a power base of 
aldermen and staff members sympathetic to the mayor's 
plans, at the same time shutting out opponents 

If the committee is powerful enough, the role of council 
could be reduced to that of a rubber-stamping body. 

I'm amazed to see aldermen Howard Sturrock and 
John Mika go along with the scheme, although I understand 
they are doing so very reluctantly. 

And in fairness to Couvelier. he isn't thrilled by his own 
idea either. He says he’s aware of the inherent dangers 
which is why he will review the committee's activities in six 
months. 

I think he should review his decision right now and scrap 
the committee. Failing that, he should under no circum 
stances give the senior staff members a vote on the 
committee. 

Couvelier says he wants to force senior officials to take 
a definite position on important issues. Again, the mayor's 
aim is perhaps laudible. but if important principles must be 
compromised to reach that aim, maybe it isn't worth it. 

I UNDERSTAND WOODWARD'S was in a real flap 
earlier this week when people misread a line in a story the 
Colonist ran. 

The story was about Victoria Aid. Robin Blencoe's 
campaign for senior citizen discounts. It listed 36 stores 
offering discounts to the elderly. 

One was the beauty salon in Woodward's. Much to the 
department store officials' dismay, a lot of people under¬ 
stood that Woodward's was giving a 25 per cent discount to 
seniors. 

Apparently the switchboard lit up like a Christmas tree 
and a lot of elderly people asked for the 25 per cent discount 
at the store's cash registers. 

Unfortunately, it isn't so. Just the beauty salon gives a 
25 per cent discount. Woodward's doesn't. 

But maybe this is a golden opportunity for Woodward's 
to play Santa Claus to a lot of eidrrly people by offering 
them a discount. If 25 per cent is too high, how about 10 per 
cent? 

The large stores basically object to the scheme because 
they fear that everyone would make their purchases 
through an old aunt to cash in on the discount. 

But I can’t believe that Woodward's would consider 
their faithful customers capable of such cheap tactics.

And why single out Woodward’s for this hint with a 
two-by-four?

There has never been any doubt in my mind that when I 
march to political tunes I'm the only one in step. 

Safe in that knowledge I can pen my thoughts on last 
week’s cabinet shuffles without fear of challenge or contra¬ 
diction and in total disagreement with colleague Hubert 
Beyer and (sniff) those people who put out the afternoon 
daily. 

Only one small black cloud hangs on my theoretical 
horizon: I talked the situation over with Dave Barrett and we 
agreed that the shuffles were larger than expected but not 
as major as the premier would have us believe. Such 
agreement between old philosophical rivals has to be cause 
for concern. 

Anyway, to the task in hand with local MLA Sam Bawlf 
first under the microscope. 

IT IS GENERALLY AGREED, but not by me. that Sam 
received a sharp reprimand from Premier Bennett last 
Mondav. That he was harshly chastised, demoted, reduced 
in rank and otherwise told that the premier was not 
happy. 

To suggest otherwise is to earn smiles of tender sym¬ 
pathy and head shakes for a once fine mind gone bad So 
smile and shake your heads because I am suggesting 
otherwise 

Whether Bawlf can meet the challenge tossed in his lap 
by the premier remains to be seen. Whether he has the 
courage to meet the challenge also remains a mystery yet to 
be disclosed. But the challenge is definitely there and more 
than ordinary political courage will be required to meet it. 

If the first 100 people contacted on the street on any 
given morning were asked what was wrong with big 
government, the majority, if not all, would answer "red 
tape." And most would be able to describe some weird and 
wonderful personal entanglements in past wrestles with 
ministry officials, with committees and planners and ap 
proving officers and obscure but still active laws. 

BAWLF HAS BEEN GIVEN the job of pin-pointing the 
bottlenecks, identifying the double talk, finding the bureau 
crats who mumble when in doubt, flushing them all out into 
the open and eliminating the lot. 

That means treading on other cabinet ministers' toes 
from time to time: it means tangling head-on with a highly 
skilled, smoothly trained bureaucracy and doing battle in 
public as well as in the cabinet room. 

It may well be that the job is too big for Bawlf to handle. 
It may well be that he will lack the stomach required for the 
firefights. But please don't tell me it's a backwater job 
designed to remove Bawlf from the limelight. 

If he plays his cards right, young Sam. who has had a 
rough year at the hands of his critics personal and political, 
can now become the chief critic of government. Unlike 
opposition critics who have to snipe without proper research 
and thus often find their targets non-existent. Bawlf should 
be able to hit what he's aiming at with deadly accuracy. 

It seems to me that the premier has said: "Okay, I had 
you in the wrong spot when 1 put you in recreation and 
conservation, but I still think you can help me." And it also 
seems to me that, politically. Bawlf had to be moved from a 
spot where he could be attacked almost at will (and was 
being) placed w here he could become an attacker, w hich he 
now can. 

MUCH HAS BEEN MADE of the fact that in the shuffle 
Sam also lost control of the B.C. Ferry Corporation. The 
system, say the critics, should have stayed with a Victoria 
area MLA. 

If we were looking for a commonsense approach to the 
ferry system, if we wanted someone in charge who would be 
sensitive to its essentiality, then indeed it would be wise to 
leave ferries w ith a local lad. If we had a ferry system above 
use of abuse by political factions, then it would indeed make 
sense to have Sam stay in charge. 


But the facts of political life are such that the ferry 
system, always the albatross, could only cost a local 
politician dearly. And Sam was in enough trouble in his 
constituency without the extra vulnerability brought his way 
by the ferry workers. 

It was wise to move him. equally wise tor give him a 
portfolio which gives him the chance to shoot before the 
Opposition. 

THERE ARE ALSO SOME; people around who view the 
switch of Hugh Curtis from municipal affairs and housing to 
provincial secretary and government services as a demo 
tion. And again I can't see it. 

Maintaining my out-of-step record I think Curtis was 
moved as part of a grand strategy to make his rewinning of 
Saanich and the Islands a little easier. That's not to say he 
couldn't win the seat as minister of municipal affairs, just 
that out there in the Gulf Islands, municipalities and 
regional districts arc not included in the “how to be a 
successful politician" manual. 

Curtis will not agree with me. of course, but there were 
rumbles, still arc for that matter, from his constituency that 
all is not well. Like Bawlf he can now look good without 
getting his feet dirty in the trenches. 

For the rest of the changes, well, Vander Zalm earned 
his relief from human resources and knows enough about 
municipal government to improve on Curtis's record. 

Grace McCarthy in human resources is something else 
again, and possibly the only surprise — and major — move 
in the entire shake-up. How Amazing will adapt to the 
problems of the poor is anybody's guess. One thing is sure: 
She will come nut of the experience a little humbler than she 
went in. 

She should not be underestimated. A dauntless lady, she 
will give it her best go. 

THE MOST INTERESTING aspect of the McCarthy 
appointment Will come next spring when the NDP lets 
human resources critic Rosemary Brown loose on the 
red head. Those two darlings in the same paper bag 
should make for interesting question periods 

Just one quick not for NDP supporters. Don't call in to 
ask how a wealthy lady like Grace can understand human 
resources unless you also wonder how a wealthy lady like 
Rosemary can do the same. Thank you. 

Rafe Mair to environment will prove a good move. Jim 
Nielsen to consumer and corporateaffairs —wel|. maybe, if 
he gathers around him some mature aides. He inherits one 
in Tex Enemark, but Tex is a Rafe Mair man and may find 
Nielsen hard going. 

Unlike our afternoon colleagues, we find the appoim 
ment of Cyril Shelford to agriculture is neither strange nor 
unwise. He docs understand farm problems and I'm fore¬ 
casting he'll do a good job rather than a wobbly one 

ELWOOD "SLIM" VEITCH in tourism and small busi¬ 
ness? In the latter he will do well, in the former it has to be 
said that he doesn't look as though he has the pizzazz to 
follow Amazing Grace. He does, so his enemies say, have 
good organizational ability so maybe he can come up w ith a 
super-deputy to bail him out. 

It has to be a wait-and-see situation even if we hate 
reservations. 

If there are any anxieties at all they hate to be with Jim 
Chabot, a really powerful mandarin with land, parks and 
housing under his wing and with Jim Hewitt now in charge 
of energy, mines and petroleum resources. 

Chabot. the man from Columbia River, will soon modify 
his stand on parks or be out of work and Hew itt, from apple 
and wine country, well, we have to wonder if his nose is hard 
enough for the skullduggery he's bound to encounter when 
dealing with Ottawa and the U.S. on our energy resources. 

Taken all round, a big game of musical chairs with, 
apart from Mrs. McCarthy’s shift, nothing sensational. 

Now, will you all fall in line, please.

DcLorean's automo¬ 
bile plant, where the 
company's spores car is 
expected to begin rolling 
off the assembly line in 
early 1980. is under con 
struction near Belfast. 
Northern Ireland. 

Northern Ireland was 
picked because the Brit 
ish government agreed 
to supply financing of 
$130 million on more gen 
erous terms than anyone 
else. The fact the plant 
will only have to pay 
about a quarter of the 
prevailing wages for 
North American auto 
workers didn’t hurt. 

With the British money 
and proceeds of the sale 
of stock to prospective 
dealers. Del.oreun said 
in an interview he will 
have enough money to 
gel the car built 

Del-orean built an im 
pressive reputation in 
Detroit, w here he started 
with Packard and then 
moved to GM. He rose 
rapidly and aas GM’s 
youngest division head 
when he became general 
manager of Pontiac in 
1965 at the age of 10. 

He became general 
manager of Chevrolet in 
1909 and in 1972 was pro 
moled to head GM’s 
North American car and 
truck operations He 
seemed to be on his way 
to the GM presidency. A 
few weeks later, in early 
1973. he quit 

"I didn’t feel like I was 
in Ihe game anymore." 
he said. "I was promoted 
from being a division 
manager, which is like 
being the quarterback, to 
a group executive, which 
is like boingihe owner of 
the stadium ." 

In Delroil. the 0 feet-t 
inch DeLorean was not 
the typical auto company 
executive He was know n 
for liking fast ears and 


beautiful women. He 
gained a reputation for 
being outspoken on social 
issues. 

He divorced his wife in 
1969 to marry 20-year-old 
Kelly Harmon. the 
daughter of a former 
fuolball star That mar¬ 
riage lasted only a few 
years and in 1973 he mar¬ 
ried Christina Ferrare. 
a model he calls "the 
most beautiful woman in 
Ihe world." 

But now, with the need 
to’ raise money, his 
image has undergone a 
few changes He no 
longer dyes his hair

black, and has allowed it 
to become mostly grey. 

"I don’t drink, except 
for an occasional glass of 
wine.” he says. "I've 
never had any hard li¬ 
quor in my life. I never 
stay out late. I’m a very- 
good family man." 

DeLorean says he 
knew how to arrange for 
the design, engineering 
and construction of the 
car. but knew nothing 
about raising the mil 
lions needed to get the 
car into show rooms. 

"As an operating ex¬ 
ecutive al GM. all I knew 
about financing was that 
if you needed $500 million 
to build a foundry some 
where, you'd fill out a, 
form and sent it off and 
four months later a big 
thing would come back 
with all these signatures 
saying go ahead and 
spend the $500 million ." 

In raising money, he 
heard about all the other 
failures since the Second’ 
World War. run by men 
like HCnry Kaiser. Pres 
ton Tucker and Malcom 
Bricker. All failed, al¬ 
though Kaiser's Jeeps 
are now made by Ameri¬ 
can Motors Corp 

"You had a iot of guys 
who really didn't know 
anything about the auto 
business." DeLorean 
says. 

DeLorean rates about

"If you look at it eco¬ 
nomically. it's been a 
bad deal," he says, fi¬ 
guring that he might 
have made $XOO.OOO a 
year at GM buy. instead, 
has invested $5 million of 
his own money . 

And anyway, he says, 
the money, if it comes, 
w ill be too late. “Before I 
make a buck. I'll be 5k 
years old. You don't do it 
for the money . The lime 
to enjoy it is right now.

WHERE IT 
ALL BEGAN 


I don’t suppose anyone noticed the young 
man on crutches standing 4n the pits that 
night at the old Langford Speedway. It was 
the slimmer of ItMti and auto racing had jusi 
resumed after being blacked out for ihe war 
years. The old Speedway at that lime was in 
pretty bad shape After years of neglect the 
dirt iracK was pilled and holed. Ihe grand¬ 
stands were inadequate and only Ihe dcdica 
lion of ihe drivers kepi Ihe near bankrupt 
track alive 


That’s what Bruce Fassmtire saw on his 
first visit to the old Speedway Passmore 
* himself was no stranger to racing, in fact the 
reason he was on crutches was the result of a 
spectacular motorcycle race crash. The 
crash shattered Passmore s left leg so badly 
lhat doctors at the Rochester Medical Centre 
first advised amputation, then later resigned 
IhMluehtHi to the fai l that he would never 
use the leg again. Now Bruce Passmore stood 
at Langford Speedway after almost four 
agonizing years in a east and decided to get 
back into racing again bv buying the old 
track . quite an ambition for a guy without 
a dime in his pocket. However, by borrowing 
every last cent he could and mortgaging his 
life away he acquired Langford Speedway in 
late 191« ’ - 


Alwavs a promoter, showman Passmore 
had a plan to pul the new Bruce Passmore 
Langford Speedway on the map he im¬ 
proved the stands, built washrooms and ac¬ 
tually paved the old oval, making Langford 
the first paved track of its kind In Canada 
right hare on the Island 


After working on the Spccdwav. Passmore 
had to attract crowds. I p until that time 
there were sometimes more people on the 
track than in the stands. He figured he needed 
some good wheel-to wheel exHtihg racing so 
he commissioned not just one but six race 
cars to be built to kick off the 17 season His 
ears and his drivers against the best the West 
had to offer or against each other if neves 
sary. The result is that we still have first 
class racing at Western Speedway thanks to a 
young man who had a dream over to years 
ago 


His interest in ear building led him natu¬ 
rally into the mysterious regions of automo¬ 
tive design and engineering. Passmore 
teamed up with automotive genius Jack 
Smith to create some of the most advanced 
race ears in the Northwest. In tact if Bruce 
Passmore and Jack Smith had lived m India 
napolis who knows where it might have led 
As it was. Victoria race fans saw one of the 
very first rear engined race ears in North 
America competing at Langford. Old Num¬ 
ber 16 . built from the ground up by Jack 
Smith from a fqdcd picture of the famous 
Auto Union race ears 


His passion lor ear constructing and dc 
sign also led Passmore to passenger ear 
design. Again lie and Jack Smith teamed up 
to build a ear called the STACCATO pictured 
lure m our i Jallery Just imagine w hat one of 
these would be worth today! 


Ironically, at the same lime Bruce Pass 

more was building up Langford Speedway 
with his showmanship and hard nosed busi¬ 
ness sense, a tiny automotive outfit in Siqii 
gart. (Jcrmany was rising out of the ashes of 
World War II and putting together a re de 
signed Volkswagen car with the help of the 
L’.S. Army.- 


In 1950. Passmore’s interest in ears turned 
to selling them, and to learn this side of Ihe 
business he took over management of the 
Olson I’sed Car Lot on Vales Street This, in 
addition to his management of the Langford 
Speedway 


in 1951 Langford School Board expropnat 
ed the Speedway to expand for the coming 
post war baby boom and Bruce Passmore 
decided to gel serious about the ear business. 
He sold his new house, mortgaged himself 
again and opened Speedway Auto Sales on 
Quadra and Port Street. Here is where the 
Passmore,/Spccdway story takes on a Horatio 
Alger twist 


In 194k Passmore almost took on the 
TICKER ear franchise because he was intri¬ 
gued by its almost futuristic engineering 
Unfortunately the Tucker s man.jgmeni did 
not live up to the ear and the Tucker went the 
way of the Dodo bird in a very short time 


However, in 195.1 Passmore heard about 
an incredible new (Jerman ear looking for 
dealers in Canady ThO Volkswagen ear itself 
didn't really intrigue him although he liked 
the principle being a rear engined man from 
way back. What aid intrigue Passmore were 
the’ little Van and Pick-up Volkswagen of 
fered At that time Chev and Fargo Panels 
were still the King of the delivery trucks and 
Passpinrc thought there would be a real mar 
ket for these little trucks and vans I don't 
think even Bruce could have envisioned the 
recent Van era/e. However, he and Jack 
smith look a look at the ear. in fact Jack 
Smith drove it for about two hours and then 
said. “This ear is 20 years ahead of its time. I 
don't know if it'll sell though, ’cause it’s the 
funniest darn thing I've ever seen in mv 
life,’’ 


Other dealers laughed their heads off. his 
friend looked worried about his mental 
health, even his wife who had stuck bv him 
through some crazy ideas looked askance at 
his dfi i»ldn but Bruce Passmore signed up 
for the Volkswagen franchise in 1951. again 
borrowing, mortgaging and begging every 
penny he could 


That was 25 years ago this November and 
the rest is history The Volkswagen became 
the ‘Small Wonder' of the automotive world 
broke every sales record for import cars and 
in the 60 s became TIIK import ear in the 
World 


Even the advent of the Japanese car gave 
Volkswagen only momentary setbacks, since 
then thev have come back with a whole new 
line ot fantastically engineered cans When 
Roy Passmore. Bruce's son look over the 
reigns ol the business in 1975. Speedway 
Motors sold Volkswagen Rabbits. Seiroccos. 
Audiv VW Campers and the incredible 
Porsche, the winmngest race ear in the his¬ 
tory of car racing 


(>n its25th Anniversary. Speedway Motors 
is now considered the premier Volkswagen 
dealer on Vancouver Island and under the 
management of Roy Passmore, one of the 
West's foremost Porsche specialist dealer 

ships 


All in all not .i bad record for 25 years, 
considering lhat ii started with a dream, an 
idea and a shoestring with a product no one 
dreamed would succeed. 


The other day a small boy was sitting at 
the wheel of a Porsche in ihe showroom, 
gripping the fat wheel with his chubby little 
hands This is Bruce Passmore Jr . Roy’s 
son .ind Bruce’s grandson getting the feel "i a 
c ar he may very well lie selling a few years 
from now. And can you just imagine what 
exciting changes will have taken place by 
that time!

Use of the poison IDttO to 
kill wolves in B.C. was op 
posed Friday by Ian McTag 
gart-Cowan. one of Canada's 
leading wildlife biologists 

McTaggart-Cowan said in 
an irtterview in Victoria that 
(he “wholesale poisoning of 
wolves was an act of despair 
and a confession of igno 
ranee.” 

McTaggart-Cowan said 
the decision to poison wolves 
in B.C. was a political one 

He said the fish and wild 
life branch was in a 'no win' 
situation. 

Whatever their decision, 
they would undoubtedly re¬ 
ceive flak from one side or 
the other—"and who wants 
to be a game administrator 
under these circum¬ 
stances? " 

The branch recently 
scrapped plans to complete 
ly wipe oul wolves on the 
Bonaparte Plateau with the 
poison lOkO. but still intends 
lo poison wolves "where 
needed.'' in reaction to 
ranchers' complaints. 

McTaggart-Cowan said he

Mr. Member (of the 
Legislature), if you want lo 
be re-elected I naed some re¬ 
dress. " 

Why the urgency to kill 
wolves? 

"Our antipathy to wolves 
is because of our wish to 
compete with them." he 
said. 

In Ihe case of wolves at¬ 
tacking game, it could be 
competition over recre¬ 
ation. 

In the ease of wolves at¬ 
tacking domestic animals, 
economic competition could 
be more of a consideration 
McTaggart-Cowan said he 
recently repeated his com¬ 
ment, that wholesale poison¬ 
ing was a confession of igno 
ranee, to a number of 
employees of the fish and 
wildlife branch, some of 
whom were his former stu¬ 
dents. 

The employees, he said, 
"shrugged their shoulders 
and said, 'We've got to do 
something, and we don't 
have the staff to do what you 
want to do.’" 

McTaggart-Cowan said if 
killing were necessary, a 
wolf should first be identi¬ 
fied as one which had learn 
ed to kill livestock, and it 
should be killed as humanely 
as possible, preferably by an 
experienced hunter. 

"If this is ranching coun¬ 
try. and we have a policy 
that ranchers have to be 
protected against losses by 
predatory animals, I would 
determine from an expert 
which animals (were (re¬ 
sponsible), and I would lull 
him that in my view lOkO 
would nol be available to 
him."

NIAGARA FALLS. Ont. 
(CP) — Herman Jorge 
Aviles says he will not leave 
Canada by Monday as or¬ 
dered by the federal imml 
gration department. 

"I have lo see what hap 
pens," he said in a telephone 
interview Saturday. “I'm 
going lo see if they change 
their minds." 

Aviles said he was not ad¬ 
vised of Immigration Minis¬ 
ter Bud Cullen's refusal Fri¬ 
day lo grant him a 
ministerial permit to stay as 
a landed immigrant. 

Aviles, from Ecuador, 
was paralysed from the 
chest down in a motorcycle 
accident in Bermuda 

He entered Canada on a 
medical permit in Novem¬ 
ber. 1977. for therapy at a 
Toronto hospital. 

The permit expired Oct, 15 
and immigration officials 
told him to leave the country 
by Dec. 11 or be deported. 

Aviles applied on compas¬ 
sionate grounds for a minis¬ 
terial permit to allow him to 
stay, saying Canada has bet 
ter medical facilities and 
job opportunities than his 
native country. 

Cullen. In turning down 
the application Friday , said 
it would set a dangerous pre 
cedent to revoke the depor¬ 
tation order. 

"Anyone needing a par 
tieular kind of medical 
treatment available in Can 
ada but not in his or her 
homeland would be in a po 
sition to come to Canada and 
seek to remain," Cullen 
said. "We have provided a 
service, but this must not 


become a new way of Immi 
grating to Canada " 

Aviles said two local im 
migration officers visited 
him Friday and told him if 


he did not leave by Monday 
he must report to the immi¬ 
gration office Tuesdav 
Aviles said he will keep 
the Tuesday appointment.

Worldpaper will appear as 
a supplement in at least 1(1 
newspapers on five conti¬ 
nents. starting in January. It 
will start off as a quarterly, 
with a future aim of becom¬ 
ing a monthly. 

The newspapers will not 
pay Worldpaper. Snow said; 
financing will come from 
advertising by large cor¬ 
porations. 

Snow, a former foreign 
correspondent for The Bos¬ 
ton Globe, said no more than 
SO percent of the newspaper 
will be backed by American 
investors: "We want to 
make sure that ownership is 
truly international." 

The idea for the news¬ 
paper came about two years 
ago during a discussion be 
tween Snow and journalist 
friends.

Dalgleish said the game 
plays on the fact that just 
about everybody, except the 
most naive people and the 
tobacco companies, admits 
that smoking damages a 
person's health and shortens 
his life. 

"The game itself is an 
adult game primarily, but 
we do recommend it for 
teen-agers so they can get 
exposed to problems of 
smoking before they start,” 
he said. 

Clifford Forward, public 
relations director, and an 
ardent anti-smoking crusad¬ 
er. designed the game along 
with Dalgleish earlier this 
year—the first time the 
local company had come up 
with iLs own game.

Y OU WHO WERE caught are the lucky ones. 

Those words from an instructor ai the final night of 
in.' impaired driver's course seem to have an ironic 
note. 

After all. being convicted of impaired driving is prob 
•ibis one of the most unpleasant experiences I've been 
through in my life. 

Yet. come to think of it. I am lucky—not like all too 
many other former B.C\ drinking drivers. 

ITU alive, for one thing, and I’m not forced to spend 
the rest of m> life in a wheelchair Nor do I have to 
carry around the burden of having taken someone vise’s 
life. 

I HAVE LEARNED the lesson "ell. I ll never drink and 
drive again. 

I learned an awful lot the hard way about what hap¬ 
pens to impaired drivers. The experience ma(le me feel 
dirty, as lu" as the lowest criminal you can imagine. 

It is depressing, demeaning and degrading and if my 
story can save even one person from having to go 
through what I've been through, the time and effort 
and pain will hu'c been worthwhile 

I 'D BEEN DRINKING and driving ever since I first got 
my driver's licence. 

I've cut right back now. One tiling I'll ne'er do again 
is drink and dri'e. If I have e'en one drink I'm going to 
lake a cab The risk is too great 

The first time was bad enough and I don't know 
whether I could face a second 

T HE NIGHT I got caught I was driving home after has 
ing dinner with a friend. Wc had a few beers first and 
two buttles of wine with the meal. 

I felt a little high but I was confident of my abililx to 
handle a car without getting into trouble I normally 
travel about It) miles an hour over the speed limit 
and that night I was caught in a radar trap 

I guess I fumbled a bit getting my driver's licence and 
registration out. and then the constable asked me if I'd 
been drinking 

I admitted that I had and then lie invited me to the 
police station to blow into the brealhal'ser 


M l BLOOD KAN cold I had never before been in 
trouble with the law and here I was being treated like a 
common criminal. 

In the first test which I blew Iti per cent alcohol. 

After 20 minutes they made me blow again and 
this time the machine read la per cent. 

At that lime they told me I would be charged with dri' 
ing while over .08, and that I had att immediate 21 hour 
licence suspension 

T HAT MEANT I had to leave my car where it was and 
somehow get tu my home, which is about 19 kilometers 
out of town | called up a friend 

A week later I returned to the police station to be fin 
gercrinted. The police also took my photograph, front 
ancTprofile. with a number on it. just like vou see in the 
B movies. Tile records remain on file here in B C and 
in Ottawa for the rest of my life 
That's one helluva sobering fact 

T HE FIRST few days afterwards were a nightmare. I 
was deeply depressed and took a couple of days off 
work sick because I just couldn't face my colleagues 
or the rest of the world. 

I had my car back—temporarily, anvwav 
At that time, although I knew I would-be fined in the 
neighborhood of $j«o. I didn't even realize that I was facing 
a mandatory three-month licence suspension, that I would 
be placed on six months' probation, and be ordered to attend 
the impaired driver's course for 2 ' - hoursa night, one night 
a week for four weeks. 

Here I have to blame the newspapers for not spelling 
out in detail in the courts column that everyone, lx- he 
prince or pauper, gets the three-month suspension 

C H1ES FOR PITY due to circumstances fall on deat ears 
because the suspension is automatic, legislated, and 
beyond the powers of even the motor vehicles branch to 
amend, no mailer if you lose your job or have a crippled 
mother to chauffeur around 

You made the mistake, and you have to pay for it 
Tile message is clear, but it doesn't seem to have been 
disseminated broadly enough Perhaps the provincial got 
eminent should mention it in its mam advertising cam¬ 
paigns against drinking and driving. 

I decided it would be simplest and cheapest to just go 
in and plead guilty , because, after all. there was no doubt 
I was guilty 

T HE JUDGE HEARD the evidence and pronounced sen¬ 
tence— $430 fine, licence suspension, six months' pruba 
lion, impaired drivers' course—all in the course of abuul

five minutes. It was almost like I was seeing it happen in a 
movie, but the feeling inside was all too real 

As if the fine, suspension. 10 demerit points on my li¬ 
cence and a $100 surcharge on my driver's licence next 
year, having a criminal record and my fears of how co¬ 
workers. friends and relatives would react wasn't enough, 
there was the ordeal of the impaired drivers' course 

Incidentally, having a conviction for drinking and 
driving prevents you. among other things, from possess 
inp a gun (not that I want one. but it s something to 
think about). It can also impair your chances of being 
hired with many companies and government agencies 
and may make it more difficult for you lo travel in for¬ 
eign countries. 

T HE "TEACHERS" at the courses held in the court¬ 
house treat students almost as if they were alcoholics, 
incapable of handling themselves in proper society, and 
the movies and panel discussions all carried the heavy 
message of the costs—social, material and emotional—(if 
drinking and driving. 

About hot! lives are lost every year on the roads in 
B.C. and police estimate alcohol consumption is involved in 
Ml to Wl per cent of all accidents 

I ni squeamish at the best of times and couldn't even 


look at the carnage in some of the movies, but there 
were convincing examples too of how alcohol, even in 
moderate amounts, and even in experienced drinkers and 
experienced drivers, retards reflexes and impairs effi 
cienry. » 

A FELLOW STUDENT and I shared a lew glasses of 
wine after we "graduated" and that's the first drink 
I've had since my court rase 

I've been through the worst of the ordeal 
Now I only have to face two more months of having 
to rely on friends to drive me around, and lo 3iite iqi 
the $100 when ICBC demands it 

O NE OF THE THINGS the instructor told us on the final 
night of the course was that we should not envy out- 
friends who haven't yet been caught 

"If you think you've had it bad, you ain't seen nothing 
.vet," he told us. The campaign against the drinking 
driver is being stepped up. fines are being increased 
gradually lo the maximum level of $2,000 for a first of 
fence, and sanctions and stigma against impaired drivers 
are growing stronger. 

The instructor s final shot was. "Don't worry , we’ll get 
'em all eventually." 

I'm beginning to believe that. I won't be one of them.

This 1812 overture 
has a familiar ring 


Things were a little different back in 
England of 1912 

For instance, an extravagant meal 
given by one government official for 
several other factotums cost the prin 
celv sum of one pound, three shil¬ 
lings. 

That was when a pound was a sig 
nificant portion of a laborer s annual 
wages, today, the pound is equivalent 
to $2 Canadian 

One the other hand, many of the 
things which we view as modern prob 
lems existed two centuries ago and 
were of equal interest lo informed 
citizens of the day. letters recently 
donated lo the national library in Ot¬ 
tawa by Oak Bay resident J. Austin 
Lo.v of 1828 Monteilh indicate. 

The letters, five in all. were written 
by one Samuel Whitcombe lo the 
Prince Regent, later George IV. Whit¬ 
combe was a well educated layman 
who was concerned a limit England's 
financial stale, its economy, the re¬ 
form of Parliament, and the loss in 
buying power of the shilling. Lny 
said. 

That was before the days that people 
y-wrote to newspapers to communicate 
their ideas to the public at large So 
Whitcombe. probably proud of Ins 
ideas and convinced of their impnr 
lance, had them printed at a print shop 


and then assembled into a folio. Thev 
were addressed lo the Prince Re¬ 
gent, but there is no record of a rcplv. 
Lo.v say s. 

Regardless of the reception they got 
in 1812, the national library is very- 
glad to receive them, Loy said. 

The letters took up about IS pages in 
tile folio, and a copy was passed down 
in Lov’s family through a great great 
grandmother who was a Whitcombe 

Loy decided to donate them to the 
national library through Victoria MP 
Allan McKinnon The letters were 
welcomed by both the librarian and 
McKinnon because they describe con¬ 
ditions that still exist, among them 
extravagance and waste in govern¬ 
ment. including that expensive meal 
for government officials 

In addition to reading through the 
letters, the national library re bound 
the folio, since its aging binding was 
falling apart, and Loy had a chance to 
see the work when McKinnon brought 
the re bound folio back to Victoria lo 
show him 

It won't be here long, though. The 
national library wants its latest acqui 
sit ion back. 

"The topics are just as current today 
as they were then." Loy said. "Whit¬ 
combe really outlined his thoughts on 
the situation today ."

Vantreight fears 
‘excessive’ costs

Saanich Aid. Geoffrey Vantreight says his 
sons may as well walk away from a proposed 
potato farm at Panama Flats if the cost of a 
consultant’s study of drainage facilities in¬ 
stalled illegally on municipal property ex¬ 
ceeds $10,000 

In fact, according to Vantreight. the study- 
may be redundant as soil tests have shown 
the land may not be suitable for growing 
potatoes 

The salt factor is 8.1 per cent, when it 
should be about 2 1 per cent, he said in an 
interview 

“It's not a happy situation. " hr confessed. 
"We've had similar situations in the past but 
never as high as this factor " 

Vantreight said his sons, lan and Michael, 
have asked the municipality for an esti¬ 
mated cost of the consultant's study 

"I will recommend the boys forget all 
about the scheme if it's over $10,000." hr 
said. 

(The Colonist has learned that the study 
could cost between $20,000 and $30,non ) 

Vantreight said the questions to be answer¬ 
ed were not difficult ones, "and I can't sec- 
how it should cost more than $.>,000 at the 
most." 


His sons had not yet studied the terms of 
reference drafted by municipal engineer 
Clifford Warren, he aid 

The brothers have agreed to underwrite 
the study if they approve of its scope 
and the parameters established by the engi 
neering department 

Among other things, the study would as 
sess the effects of the concrete drain 
age basin built on .Saanich land w ith respect 
to flood control, waterways management, 
and the env ironmental impact on a proposed 
small park along Colquitz Creek. 

It would also evaluate the effect of drain 
age ditches dug across the flats by the 
Vantreighls and the quality of water dis 
charged from the basin and its effect on 
the fishery resource of the creek. 

Vantreight has asked tin 4 inspector of 
municipalities to investigate the circum 
stances surrounding his involvement in the 
Panama Flats affair 

In a letter lo William Long, the deputy 
minister of municipal affairs. Vantreight 
said an impartial outside inquiry w as needed 
because in the controversy there had been 
many mis statements of fact resulting in 
misunderstanding, confusion and allegations 
l»f misconduct. 

The alderman has repeatedly said hr 
will not resign his council seat.

lifelong search for his ideal metaphor

Jack Shadbolt's mind was elsewhere 
It's been two years since he first exhibited 
his India Suite, a massive work reflecting the 
impact of three months in India Other inter¬ 
ests and immediate concerns have obsessed 
him since. 

LATELY, IN HIS studio, he has been 
concentrating on his Vancouver show . Wild 
Grass Suite and other recent paintings, 
which opened early last week 
Outside his studio his at tention w as focused 
on the provincial court in Burnaby. Nearly 
three years ago. tax investigators swept 
into his studio while he was painting and 
carted off his records. They later presented 
him with the bill—which he immediately- 
paid—on $39,000 undeclared income 
Yet in the past month, he found himself 
acquitted on criminal charges related tu 
tax evasion laid in connection with that studio 
raid. It was front page stuff, offering the typo 
of publicity that was neither wanted nor 
needed by Shadbolt. regarded as the most 
significant artist in the prov ince since Emily 
Carr 

He is reluctant to talk about the experience 
which others in the provincial art community 
angrily regard as a case of Revenue Canada 
makinga scapegoat of the B.C. artist with the 
highest national and international profile 
If the intent of the exercise was lo humili¬ 
ate. embitter and frighten Shadbolt. it seems 


to have worked. He's hesitant to discuss pub 
licly the implications of the costly trial for 
fear of reprisals. 

THE; MULTI-PANELLED India Suite is 
the main component of his first one-man 
show in eight years in Victoria. It opens this 
afternoon as what Paul Kyle dal Is his gal 
lery's first anniversary show 

Shadbolt's links with Victoria a re consider¬ 
able. He came here as a toddler from 
England. His first sketches were about his 
Island Road home He later studied at 
Victoria Normal School and left a leaching 
job in Duncan in 1931 for Vancouver where 
he still lives. 

Questions in a recent interview concerning 
the India Suite sent him hunting for related 
material through his studio attached to a 
hillside home above Burrard Inlet. He found 
some of the postcards of Hindu and Buddhist 
sculpture and a brochure for the work's first 
showing. And like a teacher leaving the 
materials with the student to decipher, he 
implies that's all one needs lo understand the 
work. 

But he is an intuitive man. physically 
resembling actor John Houseman, the stem 
mentor of television's Paper Chase. He real 
izes his listener is either in awe or in 
trouble. 

IIE Bftil VS TO TALK more specifically 
about the 20-panel work 

His months in India with his wife touring 
temples left him with what he called "a 
colossal experience" 


"Nothing prepares you in western thinking 
for what happens in India," he said. It isn't 
just the squalor juxtaposed against the rich 
ness, but the sheer sensuality of form and 
color. 

The impact stayed with him days after 
he returned to his Vancouver studio and the 
sketch pad he purposefully left behind 

"I had to get it out of my system 

“I do what I always do when in a pinch. I 
draw from things and concentrate on 
form.” 

IN THIS UASEJ. his “things" were a hand¬ 
ful of black and white postcards of tern 
pie sculpture. 

He liked those first sketches which became 
less and less reproductions of the sculpture 
and more his own synthesis of his reaction. 

"I got one panel done. Gosh, I thought it 
was very exciting ... I should try- another. I 
had two panels together and something 
seemed to jump between them. I did a 
third ... My god, I thought. I'm still run¬ 
ning. ..." 

He spent nearly two months on these huge 
charcoal panels, refining and linking form 
and substance until the 20 formed a total¬ 
ity. 

The use of charcoal and shading left the 
work with what he calls "a sort of sil¬ 
ver tonality.” 

”MY' ONE; LEGACY from Emily Carr is 
charcoal," he said, recalling that as an 
18-year-old he would drop around to her 


James Bay studio with his painting mentor. 
Max Maynard. 

"We used to sec her regularly, often on a 
Saturday afternoon V 

"We’d often see the things she had just 
brought in from the field. Especially I re 
member (he Goldstreani and Indian draw¬ 
ings." 

Her initial affect on him w-as simply one of 
a working artist inspiring a younger paint 
er « 

"I was mightily influenced by her great 
imagery of the forest and the coax! Indian," 
he said, adding that that impact stayed 
within his art a long time 

LONGTIME E’RIEND and director emeri¬ 
tus of the Art Gallery of Greater Victoria, 
Colin Graham regards Shadbolt's ever- 
evolving style as a mark of his great talent. 
Most of Shadbolt’simages come from nature 
but he often abstracts these familiar forms, 
according to Graham, to a degree of sym¬ 
bolism. 

Shadbolt sees his painted forms as meta¬ 
phors of experience 

"The artist doesn't go out and seek sub 
jects. The idea is already there in his head 
so when he goes by something he says this is 
what I'm doing'." 

At 09. Shadbolt shows no sign of having 
found his perfect “metaphor " Nor does 
he indicate he’s ready settle on anything 
less. 

" I want to get lo my own total imagery—if 
that's possible," he said.

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Coal liquefaction gets top priority in U.S. planning

| Solid coal often contains 
j impurities, such as sulphur, 
< that can foul the air when 
l coal is burned directly in 
I power plants. Pollution-con- 
I Irol devices called scrub¬ 
bers, which arc expensive 
, and cumbersome on the 
• large scale required by utili- 
(ties, are required to burn 
5 coal cleanly. Moreover, coal 
! can be burned only in boilers 
"specifically built to use 


coal. 


Synthetic coal liquids, on 
•the other hand, have few 
‘impurities and can be 
burned in exialing oil-fired 
and gas-fired utility boilers. 
They can also be transport 
ed economically through 
pipelines. 

The U.S. economy is based 
essentially on liquid fuel. 
The transportation system 
is dependent on liquid peine 
leum. The nation's electric 
(nilities burned oil at the 
rate of 1.5 million barrels a 
day in 1976. Millions of 
American homes use oil for 
healing. 

Yet the country has em¬ 
barked on an energy policy 
that relies heavily on a solid 
Source of energy — cbal. 
There are sufficient coal re¬ 
serves in the United States 
fn satisfy expanding energy 
Seeds for the next 200 years 
and reduce dependence on 
foreign oil. 

Federal energy planning 
calls for a doubling of the 
gallon's coal production by 
1985. Utilities are already 
Prohibited from building 
any new oil- or gas-fired 
power plants. 

Given the divergence be- 

S Veen the widespread use of 
quid fuels and the intention 
tp rely on coal reserves in 
the future, technologies to 
Convert coal into liquid have 
grown in strategic value. 

. "Of all our energy techno 
logics, we consider coal 
liquefaction to be one of the 
highest priorities," said Ro¬ 
bert Porter of the fossil 
fuels branch of the federal 
Department of Energy. "We 
are working to develop coal 
liquefaction as a sort of na¬ 
tional insurance policy." 

Coal liquefaction Is 
Viewed by many utility man¬ 
agers as a sensible way to 
Help carry the nation 
through a transition period 
from an economy based on 
liquids to one based on a 
more diverse mix of energy 
sources. 

Nuclear fusion and solar 
photovoltaic* are examples 
that hold much promise 
■In the meantime, utility 
boilers that bum oil and gas 
will last for many more dec¬ 
ades. if liquid fuels are 
available. 

Three rather similar pro¬ 
cesses for liquefying coal 
are being developed under 
the auspices of the Depart 
men! of Energy. Gulf Oil 
Corp.. Hydrocarbon Re¬ 
search Inc., and Exxon 
Corp. are each operating 


test facilities for the govern 
menl to try to make coal 
liquefaction processes a 
commercial reality by the 
late 1980s or early 1990s. 

Just a few years ago. 
many energy experts felt 
the task of converting coal 
from a solid to a liquid would 
be too costly and too com 
plex a technology to be de 
veloped swiftly. 

Converting coal to a liquid 
is actually not a new lech 
nology. During the Second 
World War, the Germans 
avoduerd about 100.000 bar 
^els a day of synthetic oil 
from coal at about two dozen 
plants at an enormously 
high cost — about $70 a bar 
rel at today's equivalent 
prices. 

The technology now being 
used is a direct spinoff of the 
German technology, but the 
scale of production envi 
saged for the United States 
is considerably greater, 
presenting some difficult 
technical problems. 

However, in the past 12 
months, several technical 
breakthroughs have been 
achieved in the coal lique 
faction field that make the 
processes look more promis¬ 
ing than before. A major 
combustion test of liquefied 
coal at a New York Consoli¬ 
dated Edison boiler this 
summer- produced "excel¬ 
lent results.” the Depart 
ment of Energy announced 
recently. 

The coal liquefaction pro¬ 
cesses under development 
basically bring together 
coal, hydrogen, oxygen and 
heat. 

In each process, crushed 
coal is fed into a reactor 
along with a chemical sol¬ 


vent and hydrogen. The end 
products are a liquid fuel, 
naptha gas and an inert slag. 
Each process produces 2.5 to 
3 barrels of liquid for each 
ton of coal fed into the reac¬ 
tor. 

The liquid fuel can be pro¬ 
cessed into utility fuel oil. 
heating oil. turbine fuel and 
gasoline. 

Liquefied coal now costs 
in the range of $20 to $25 a 
barrel and is not economic¬ 
ally competitive with im¬ 
ported oil. which is running 
$14 to $16 a barrel. But if the 
technology continues to im 
prove and the price of for¬ 
eign oil continue to rise, 
many experts say. coal 
liquefaction could become 
cost competitive as early as 
1985 

"By the late 1980s or early 
1990s. many energy experts 
believe that world oil pro 
duction capacity will peak,” 
Porter Of the Energy De¬ 
partment said. "It’s simply 
a matter of supply and de¬ 
mand, Once there is no 
longer an excess supply of 
oil. the oil-producing nations 
will no longer be able to set 
the price of oil wherever 
they like. The price w ill rise, 
some predict to $30 to $35 a 
barrel 

"Now look at what the 
price of coal liquids are pro¬ 
jected to be by the late 1980s 
We think the first commer¬ 
cial plants could produce

There are many "ifs” in 
predicting the future costs 
of imported and synthetic 
oils, according to re¬ 
searchers at the Electric 
Power Research Institute in 
Palo Alto, Calif. Current 
cost projections could easily 
prove wrong if significant 
domestic oil production 
from U.S. offshore wells or 
from development of oil 
shale reserves were to 
occur. 

Prices of coal liquids, in¬ 
stitute officials said, will be 
determined by the cost of 
coal (which is also rising), 
liquefaction planl invest¬ 
ments and interest rates and 
the operating costs for fuel 
production at commercial 
scale. 

Foreseeably. the three 
coal liquefaction processes 
now being tested can be

Moreover, coals from dif¬ 
ferent areas of Ihe country 
have different compositions, 
which can affect the lique 
faction process.

But then things coaled — 
-in many ways By their 
standards, the Blue Moves 
album in 187(1 was a com 
mercial disappointment. II 
only reached No. 3. There 
were even more pressing 
private problems — many of 
Ihem tied to the strain of 
their extraordinary suc¬ 
cess. 

John, plagued by personal 
matters and the rigors of 
extensive touring, an 
nouncod he was quitting live 
shows. More quietly. Tau¬ 
pin. too. slipped from sight 
The song-writing team, sud 
denly. was broken 

After two years, John and 
Taupin are back in the Top 
10— but not together. John's 
Pari Time Love single was 
written with lyricist Gary 
Osborne. Teaming with 
Alice Cooper, Taupin co¬ 
wrote the words for Coo¬ 
per's How You Gonna See 
Me Now hit. 

"I feel new again." Tau 
pin said, silting in the recre¬ 
ation room of Cooper's Ben¬ 
edict Canyon home in 
Beverly Hills Calif., which, 
ironically, is next door to 
Elton John's U.S. residence 
"I'm enthusiastic and posi¬ 
tive. I want lo write songs 
again. I wasn't sure for a 
long lime whether that 
would ever be possible 
again." 

Now. Taupin. the quieter, 
nonperforming half of that 
old team, explained how Ihe 
pace of those years and a 

marital breakup threw him 
off balance 

"When we were just hav¬ 
ing hiLs like everybody else, 
it was fine," Taupin contin 
ued "I didn't worry about 
anything. It all seemed real 
natural But then it got to the 
point where Elton was so big 
— God's gift and all that. 
Everything we did had to be 
the biggest and Ihe best. 
That's when the pressure hit 
you. 

"By the time we were 
writing the songs for Blue 
Moves, it was too much for 
me. I felt like a volcano 
ready to explode. I just 
wanted to escape. I tried In 
forget everything by turning 
to a bottle. 

“I didn't want anything to 
do with rock n' roll I felt I 
had gone as far as I could. I 
put a lot of my frustrations 


into that album ... songs like 
Someone’s Final Song and 
Sorry Seems to Be (he Har¬ 
dest Word. You could hear 
what 1 was going through." 

When the album was re¬ 
leased. Taupin already was 
In Mexico, trying to piece 
together a future. He 
thought about getting into 
acting or writing screen¬ 
plays. But. mostly, he 
drank. Alice Cooper, a long 
lime friend, was going 
through a similar period of 
depression and uncertainly, 
and they spent a lot of time 
logelher. 

After establishing himself 
as rock's most theatrical 
figure. Cooper (real name: 
Vince Furnier) was drained 
from constant touring and a 
feeling that his stage char 
acter — Alice — was over¬ 
shadowing him (Furnier). 

Taupin and Cooper tried 
occasionally lo write songs 
together, but they'd usually 
end up drinking. 

Said Taupin: "We could do 
a movie based on the year in 
our life that we spent 
screwed up. We used lo get, 
wasfed together and do the 
most outrageous things." 

Agreed Cooper: “We think 
about it now and wonder how 
we could have done it. I re¬ 
member one night we were 
at the (West Hollywood bar) 
on the Rox, and we were so 
drunk and so bored that we 
were pouring drinks into 
each other's bools . . We 
used to even crawl into bars 
on our hands and knees But 
everybody treated us like it 
was normal. They figured 
that it was Jusl the eccentric 
artist in us or something" 

By late last year. Cooper 
was so ill from alcohol that 
he and his wife checked him 
into a New York hospital for 
treatment The months he 
spent there became the 
basis for Cooper’s new From 
the Inside concept album, 
which includes the How You 
Gonna See Me Now single. 

Although he didn't go to a 
hospital. Taupin. loo. has 
surfaced from the depres¬ 
sion and drinking, the love 
and support of a friend re¬ 
vived him. “I met someone 
who said. Ok. get your aet 
logelher. I love you. I want 
to help you.' Her encourage¬ 
ment is what pulled me 
through 

When Cooper returned 
from the hospital, he asked

Taupin to write the ablum's 
lyrics with him. Taupin 
agreed. They enlisted sev¬ 
eral composers to work on 
Ihe music. Given the seri¬ 
ousness of the aicohol-hospi 
tal subject matter and Coo¬ 
per's reputation for 
high-jinks entertaiment. it 
was a risky blend. Cooper, 
however, thinks they pulled 
it off. 

"It's very important ly 
avoid preaching and depres 
sion,", he said "When you 
have a subject like this, it's 
easy to sit (town and depress 
an audience. But the last 
thing I wanted to do was 
sound like I was complain¬ 
ing about what happened 
I've gol nothing lo complain 
about. I'm actually rejoicing 
about what happened in Ihe 
hospital. That's why Ihe 
album has a happy feel to it. 
Everybody there was being 
helped." 

For Taupin. Ihe new 
album erased doubLs about 
whether he'd write songs 
again “I tried to pretend for 
two years that I didn't want 
to be involved with rock any¬ 
more. I guess I was afraid of 
coming back and not being a 
success. But I also am in¬ 
volved in other things now 
I'm not only a lyricist. 

“I've done some acting

Taupin said Ihe split with 
Elton was more a gradual 
one. aggravated by geogra 
phical differences, than a 
dramatic decision to stop 
writing together.

I xplained. “I 
knew from the first Trouba¬ 
dour engagement that I was 
eventually going lo live 
here. But that distance af¬ 
fected our working relation¬ 
ship. We jusl didn't see each 
other much so it was hard to 
talk about songs."

I was busy' 
making supper and he got busy on 
the phone. I looked over at him and 
thought he was dialling an awful lot of 
numbers, but didn't think too much 
about it.” 

Once she realized what was going 
on. Mrs. Scherer listened to "Santa" 
herself. "He was saying something 


like, *Ho. Ho, Ho, this is Santa and 
today I'rtT in Finland. Tomorrow. I’ll 
be in Guam-or someplace.

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‘Trapping earthquake like finding live dinosaur’

SAN FRANCISCO - An 
array of portable seismo¬ 
meters, installed in the Oax 
aea area of southern Mexico 
in early November by Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technol 
ogy and Mexican scientists, 
caught tbe complete life 
cycle of the huge Nov. 29 
earlhquake. from its em¬ 
bryonic microtremors to Us 
final aftershocks. 

DK. KAREN McNally, a 
senior research fellow at Cal 
Tech, told the fall meeting 


of the American Geophysi¬ 
cal Union (AGU) here how 
Ihe instruments came to be 
at the right place at the right 
time and described some of 
the preliminary findings 

The principal conclusion 
that can be drawn from tbe 
incident, she said earlier, is 
that "seismic gaps" appear 
to be a valid indicator for 
some kinds of earthquakes. 

ACCORDING to this still 
debated theory, a "seismic 
gap" is a region at some 
high risk of a large earth¬ 
quake precisely because it

anjount of seismic activity, 
but none is now occurring 

Geographically, a "gap” 
may take the form of a 
"quiet" circle, too to t.ooo 
kilometres in diameter (60 
to 600 miles), in an other 
wise seismically “noisy" re- 
gion 

WHEN A I.OW level of 
seismic activity resumes in¬ 
side that circle, some scien¬ 
tists believe it it a tipoff of a 
strong earthquake — regis¬ 
tering more than seven or 
on the Richter scale of 
magnitude — soon there¬ 
after. 

The Oaxaca earthquake of 
Nov. 29 followed this pattern 
in fe&tbook fashion. Dr. 
McNally said. The region, 
roughly 100 kilometers in di¬ 
ameter. has long been char 
acterized by an almost con¬ 
tinuous level of earthquake 
activity 

BCT IN 1975, all activity 


in the gap ceased rather 
abruptly, while tremors 
were taking place all around 
it. A team of earth scientists 
from the University of 
Texas noticed this pattern 
and, in a professional Jour¬ 
nal published more than a 
year ago. forecast that a 
magnitude seven or greater 
earthquake would occur 
there. As it turned out, they 
were less than a mile off in 
pinpointing the co-ordinates 
of the Nov. 29 event. 

THE TEXAS team did not. 
however, specify when the 
earthquake might happen, 
an element they concede is 
presently beyond their abili¬ 
ties. making their work a 
“forecast" rather than a 
“prediction." 


Dr. McNally told the AGL 
meeting that she and other 
Cal Tech scientists saw the 
Texas forecast and. she 
said, "in this kind of (seis¬ 
mic) environment, it looked 
pretty meaningful." 

DR. MCNALLY was con 
tacted last August by Pro¬ 
fessor Lautaro Ponce of the 
National University of Mex¬ 
ico in Mexico City. 

At that lime, there were 
indications of seismic activ 
-ity beginning all around the 
perimeter of the Oaxaca 
gap. Ponce and his Mexican 
colleagues were interested 
in carrying out a seismic 
survey of the region and 
asked Cal Tech lo help. 

IN SEPTEMBER Dr 
McNally said. Cal Tech and

Developers have run afoul 
of an increasingly stubborn 
county commissioner. 
Elmer Cravalho. The long 
lime island boss protects 
Maui’s natural bounty and 
laughs al those who would 
bring jumbo jets; freeways, 
and high-rise resorts to his 
shores. 

/1975 VISIT 

On my 1975 visit. I won 
dered not so much why 
Elmer had permitted two 
new resorts to be launched 
but why the developers 
themselves were building 
such ambitious projects- 
Wailea is a mesquite wilder¬ 
ness al the foot of the 10,000- 
fooi crater flaleakala. Ka 
palua in a pineapple patch 
on the other side of Lahaina 
Wasn't the well-planned and 
successful Kaanapaii. cut 
from sugar cane fields in 
1%2. enough for one island? 

Though I couldn't judge 
Kapalua (its 198-room. 
Hock-Resort-run hotel opens 
this fall). Wailea already 
has matured in a way 1 
never imagined. In 1975. 
when I dropped by to play 
tennis, the 1.150-acre Wailea 
(bigger than Kaanapaii and 
almost three times the size 
of Waikiki) was nothing 
more (hen a golf course, and 
11-court tennis layout, a 
clubhouse restaurant, a 
half-built hotel, and a lot of 
scrubby kiawe trees. 

WAILEA OPENS 

I drove away wondering 
how lhe place would ever 
lure visitors from Ihe La 
haina Kaanapaii strip a 
half-hour to the west. It hav 
And now that the Maui Inter 
Continental has settled neat 
ly into place, a second golf 
course has opened, and the 
adjoining Wailea Beach 
Hotel is about to open. Wai¬ 
lea will be able to answer 
critics who claim Ihe resort 
hasn't enough diversion and 
is I«h> remotely located 

To understand how Wailea 
has flourished in the midst 
of a kiawe waste, you have 
to realize that next to Ihe 
Isrealis. nobody can make 
the desert bloom as effec¬ 
tively as Hawaiian resort 
developers. 

Wailea was conceived by 
the Alexander & Baldwin 
Co.. one of Honolulu's “Big 
Five ' companies, those in¬ 
dustrial and agricultural 
giants whose roots go back 
to the first Hawaii mission¬ 
aries It is said that the mis¬ 
sionaries came to Hawaii to 
do good and they did well 
This is t i reference to the Big 
Five, which have lost some 
of their prewar clout but still 
control a healthy part of Ha 
waii s agriculture and indus¬ 
try

Sugar and pineapple, no 
matter how ingeniously pro¬ 
duced. cannot equal the rec¬ 
ord of that new major crop, 
tourism. So diversification 
on Maui and other islands 
has produced the likes of 
Wailea. Kapalua (on Maui 
land and Pineapple ft), prop 
ert.v). and Kaanapaii. which 
was built 16 years ago by 
Amfae. Inc., the biggest of 
the Big Five. 

Wa ilea's two-mile shore¬ 
line is scalloped bv five dis 
tine! sandy beaches, se¬ 
parated from each other by 
black lava rock So those 
who stay at either of the two 
new hotels or at the three 
condoninium clusters can 
shift beaches as freely as 
the Maui trades.

Haleakala is best scaled 
al dawn (a good winding 
road leads to National park 
Service headquarters at the 
top), when the rising sun 
fills the dormant crater like 
a fiery cauldron. I didn't go 
to the top this time, but I can 
tell you the sunset on the 
sands at Wailea and the 
moon that came up after¬ 
ward above the brooding 
crater were worth Ihe trip 
back.

France — The 
image 1 have here is of Tri- 
plo-A baseball. The Homans 
colonized enthusiastically in 
Provence. It was then, as 
now. a countryside of 
breathtaking charm.

So they built vast open air 
arenas, along with their 
other monuments to ancient 
wisdom: forums, aqueducts, 
sewers, highways. It is the 
arenas that dominate the 
Provencal towns today. not 
ably in Arles and Nimes. 

Now they are used for 
concerts and bullfights t- 
the witty, bloodless bull 
fights of Provence Even 
"Holiday on Ice" books 10

But in Konian times, 
gladiators trained here.

my guide explains

'There were no martyrs 
here, no chariots." my pro 
lessor insists as we walk 
aboul the Nimes arena "II 
was much like today's sports 
arenas." 

Well, there were differ 
cnees. The professor is a 
keen student of the arena 
sewer system. A vast net 
work of urinals drained into 
a holding tank 

"Urine collectors had 
Roman franchises." he ex¬ 
plains. and I can tell he 
thinks it would be a good 
way to defray his taxes 
today. “They took it in tanks 
to the tanneries to tan 
hides." 

On this quid Sunday al 
ternoon all thiit's happening 
in the arena is a game of 
pelanque. Boule. A scatter 
ing of old men. rolling 
balls 

But their presence is pari 
of what makes Provence 
fascinating. Here they are. 

_ in a 2.000-year-old arena. 

’ playing games 

The city hums around 
them, although it is nol 
much greater a city than in 
Roman times. 

Al Nimes the population in 
the Roman era reached 70. 
000 Now it is aboul 115.000 

Springs and thermal baths 
lured Romans hereon health 
cures, and they lure Europe 
ans loday. Americans who 
reach Provence care more 
aboul Roman ruins — but 
here they're nol so ruined — 
and aboul three star restau¬ 
rants and chic antique shops 
in villages, and old stone 
farmhouses. They love the 
shady, tree-lined business 
streets, the languor of long 
summer afternoons at side¬ 
walk cafe tables They note 
the darkness of Ihe Proven¬ 
cals. more Spanish than 
French. 

And the weather. Il is tem¬ 
perate. and the light that 
brought the painter Van 
• Gogh is still here: piercing, 
golden, pervasive, lucid 
with the dryness that drives 
across the Mediterranean 
from North Africa. 

The hilly countryside that 
basks in this light is a stony 
sweep of olive groves and 
vineyards. Roman walls 
wind through it. and wind 
mills and drawbridges have 
been preserved here and 
there as piemenlos of a 
more rustic area 

The wines from these 
viney ards remind me of Tri 
pie-A baseball, too They are 
special fun for Ihe Ameri¬ 
can. for few of them ever 
reach our shores They are 
cheap, light and unsophisti 
rated. 

Provencals drink these 
wines as Italians drink their 
wine: without fuss or cere 
ninny Provencal wines arc 
improving as viticulture 
standards rise Soaring 
prices of belter known 
wines in Bordeaux and Bur 
gundy have begun to create 
a market in America for 
Provencal wines 

My professor al Nimes. 
though, has no time fur side- 
walk cafes and talk of wine.

"Half of Madrid'may 
away every Sunday in their 
ears.” said a ttrilKh resi¬ 
dent in the Plu/a Mdyur one 
recent Sunday morning 
"Bui the other half are here 
Everyone has to gel out of 
ihe house Nobody sits home 
and reads the Sunday 
papers." 

There are several reasons 
why downtown Madrid is 
crowded on a Sunday. why it 
hears no resemblance at all 
to the dead cerilres of most 
American cities at that 
lime First of all. Madrid is 
.1 city of apartments. Madri- 
lenos do not have, gardens or 
lawns or swimming pools to 
keep them at home. "The 
Spaniards ha\e little social 
life in their houses." the 
British noxellist V. S. Frit 
•hell once wrote. "... Ihe 
majority of Spaniards treat 
the street as thejr pi act 1 of 
entertainment. ' 

For most middle , and 
upper Hass Spaniards, their 
street in Madrid^ is not far 
from downtown. Madrid is a 
reverse of most American 
cities. The middle and upper 
classes live in the heart of 
the city. The workers live in 
the suburb*, near their fac¬ 
tories. It is sale and conve¬ 
nient and pleasant and very 
bourgeois for Madri lenos to 
stroll through their town, 
and they can reach down¬ 
town swiftly, by bus or sub¬ 
way or on foot. 

On top of this. Spain has 
the tradition of the paseo. 
the promenade m leisure 
hours to meet old friends or 
eye pretty women or attract 
suitors. It has always been 
an accepted form of enter 
lainment in Spanish life, and 
Madrilenos dress up and 
head for downtown on J>un 
day without thinking much 
about it. It is a natural thing 
to do. 

Entrepreneurs take ad¬ 
vantage of this tradition 
Downtown restaurants and 
lapa bars and coffee houses 
stay open all day Sunday 
Petty traders hawk costume 
jewellery and poster* and 
toys and rabbit s loot Jcey 
chains. There are special 
Sunday markets. These acti¬ 
vities and the tradition of 
the promenade reinfgrci 
each other. 

Longtime residents say 
that one side of the tradition 
is disappearing. Madrilenos 
once promenaded only in 
their Sunday best. A Hun 
dred years ago. Benito 
Perez (ialdos. the novellist 
who chronicled the 19th cen¬ 
tury society id Madrid, 
wrote. "You'll see people in

their Sunday best vvhu are 
Ihe errant of affeeted gentil¬ 
ity, puffed up t» look like 
somethin)! they're not.” 
This was still true only a few 
years ado- “In the- old 
days.” said an American 
married to a Spaniard. 
"Kvcrvone puls on a suit, no 
matter how urease it was. 
It's all so informal now. " 

A visitor can strll see some 
leftovers of this lost part of 
the tradition. No mailer him 
hot it is in summer, older 
Madrilenos wear suits and 
lies and. at times, flat- 
lopped hats as they lead 
Iheir families in Sunday 
si rolls. Their wives, in fill i 
sleeved dresses, stockings, 
and high heel shoes, agitate 
lace fans in front of their 
bosoms. 

Bill there is a relaxed al 
mosphcrc in post-Franco 
Spain, and more promcnad 
mg Madrilenos wear spoil 
shirts and blue jeans these 
days. For some Spaniards. 
Ihe change is welcome To 
them, the overdressed, 
bourgeois parade on Sunday 
always seemed a hit much 

A Spanish family can start 
Sunday at the raslrn. the 
open air. secondhand mar¬ 
ket that lias crammed a 
bevy of quaint, narrow old 
Madrid streets weekly since 
I Jill. Vendors set up stalls 
every Sunday morning to 
push Iheir wares. Antiques 


and used clothing and old 
furniture were unce Ihe 
main attraction. Bin many 
sellers of new goods have set 
up stalls recently, and a 
shopper can now find new 
umbrellas and new kitchen¬ 
ware and new sweat shirts. 
There are even sTrange spe 
dally stalls. Geology slu- 
denis. for example, sell rock 
specimens. 

The raslrn begins to crowd 
alter II a m Soon, tens of 
thousands of Madrilenos are 
passing by Ihe stalls Some 
of Ihe streets of the raslrn 
are sloped, and Ihe crowds 
have a way of moving in ode 
direction, from the top of the 
raslrn to Ihe bottom. When 
Ihe crowd becomes large 
enough, it moves rapidly 
and incessantly. A shopper 
feels at limes as it he were 
caught in a rapid stream, 
about to be swept forward 
unless lie can fight his way 
to Ihe security nf Ihe stalls 
al Ihe sides 

Polities have upset the 
rastro somewhat lately. In 
the years of the late dictator 
Francisco Franco. Ihe ras- 
Iro had one political stall, 
set up by a Nazi who sold 
German Iron Crosses and 
photographs of Franco and 
\dolph Hitler. Now. leftist 
political parlies have vet up 
their stalls as well. Since so 
many Madrilenos are there, 
unionists and anarchists and 


other believers have Marled 
to stage demonstrations 
there for their cause 

The demonstrations have 
unnerved the police, trained 
in an era when any such dis¬ 
play of political sentiment 
was suppressed by a dicta¬ 
torship. On several ue- 
c a ions, riot police, brandish 
ing truncheons, have rushed 
at the dentunstraturs. driv¬ 
ing them out uf the rastro 
while knocking over Malls 
and terrifying Sunday stroll¬ 
ers at Ihe same time. If this 
keeps up. families will strt 
avoiding the rastro. and 
Sunday in Madrid will lose a 
good deal of its flavor. 

After an hour or two al the 
rastro. a Spanish family can 
lake a long walk toward the 
retiro park, its neaby book 
stalls, or Ihe Prado art 
museum. But Ihe Sunday 
stamp market is only 10 
blocks from the rastro and 
probably offers the most fun 
on a pleasant morning 


Kxcept for the three y ears 
of Ihe Spanish Civil War. Ihe 
slamp market has been set 
up every week in Ihe Plaza 
Mayor for :>u years. The 
Plaza Mayor is the mailt 
square of old Madrid It is an 
enormous expanse. Ill 
yards by 102 yards, closed on 
all four sides by buildings 
first constructed in tile 17th 
century Plays of l-ope de 
Vega, bullfights, trials of 
Ihe Inquisition and execu¬ 
tions have all been staged in 
Ihe plaza. over the cen¬ 
turies. 

Most of Ihe merchants set 
their stamp stock books on 
tables under Ihe porticoes uf 
Ihe buildings. The crowds 
have become so large in Ihe 
last few year that residents 
of the plaza have com¬ 
plained about Ihe difficulty 
of getting in and out of Iheir 
buildings on a Sunday morn¬ 
ing. To ease this, the city 
government has pushed a 
few of the dealers into Ihe

plaza itself, and they have red wine. Since Madrilenos 
sei up their tables under dawdle over Iheir meals and 
beach umbrellas to protect waiters never rush ihcm 
themselves and Iheir wares lunch can last ha 
from sun and rain. hours. 

The side streets by the 
Puerta del Sul an 1 full of in 
expensive restaurants and 
bars that eater to clerks, 
sales people and shoppers 
during the week and stay 
open for promenaders on 
Sunday. A lamily can sit 
down for a regular meal or 
sample a myriad of tapas — 
snaekx like blood sausage, 
grilled mushrooms, breaded 
squid, kebobs — with cheap

For a while thi* year I was 
afraid (hat the tales of high 
costs and limited accommo¬ 
dation indeed were fact. 

A travel agent arranged 
for our round-trip air fare to 
Europe. Nothing wrong 
there. In fact, flying to Eu 
rope is more of a bargain 
than ever, with all the new 
carrier competitive rates 
coming on stream. 

If you don't like or trust 
charters, you can try APEX, 
as we did. Under this plan, 
you schedule and pay for 
your tickets six weeks in ad 
vance and pay a penalty if 
you cancel, but you go by 
scheduled jet at a cost well 
below ordinary economic 
fare. 

The travel agent also re 
served a room for us in Lon¬ 
don, and there was the rub 
The cost was about $lti a 
day. a little steep for us. The 
hotel was a disappointment 
It was grand enough in the 
lobby, but. as in many Euro 
pean hotels, it went downhill 
fast after we got beyond the 
public rooms. 

After a couple of days 
wondering If the horror 
stories were true, we got out 
and walked. We walked to 
Bedford Place, next door to 
Ihe British Museum. We 
stumbled on a delightful 
block of (ieorgian buildings 
There were no fewer than 
six snu^ little hotels tucked 
into a single block. 

We went into the Hotel 
Crichton, where they were 
delighted to give us excel¬ 
lent personal service, a rear 
room overlooking the mews, 
full bath and bountiful Eng 
lish breakfast for about $5k a 
day.

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Scriptwriter for Lord of Rings proves born hider 

Peter Beagle good as French cafe singer

SANTA CRUZ. Calif. — 
The shortish, slender man 
with the salt-and-pepper 
beard-and mouslaehe en¬ 
semble scurries into the 
small cafe with a fretted 
look that immediately sup- 
pests the harried rabbit of 
Alice in Wonderland. One 
cocks an ear. half expecting 
to hear him mutter. “I'm 
late, I’m late, for a very 
important date ..." 

And he nearly was 
Author Peter Beagle had 
just done two famous visit- 
inp-author-slar turns, two 
days each back-to-back in 
Los Angeles and San Fran 
cisco — newspaper inter 
views, radio and TV talk 
shows, the whole instant ce¬ 
lebrity trip, hating it a lot 
and loving it very much - 
and then hit bad traffic out 
of San Francisco that almost 
made him late to what he 
calls "my safe place." 

This is L'Oustalou. a fine 
French restaurant so tiny 
and unpretentious that even 
the term unpretentious 
seems sort of ..well, preten¬ 
tious. 

In this city for five years 
now. Beagle has kept in vir¬ 
tual hiding from the fan 
faronading and media 
w hoopee common to modern 
literary life, masquerading 
on Saturday nights at L'Ous¬ 
talou as a modest little 
French cafe singer of no 
particular distinction, and 
he is amused by his own 
presumption 

In fact, he is quite good. 
He accompanies himself on 
guitar, his face deadly seri 
ous. the way real French 
faces are when singing of 
love, his light baritone skip¬ 
ping deftly across and then 
under the surfaces of songs 
by George Brassens.-Jac¬ 
ques Brel. Charles Azna- 
vour. Leo Ferre and other 
modern poet-singers. 

Between sets he \ isils sec 
eral tables and he stops to 
chat — did he just square his 
shoulders, ever so slightly? 
— about the cause of his un¬ 
accustomed current celeb¬ 
rity. 

Beagle did the screenplay 
for the long-awaited Ralph 
Bakshi cartoon filming of 
tile first part of The Lord of 
t/ie Kings, the J.R.R. Tol¬ 
kien cull classic. 

If you've ever heard of 
Tolkien and his following — 
which means if you haven't 
been living at the bottom of 
McMurdo Sound — you 
might realize that the mag¬ 
nitude of Beagle's mission 
could be likened to that of a 
heavenly stenographer, told 
by Moses at Ml. Sinai. "I'm 
absolutely bushed, Peter. 


Take these tablets and brief 
them down a little.. ." 

Beagle appears undaunted 
at mention that the much 
heralded film, which pre¬ 
miered Nov. 15. opened to 
critical notices that are po- 
litely referred to as 
"mixed" — which, in Cali¬ 
fornia. meant that they 
ranged from lukewarm to 
icily disdainful 
It is perhaps no exaggera¬ 
tion to say that the plot of 
Tolkien's Ring trilogy ren 
ders the story line of Ri¬ 
chard Wagner’s epic four- 
opera Ring of the Nibelung 
cycle comparatively about 
as complex as an episode of 
Bowling fur Dollars 
So how — not to say w hy — 
tackle Tolkien's incredibly 
detailed mythical world and 
translate that to a movie au¬ 
dience? 

Beagle shrugs again, diffi¬ 
dently. and says with guile¬ 
less candor— a trait he him 
self has noted with some 
guile — “I’ll admit that I 
always had some reserva¬ 
tions about whether it could 
be done, or should even be 
attempted. But I know that 
Bakshi and Saul Zaentz. the 
producer, were really com¬ 
mitted to the project, and 
when it was offered to me. 
despite my trepidation. I fi¬ 
gured. well, better I should 
try it than someone else...” 

Without asserting total 
mastery over, or admitting 
abject defeat by. the mas¬ 
sive original. Beagle talked 
easily about the problems 
"If you’re familiar with Tol 
kien. you know the immense 
amount of detail — the gen¬ 
ealogies. the prehistories, 
and the episodic wav the 
narrative unfolds 
•’It was a staggering 
'amount of work to keep in 
Avhat the viewer needs to 
know where he is in the 
story, and yet not numb the 
audience with loo much de 
tail. And the transitions 
were the hardest part of all 
— they always are — wheth¬ 
er to do them with voice- 
over narration....And. of 
course, there were lovely lit¬ 
tle episodes that simply had 
to be left out. because they 
didn't do anything to ad¬ 
vance the story line. The 
trilogy is. after all. an epi¬ 
sodic work...." 

And can Beagle offer 
some definite word whether 
Part Two ever will, in fact, 
reach the screen? Bakshi 
himself, publicly proud of 
Fart One. has been quoted 
as saying. "Only one movie 
was shot. The second will 
come w hen it comes." while 
Zaentz has said. "There are

no plans per sc. although 
there have been some pro 
liminary discussions with 
the scriptwriter.” 

That is true. Beagle con 
firms. “I think the whole 
thing depends on fhe public's 
reaction to it. and the indica 
lions seem to be that it's 
doing well. And if it seems 
meant to be. my inclination 
is the same as earlier: Bet 
ter I should try it than some¬ 
one else." 

But enough of Tolkien, and 
of Beagle as heavenly ste¬ 
nographer. It's time to re¬ 
sume his persona as French 
cafe singer and do his next 
set. Beagle. 39. a native of 
the Bronx, came to this area 
10 years ago Divorced, he 
lives with his 17-year-old 
son, Daniel, his friends John 
and Maria Crush and their 
son. James, and an assort¬ 
ment of animals, including a 
goal, a stand-offish dog that 
is part malamute and part 
coyote, and a miniscule poo 
die named Charles, that 


thinks it is a killer and 
weighs about a pound. 

Beagle's reputation as a 
creative writer rests on an 
as-yet slim body of work, 
which coincidentally - or 
perhaps not so coincidental¬ 
ly — was collected under the 
title The Fantasy Worlds of 
Fetor Beagle and published 
by Viking on Nov. 13, just 
two days before the release 
of The Lord of the Rings. 

It contains his best known 
novel. The Last Unicorn, of 
IStiK: his first novel. A Fine 
and Private Place, from 
I960, and two subsequent 


short stories, Lila the Were¬ 
wolf and Come. Lady 
Death. 

* It also contains a five- 
page introduction which, fur 
all its brevity, is almost as 
delightful as his other fic¬ 
tions, composed as it is of 
fantasy, deadpan exaggera¬ 
tions and flatfooted warning 
that his words are not to he 
trusted, that they can mean 
both more and less than they 
say. 

"In the first place."(he 
writes, "as a born hider, I 
have been fascinated all my 
life by disguise, camou¬ 


flage, shape changers, and 
by everything that has to be 
approached backwards or 
sideways, while one pre¬ 
tends tp be thinking of some¬ 
thing else. There are fish 
and crustaceans in the sea 
who survive only by passing 
themselves off as stones, or 
bits of seaweed, or as dan 
gerous gangster types. For 


my own part, I tend to culti¬ 
vate an air of guileless can 
dor. It comes to precisely 
the same thing. " 

A bit later Beagle exhibits 
his "guileless candor" by 
opining that "all writing is 
fantasy anyway: that to set 
any event down in print is 
immediately to begin to lie 
about it. thank goodness..." 


In still further displays of 
guileless candor. Beagle ac¬ 
knowledges literary debts: a 
"flagrant steal" from the 
much-loved Robert Nathan 
for one character in A Finl¬ 
and Private Place, to Isaak 
Dint-sen for the elegantly 
macabre atmosphere of 
Conic. Lady Death, and to 
James Thurber for a sense 
Of wacky improbability that 
flits throughout all his 
work.

Park plan threat 
‘to 1,000 jobs’

Establishment of a proposed wilderness 
area on Southern Moresby Island in the 
Queen Charlottes would mean the loss of

The southern Moresby wilderness has been 
proposed by Ihe Charlottes-based Islands 
Protection Committee and oilier environ 
menlalisLs. 

The proposed wilderness, which would 
eliminate aboul two-thirds of Kayonicr's 
Tree Farm Licence 21. is opposed by Rayon 
ier and International Woodworkers of 
America Local 71 

IWA spokesman Beil Thompson said Kri 
day in an interview. "We want to cre¬ 
ate employment, not unemployment." 

"THE IWA wholeheartedly supports the 
idea of parks Bui we're not enthralled 
with Ihe idea of biankel w ilderness areas. We 
support site specific ecological reserves" 

"We at the IWA will continue lu strive for 
even belter logging practices and hope the 
other side w ill acknow ledge the need tor peo¬ 
ple to make a living." 

Rayonier'-. Anderson said Friday in a 
telephone interview from Vancouver that 
the wilderness, as proposed, w ould eliminate 
blocks :t.

mer brought down the gov¬ 
ernment of Socialist Prime 
Minister Mario Soares. The 
controversy remains the 
single greatest danger to 
Portugal's democracy. 
Though the politically inde¬ 
pendent government of 
Mota Pinto hopes eventually 
to suppress the collectives, 
results from an important 
municipal election here in 
Evora show that this could 
be a perilous undertaking. 

The Portuguese Commu¬ 
nist Party made stunning 
gains on Nov. 19. gaining 
control of the Evora Muni¬ 
cipal Council. While the re¬ 
sults of a municipal election 
in a remote provincial city 
are usually of minor impor¬ 
tance. this one was crucial 
to Portugal because it indi¬ 
cated that thousands of 
Alentejo residents — per¬ 
haps a majority — are dig¬ 
ging in for a confrontation 
with Lisbon. Indeed, many- 
agricultural workers here 
even have said they are 
"prepared to die" rather 
than give up “their" co-op¬ 
eratives. 

To understand what this 
fight is about, one must 
travel away fom Evora into 
the countryside. Cars give 
way to wooden carts pulled 
bv reluctant donkeys, amid 
scarred cork trees and 
wheat fields lying fallow. 
Even the fallow fields have 
become a political issue in 
the battle over the collec¬ 
tives. The former landlords 
say that too many fields are 
unplanted due to misman¬ 
agement; the workers claim 
that a conservative govern¬ 
ment has made seeds harder 
to obtain. In this contentious 
atmosphere, the elusive 
truth lies somewhere be¬ 
neath several layers of ide¬ 
ology. 

It is clear that the workers 
here were armed to the teeth 
in 1974 and 1975 by gifts from 
Soviet bloc countries. An 
armed peasantry is a hold¬ 
over from 1974. when the 
leftist military revolted 
against the dictatorship of 
Marcello Caetano and en¬ 
couraged the peasants to 
displace the landowners. 

The gains made by those 
officers were preserved pro 
forma in the Council of the 
Revolution, a military group 
that watches over Portu¬ 
gal's political life, but peas¬ 
ants here will tell yoO that 
the officers are "bourgeois 
reformers" who have been 
co-opted by the upper class. 
As successive Lisbon re¬ 
gimes become more conser¬ 
vative. the possibiity of 
armed insurrection against 
the government grows. 

This was the vicwponl ex¬ 
pressed by Antonio Lopes 
Bailao and other workers on 
a local collective farm I vi¬ 
sited. The scene was typical 
of rural poverty in the Latin 
world: A small group of tiny 
w hitewashed houses, a dusty 
road that served as both 
playground for the children 
and the domain of a strut¬ 
ting rooster. The leathery- 
complexions of Antonio and 
his companions made them 
seem prematurely old, an 
impression reinforced by 
their rotting teeth. The

women wore sombre black: 
only laughing children lent 
color to the drab scene. 

Antonio, the local commu¬ 
nist cell chief, acted as 
spokesman for the villagers 
as they showed me their col¬ 
lective and talked about 
their determination to keep 
it. Fortified by the pro-So 
viet literature of the Portu¬ 
guese Communist Party, 
Antonio's language was po 
lemical. but also effective in 
describing the evils of rural 
exploitation. 

“At the time of the revolu¬ 
tion." he said, “we took 400 
hectares from the landlord. 
He still had 200 left — 
enough to raise a family, 
right, comrade? But he and 
the others went to Lisbon 
and persuaded the politi¬ 
cians to steal their land 
back...l say It is not demo¬ 
cratic for one man to own so 
much land when our chil¬ 
dren have no shoes.” At 
each pause in Antonio's 
rhetoric, the workers nod¬ 
ded. uttering the Portuguese 
equivalent of "amen." 

“And so we increased our 
small village plots,” Antonio 


went on. "and we elected a 
council of men to divide up 
the work. We all share in the 
work, we all share in the 
profit. We have lived here 
for generations and we know 
our land. The landlord hired 
a boss who had been to agri¬ 
cultural school, but he was a 
class exploiter who knew 
only about grinding work out 
of the comrades" 

Does the new system of 
agricultural mangement 
pay off? The statistics show 
that wheat production is 
down by one-third this year 
in the Alentejo. But teaching 
peasants about abstract 
agricultural eonomics is a 
herculean task, especially 


when they have enjoyed self-management and a lit- 
such tangible gains as larger tie more money in their 
domestic plots, democratic pockets.

teachers.” 

Brady said the BCTF has 
heard that the education 
ministry received com¬ 
plaints about violence and 
profanity in the book, and 
that it has only one female 
protagonist. But teachers 
should be consulted when 
the ministry is considering 
complaints against any in 
struetional materials, and 
their opinions should be con¬ 
sidered. Brady said.

noises were associated with 
supersonic aircraft but an¬ 
other 181 were not related to , 
any known aircraft opera 
,tion.

tween December. 1977, and 
3unc. 1978. and were heard 
In Nova Scotia. New Jersey 
and North Carolina, among 
Other places.

While reports of such 
noises have been most com¬ 
mon in past centuries, the 
report notes that modern 


life in industrial areas may 
tend to drown out the 
sounds.

How did you send your 
Christmas parcels? 

The smart answer might 
be "by first trash mail," 

You'd probably get a nod 
of agreement on that one 
from Ron Lightburn and 
John Fehler who say they 
were among about 2ti to 21 
people who watched in "as¬ 
tonishment" from the Sa¬ 
feway store in James Bay 
last week as two postal em 
ployees heaved bags of par 
cels into a truck which was 
making a pickup at a sub¬ 
station. 

I.ightburn. a customer, 
said he went out to complain 
to the workers ("the bags 
were being heaved half the 
length of the truck") and 
was mid the mail was al¬ 
ways handled w ith care. 

Like Fehler, he. said it was 
a three-tor (ruck, something 
that calk'd for a pretty good 
throwing arm. 

"What bothered me," said 
Fehler, a Safeway em¬ 
ployee. “was to see what can 
happen with parcels that 
hate been so carefully 
wrapped by all these dear 
little elderly women in 
James Bay." 

lie said he called the post 
office and was told by a 
supervisor he should "see 
what happens" to the par 
cels once they reach the post 
office. 

"What's the good of mark¬ 
ing the parcels fragile?" 
asks a perplexed Fehler. 

Absolutely no good, ac¬ 
cording to the post office 
itself. And furthermore, it 
would like the public to get 
that message. 

As a matter of fact, infor¬ 
mation releases coming out 
of the Victoria post office 
these days usually get a spe¬

"It would be physically 
impossible to handle each 
one individually and walk it 
to the bin." he says. 

But what, he was asked, if 
you want to send something 
very fragile to poor old Aunt 
Mabel in Toronto? 

"The only way you can

lar disease before age 5 

Excessive levels of the 
fats known as cholesterol or 
tryglyceride is a condition 
called hyperlipidemia and is 
related to artherosclerosis. 
the disease in which arteries 
become clogged with fait) 
deposits. 


"Although the evidence 
does not yet support the 
recommendation that cho¬ 
lesterol and saturated fat 
should be reduced in the diet 
of all children." the AHA

"Let me slate categori¬ 
cally that my department 
has no intention of ‘closing 
out' sport fishing in favor of 
commercial fishing inter¬ 
ests in British Columbia, or 
anywhere else for that mat 
ter. There is of course, al¬ 
ways a potential area of 
friction between two groups 
competing for what is essen 
tially a common property 
resource. This is particu¬ 
larly so on the west coast, 
where I think it is generally 
recognized that the federal 
fisheries department has 
done a commendable job of 
managing the salmon fish¬ 
ery and in initiating and im¬ 
plementing the massive sal- 
monid enhancement 

program now under way," 
says LeBlanc. 

HK ADDS: "What-is not so 
generally known and under¬ 
stood — and perhaps my de¬ 
partment is partly to biame 
for not making it better 


known — is the very com¬ 
plex nature of salmon man 
agement. Because of this, it 
might well appear to some 
people that at times we act 
in an irrational manner, or 
that we appear to be more 
restrictive on the angling 
fraternity than on commer¬ 
cial fishermen." 

Then he gets down to the 
nitty-gritty of my column, 
which quoted A1 Playfair, 
chairman of the sports sal 
mon fishing advisory com 
mittee, which meets to dis¬ 
cuss sports fishing matters 
with federal officials. 

"To deal more specifi¬ 
cally with Alec Merri man's 
column, a crucial point 
which he failed to point out 
was that the alleged cutback 
in salmon sports limits 
which apparently raised the 
ire of Mr. Al Playfair origin 
ated In proposals made in a 
discussion paper prepared 


by fisheries staff and pre¬ 
sented to the sports ^ish ad¬ 
visory committee in June 
this year. 

"Furthermore the propos¬ 
als were solely concerned 
with a particular chinook 
conservation problem — and 
let me stress again that 
these were no more than 
proposals for the advisory 
committee's review and 
comment. 

"MY DEPARTMENT has 

no intention of implement¬ 
ing any of these changes 
without a full review by our 
advisors." 

That clarifies federal fi¬ 
sheries' stand and I am 
happy Fisheries Minister 
LeBlanc has been made 
aware of the sports anglers' 
concern. What he may not 
realize is that "particular 
chinook conservation prob¬ 
lem" he talks about is the 
Fraser River chinook runs, 
which are the main Strait of 
Georgia runs fished by more 
than 90 per cent of all of 
British Columbia's sports 
salmon anglers . . and 
those are the same chinook 
runs which were eliminated 
for enhancement studies by 
the Salmonid Enhancement

I recall that you 
once wrote about a new drug 
to dissolve stones, is it 
available vet? — Mrs. N. B.

Dear Mrs. B.: 

A chemical way to dis¬ 
solve stones has been the 
objective of many scientists 
who have studied this prob¬ 
lem. At first it was a figment 
of the imagination. Then the 
idea progressed to the point 
where a stone solvent was 
actually used in experimen¬ 
tal animals. 

Today, there are a number 
of drugs, such as mono-oc- 
tanoin. that have been used 
safely and effectively in 
specially chosen cases of 
human beings. This and 
other related drugs must 
still bbe considered in the 
experimental phase, even 
though some have been 
given to people.

The sheet, following on 
this year's popular CAPEX 
issue, is one of the highlights 
of the 1979 program and will 
consist of stamps bearing 
flags of each of the prov 
inces and territories, a. sort 
of Canadian version of the 
sheet of 50 that the United 
States Issued in 1976 for the 
American Bicentennial 
showing flags of each of the 
states in the union. 

The designs have yet to be 
announced, but the Cana 
dian design record for this 
type of stamp, remembering 
especially the provincial flo- 
ral-cum-coat of arms set of 
1964-66. has been good. The 
sheet is scheduled for issue 
on June 15. and the denomi 
nation throughout will be 17 
cents, reflecting the higher 
first-class / letter rate which 
comes into effect on April 
I. 

The higher rates will first 
become apparent in the pro 
gram on March 8 with the 
issuing of two 17-cent defini¬ 
tives. one depicting the 
Queen and the other the 
Houses of Parliament—an 
interesting policy continua¬ 
tion. by the way—and at the 
same time a 35-cent stamp 
in the native tree defini¬ 
tives. this one showing the 
white pine. 

The other highlight of the 
program is the prospect of 


two bigh-vaiuc definitives. 
The first will also be the 
first stamp of the year, a $1 
showing Fundy National 
Park In New-Brunswick, due 
out Jan. 24. and the other a 
$2 showing Kluane National 
Park in the Yukon. That one 
comes out April 27. 

These two stamps, com 
bined with the miniature 
sheet, add up to 35.01. which 
is not far short of half the 
cost of all the new issues for 
the year which, by my reck 
oning. is $11.14. 

There will be two stamps 
for endangered wildlife, one 
of them a 35-cent. compared 
with only one stamp this 
year In the series (peregrine 
falcon) and one in 1977 (east- 
ern cougar) which started 
the series. 

And completing the pro 
gram will be a set of four 
stamps depicting aircraft, 
now that the ships have run 
their course. This series will 
commemorate the contribu 
lion made by aircraft to Ca 
nadian development.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
report prepared for the U.S. 
justice department says pri¬ 
vate pension plans discrimi¬ 
nate against women. 

The 78-page report by a 
study group on sex discrimi¬ 
nation said there is discrimi 
nation against both working 
women and housewives. 

"It is ironic that American 
society, which purports to 
place such a high value on 
motherhood and the family 
. . . has permjtted the devel¬ 
opment of a pension system 
which generally ignores 
non-working women." said 
Sara Kaltenborn. author of 
the study. 

While the U.S. pension 
system honors income-pro¬ 
ducing work done bv men. 
"The Puritan work ethic 
does not apply to women, 
who are supposed to devote 
their productive years to ho¬ 
memaking and child-rear¬ 
ing.” the report said. 

Because wives are not un¬ 
ionized. "their ability to 
bargain collectively for pen¬ 
sion protection is practically 
non-existent:" and working 
women are discriminated 
against because pension 
laws favor jobholders 
whose careers are not inter¬ 
rupted and who work full¬ 
time. 

According to a study cited 
in the report, 46 per cent of 
men and 21 per cent of 
women were entitled to 
benefits under private pen-

(UPI) — An executioner be 
headed a confessed murder 
er before a crowd in the 
public square of the Saudi 
Arabian capital of Riyadh 
this week. 

Fahd Abdullah Khair Al

Riyadh's Justice Square 
after Friday's Moslem 
prayer services. 

An official statement said 
Fahd stabbed Youssef 
Yehya Flalah to death as the 
latter "attempted to abduct 
a lad from the former." 

It was not known why 
Youssed wanted to kidnap 
tile boy. hut the statement 
said "both men were drunk 
when they fought each other 
with daggers." 

The statement reminded 
the citizens of the Saudi 
Arabian government's de¬ 
termination to strike at vio¬ 
lators of the law to preserve 
peace in the country.

OTTAWA (CP) — Every student or U.S. 
television o( crime shows knows whal hap¬ 
pens to a person who is arrested. 

A policeman reads a litany of rights: "You 
have the right to make a telephone call, the 
right to remain silenl. you have the right to 
legal counsel.” 

But not in Canada 

"This only applies in the U.S.A.." says 
New Democrat Cyril Symes. Contrary to 
what many Canadians think, "the rights of a 
person under arrest in Canada arc quite 
minimal." 

Symes thinks the average Canadian de- 


servo at least the same rights as Kojak's 
suspects. 

tie has introduced a private member’s bill 
In the Cortim'ons to increase Ihe rights of 
Canadians when arrested. 

The Criminal Code now requires a police 
man only to tell the accused the reason 
for his arrvsl. or under w hat type of Warrant 
Ihe arrest is made. 

Symes said his concern was prompted by 
the prevalence of U.S. crime shows on 
Canadian television. They "have led many 
Canadians lo believe lhai If charged they 
are entitled to a telephone call." Symes 
said. 


“The reality is that no such right exists in 

Canada.” 

His proposed changes would give suspects 
this right, along with the right to remain 
silent, complete one telephone call and lo 
obtain legal counsel. 

His bill would also force police lo lake a 
suspect before a judge within 21 hours 
of tne arrest ■ . 

Canadian policemen dog'l bother lo clari¬ 
fy confusion caused by U.S. television. 
Symes said 

A number of studies done by civil liberties 
associations "revealed that the police in 
their zealousness *to get convictions, neg¬ 


lected to inform people of existing legal 
provisions," he said. 

He ciled a 1970 study by the Canadian Civil 
Liberties Association of 553 random cases in 
five major cities. 

The study showed that more than two- 
thirds of those arrested asked to see a 
lawyer, but were not allowed to do so for the 
first 24 hours they were in police custody. 

About half of the 553 people did not gel to 
see a lawyer for three days. 

Symes' bill may be debated for one hour 
some time during Ihis session of Par¬ 
liament. Private members' bills are rarelv 
passed.

Artillery firm 
to quit Antigua 

TORONTO (CP) — Space Research Corp. of Montreal is 
phasing nut its artillery-testing operations in Antigua, an 

informant says. 

There have been various allegations that the Canadian 
company, developing a 155-millimetre artillery shell, has 
been selling weapons lo South Africa in defiance of a United 
Nations embargo. The company has denied these allega¬ 
tions. 

However, the informant said there has been criticism in 
Antigua about the company's operations there and the 
decision has been taken to transfer the testing operation. 

No new site has yel been selected but the informant said 
transfer of the facilities out of Anligua is Unlikely to hold up 
final development of Ihe 155-mm weapon. 

He said the phasing-out plan-will take some months.

became upset w hen females joined the survey crews. 

D. II. Vickers, representing Mrs Gawnc and the dircc 
tor of the Human Rights Branch, told the inquiry that if 
discrimination on the basis of sex formed any pari of a

"You lose some mobility." 
she says. (There is a chauf 
leu red limousine wailing, 
and security, unobtrusive to

name opens some doors, too. 
(Also, you don't have to 
worry about living expenses, 
but I try to keep on a low 
budget." 

Her husband and their 
three children are enthusi- 
pslic supporters of her try 
for a career, she says, and 
they have been right along. 
She commutes between Be-

She has been active in the 
Or.irk Folk Centre, devel¬ 
oped a particular interest in 
bluegrass music and. a year 
ago. went to Memphis 
where, as a relatively 
Anonymous Deborah Ho 
berts. she began producing 
an album of her own.

It's the kind 
of life experience for which 
Henry James and Scott Fitz¬ 
gerald used to do the set 
decorations. 

She spent her earliest 
years in Manhattan, attend 
ing Miss Chapin's school. 
IJer parents were divorced 
when she was 11. and her 
mother took the children lo 
live in England, with sum¬ 
mers near St. Trope/ or in 
the Greek isles. 

She met her husband at 
Oxford when they were both 


briefly students there. He 
was sent down, as the Brit¬ 
ish say. making bad grades 
sound distinguished, and she 
spent a year working for a 
movie distribution company 
in New York before they 
were married in 1971. 

Her mother, she says, had 
a fine voice and trained as 
an opera singer but opted for 
private life instead of a ca 
reer. Whether she regretted 
thy choice, her daughter 
doesn't know, but Ms. Rock 
efeller intends to exercise 
the option if she can. 

She has allowed herself 
roughly a year to detect 
vital signs in the career, 
which could go in any of 
several directons. She is still 
wording on a demonstration 
tape for an album: middle of 
the road, she says, singing 
some standards and some of 
her own songs. 

Singing and songwriting 
are two of the options. Being 
a television talk person is 
another. Being an actress is 
the other, and if Alfred 
Hitchcock were still in the 
market for cool and elegant 
blondes. Ms. R. (as she signs 
herself) might well make 
the look-list, although she is 
warm and direct ralherit|ian 
coolly formidable. 

Ilers is a situation rich 


with ironies, not least (hat 
this is still a society in which 
it is very hard for beautiful 
women. and beautiful 
women of means in particu¬ 
lar. lo be taken as seriously 
as they demand to be¬ 
taken.

I just don't want 
to get to the end of my life 
and wonder what it would've 
been like if I tried. I'm try¬ 
ing." 

She would prefer to make 
it on blood, sweat and tears 
alone, she says, but there 
are some things only lack of 
tRoney can buy. There may 
be some tears, at that, be¬ 
fore Hollywood decides 
whether it can handle a rich¬ 
es to riches to story.

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Nicaragua politics confusing

MANAGUA, Nicaragua — 

In Nicaragua, as In many 
Latin American countries, 
the ghosts of the 18th cen- . 
tury haunt its politics, creat- ' 
Ing the main dividing line 
between forces Increasingly 
in conflict. 

At the core of this division 
more than a century ago was 
the Roman Catholic 
Church 

Pro-clerical forces, which 
believed in a strong, rich, 
established church, banded 
together in the Conservative 
Party. Elements that fa 
vored separation of church 
and state, secular education 
and a better deal for the 
Indians united In the Liberal 
Party. 

The heat has long since 
gone out of such issues. 
Philosophically, there is 
now little difference be 
tween the two traditional 
parties. Both range from 
centre to right on the politi¬ 
cal spectrum. 

Yet the Liberal Party and 
the Conservative Party 
form the main poles around 
which political opposites 
cluster in Nicaragua today 
Hatreds still flourish, hand¬ 
ed down through succeeding 
generations, for reasons no 
longer remembered. 

On one side stands Presi¬ 
dent Anaslasio Somoza De- 
bayle, backed by the Liberal 
Party, a large trade union 
confederation, the national 
guard and a small air 
force. 

At the other pole are two 
factions bent on bringing So- 
moza down: 

—His political opposition, 
dominated by the splintered 
Conservative Party and 
joined under the banner of 
the Broad Opposition Front, 
which seeks to oust Somoza 
through peaceful means 
—His armed opposition, 
the Sandinista National 
Liberation Front, which 
seeks to overthrow Somoza 
by guerrilla warfare and 
oiher violence. 

Both are umbrella organi¬ 
zations. divided on many 
issues save that of Somoza 
There is no visible link be¬ 
tween the two. 

For more than four dec¬ 
ades. the Liberal Party has 
been the political instru¬ 
ment of the Somoza family. 
President Somoza is a son of 
the dynasty's founder. Gen. 
Anasiasio Somoza Garcia, 
who was assassinated in 
IMS. 

The Conservative Parly, 
which more often than not 
has collaborated with the 
Somozas while paying lip 
service to opposition, is split 
into four factions. The divi¬ 
sion was brought on by 
squabbles among the lead¬ 
ers. 


Three of the four factions 
use the party name. The lar¬ 
gest is called the "official" 
Conservative Party to dis¬ 
tinguish it from the other 
three. 

The official Conservatives 
are the only legally char¬ 
tered party outside of Somo¬ 
za';. Liberals. Under Nicara 
gua’s constitution, the legal 
Conservatives are entitled 
to share in patronage from 
the cabinet downward, and 
they are assigned 10 percent 
of the seats in the Congress 
however small their popular 
vote 

The president's party has 
also suffered minor divi¬ 
sions. Two small factions 
have withdrawn over the 
years, led by one-time So¬ 
moza stalwarts who grew 
tired of waiting for a larger 
share of the leadership and 
spoils. 

Otherwise. Nicaragua has 
five small, legally unrecog¬ 
nized parties. They are: 

—Two Social Christian 
factions divided by leader¬ 
ship problems 
—Two factions of the 
Communist Party, which in 
Nicaragua calls itself the 
Socialist Party. The commu¬ 
nists are split on minor ideo¬ 
logical grounds, both pledg¬ 
ing allegiance to Moscow, 
although Moscow officially 
recognizes neither. 

—A tiny new party of busi¬ 
nessmen who say they are 
social democrats and call 
themselves the Nicaraguan 
Democratic Movement 
All parties, splinters and 
factions — ll in all — are 
jollied in the fragile. anti-So- 
moza alliance of the Broad 
Opposition Front. They in¬ 
clude the official Conserva¬ 
tive Party, although hun¬ 
dreds of Conservatives draw 
government salaries in So- 
moza's regime 
Two trade union groups 
are part of the Broad Front. 
These are the communist- 
led General Confederation 
of Independent Workers and 
the United Trade Union Con 
federation, an independent 
organization with ties to the 
AFL CIO. 

A third labor group, the 
Confederation of Nicara 
guan Workers, which is al¬ 
lied with the Social Chris¬ 
tians. withdrew from the 
front in a policy dispute A 
fourth group, ihe General 
Workers Confederation, is 
allied with Somoza s Liber¬ 
als. 

The front typifies what 
one political scientist called 
"the fnajor trouble with 


Nicaraguan politics — they 
can’t get together on any 
common basis, so they form 
pyramid groups." 

The Marxist-oriented San 
dinista guerrillas emerged 
in Nicaragua along with 
many similar bands else¬ 
where in Latin America, 
after Fidel Castro's victory 
in Cuba in 1958. They take 
their name from Gen. Au- 
gusto C. Sandino. a Liberal 
Party leader in the coun¬ 
try's political wars of 50 
year ago. 

The Sandinistas. many 
trained in Cuba and never 
very numerous, operated 
clandestinely in the wooded, 
mountainous countryside 


for nearly two decades. 
Their founder, Carlos Fon 
seca Amador, was killed in a 
clash with national guard 
troops two years ago. 

The Sandinistas are split 
three ways. The Prolonged 
Popular War faction and the 
Proletarian Tendency splin¬ 
ter are both avowedly Marx¬ 
ist, the former pledging al 
legiance to the late Ernesto 
(Che) Guevara and Ihe lat¬ 
ter describing itself as clas¬ 
sically Leninist. 

The largest faction calls 
itself "Tercerlsta,” mean¬ 
ing third. The Tereeristas 
describe themselves as “pa 
triotic Nicaraguans with 
ranks open to anyone want 


ing to fight for Ihe freedom 
of his country." 

The Tereeristas gained in¬ 
ternational attention in Au¬ 
gust by seizing the national 
palace here and holding 
more than 1.000 persons for 
ransom. Their demands in¬ 
cluded a large money pay¬ 
ment and freedom and safe 
passage out of the country 
for themselves and a group, 
of imprisoned guerrillas 

All Ihe Sandinista factions 
claimed responsibility for 
spearheading the outbreak 
of Ihe civil war here in Sep 
tembor that claimed more 
than 1,500 lives before it was 
put down by the national 
guard.

MONTREAL (UPI) - Fire officials 
say it is too early to determine any 
connection between Friday's fire that 
left three dead and seven injured, and 
another that destroyed a chapel in a 
nearby church 21 hours earlier 
Arson investigators have confirmed 
the fire at Sacre-Coeur chapel in the 
historic Notre Dame Church was deli¬ 
berately set by lighting crumpled 
newspapers in the confessional area 
The fire caused several million dollars 
damage and for a time threatened (he 
entire church building 
Three persons died and seven 
others, including four firemen, were 
taken to hospital when flames ripped 
through a row of residential and com¬ 
mercial buildings the day following 
the church fire. 


The victims, all male, were believed 
residents of a rooming house. Two of 
the dead were identified as Roger Roy. 
about 70. and Robert Brouilette. age 
unknown. 

Parish priest. Rev fVrdinand Leea- 
valier has indicated he might know the 
arsonist in the chapel fire, a fire offi¬ 
cial said. 

The church was the target of an 
arsonist last spring, but three fires 
Were doused before they could 
spread. 

Notre Dame, built in IH2« as a one- 
quarter scale replica of the famed 
Paris Cathedral, escaped structural 
damage in Thursday's blaze. 

But several historic paintings and 
artifacts located ih a small museum 


below the chapel were damaged. 4 And 
those.” said Rev. Lecavalier,”just 
can't be replaced.” 

Among the musuem contents were a 
solid silver statue donated by Louix 
XV of France, and paintings by early 
Canadian explorers Paul De Maisson 
euve and Pierre de La Verendry. 

Lecavalier was uncertain about 
prospects for rebuilding the chapel 
which opened in I8U0. but Rev. Raoul 
Gagnon said he doubted it could be 
rebuilt. 

”11 would cost a great deal of money 
and we don't have the materials or the 
skilled workmen who could rebuild the 
chapel to the way it once was,” Gag¬ 
non said.

LA JOLLA. Calif. — The Soviet Union 
plans to end its entire commercial whaling 
operation wilhin the next five years, the chief 
Soviet delegate to a scientific meeting of the 
International Whaling Commission has told 
I he Los Ange/es Times. 

The Russians, who along w ith the Japanese 
are responsible for Ihe largest share of the 
whale catch each year, will first eliminate 
their whaling activity in the North Pacific 
and then in the Antarctic, Viachcslav 
Zemsky, chief of the three-member Soviet 
scientific delegation, said. 

The Russians have set no definite time¬ 
table within the five-year period. Zemsky 
said, but speaking through an interpreter he 
added that scientists are "considering the 
question constantly." 

Under an international system of quotas, 
the Russians have been reducing the size of 
their annual catch. Zemsky estimated that 
the Soviet fleet took about 3.1)00 Minke w hales 
and a somewhat smaller number of sperm 
w hales this year. 


The Russians have allowed the size of their 
w haling fleet to drop by almost half over the 
last several years. Zemsky said. 

"Several years ago. the Soviet whaling 
fleet consisted of four Antarctic whaling 
flotillas and three flotillas in the North 
Pacific." Zemsky said. 

Today, two flotillas operate in the North 
Pacific and another two in Antarctic waters, 
and the Soviet whaling fleet now catches fish 
as well as whales. 

No new catcher boats, the small boats that 
actually pursue the whales, are being built in 
the Soviet Union. Zemsky said. 

The products of the whale fishery play a 
“miniscule" role in the Soviet economy,' 
Zemsky said, but they have an important role 
in the life and economy of the people in 
certain regions of (he country. 

The decision to end all other Soviet whaling 
was based first on a "truly conservationist 
approach, " Zemsky said “And of course, 
economies plays a role. But sometimes, we 
make sacrifices forwhat we see as important 
long-range goals."

Garden Notes 


MYSTERY SHRUB (L.B.. Victoria) 

Believe it or not, the branch you 
sent me from the unnamed shrub in 
your garden is common English Ivy in 
its adult form. The climbing ivy, as we 
know it ordinarily, is actually the juve¬ 
nile form of this plant. 

Under certain circumstances. Ivy 
will change the shape of its leaves, and 
in this adult or sexually mature form, 
it will develop flowers, berries and 
seeds Cuttings taken from an adult 
portion of a plant will develop into a 
shrub rather than a vine. 

MYSTERY PLANT <S.McC.. Vic¬ 
toria) 

The pretty houseplant you bought 
at your supermarket is called Fittonia 
versehaffeltii, named in honor of 
Elizabeth and Sarah Fitton who wrote 
popular books on botany in the 1890's. 

Verschaffell was a Belgian author¬ 
ity on camellias, and I haven't the 
foggiest idea how his name came to be 
associated with this tropical plant 
from South America. 

To the best of my knowledge, Fit¬ 
tonia has no generally accepted Eng¬ 
lish nickname, although some folks 
call it the Nerve Plant because of the 
prominent vein pattern in the leaves, 
suggesting a network of leaves. 

This is a bit confusing, though, for 
Fittonia's cousin, the yellow-flowered 


r* 


Plant because of the prominent white 
veins in its green leaves. This one, too, 
is often sold in supermarkets. 

Fittonia needs plenty of bright day¬ 
light but little or no hot sunshine. An 
east or north window should suit it in 
summer, south or west during the dull 
days of winter. Always allow the soil 
surface to become quite dry to the 
touch before giving the plant more 
water, as the plant's very fine root tips 
tend to rot if the bottom soil in the pot 
is allowed to become soggy and stag¬ 
nant. 

CLIMBING ROSE (T.W.. Quallcum 
Beach) 

There is nothing detrimental to 
your climbing rose in the actual stucco 
of your house wall. The reason why the 
roses In the open did so much belter 
than the one planted against the house 
is probably because they got more 
water last summer. 

A site close up against a wall is 
always notoriously difficult to keep 
moist, for it can get rain only from one 
direction, and even this is reduced if 
there is much overhang to the roof. 

Special attention should always be 
given to wall-trained plants to ensure 
adequate moisture at the roots. Lots of 
spongy, moisture-retaining material 


should be incorporated in the planting 
site, for instance, and extra watering 
with the hose. 

Another common error is planting 
too close to the house wall. Not only is 
the soil naturally drier here, but there 
is often an excess of lime in the soil, 
exuded from the conc re te foundation 
Always do your planting well out from 
the wall — at least 12 inches — and 
train in the subsequent grow th 

SOIL FOR CACTI (H.A., MeUhosia) 

There is an increasing tendency 
nowadays to grow houseplant cacti in 
ordinary all-purpose potting soil — the 
kind sold in plastic bags— rather than 
in the weird mixtures recommended in 
the older garden books. I remember, 
many years ago. spending almost half 
a day pounding broken bricks to get 
brick dust, which in those days was 
considered an essential ingredient of 
cactus soil. 

The soil must be free draining, of 
course, for the desert kinds of cacti 
detest permanently wet feet. Just to be 
on the safe side, I suggest you mix one 
part coarse-grained beach sand with 
three parts purchased potting soil, and 
with about an inch of small gravel in 
the bottom of the pot. 

After potting, cover the surface of 
the soil with a layer of pure sand

In writing about left han¬ 
dedness the other day I was 
not aware that I was talking 
about perhaps 20 million 
Americans, most of whom 
might be more imaginative 
and creative than the rest of 
us. as well as more stubborn 
and harder to pitch to. . 

My thoughts on the prob¬ 
lems of being left-handed 
were prompted by a classi¬ 
fied ad in the Saturday Re 
view apologizing for a typo¬ 
graphical error that pre 
sumably had caused hun 
dreds of left-handers to turn 
up in Portland. Ore., for a 
convention that was sup¬ 
posed to be in Portland. Me. 
The ad had been placed by 
the Association of American 
Sinistrorse Association, 
which, from the dictionary 
definition of sinistrorse. I 
assumed was an association 
of left-handed persons. 
(That assumption has not 
been challenged.) 

My interest in left-han¬ 
dedness is heightened by its 
appearance in two of my 
grandchildren, but I had not 
realized how many of the 
tools and artifacts we take 
for granted are designed for 
right handers and give left¬ 
handers nothing but trou¬ 
ble. 

"I was most happy to see 
you have had your con¬ 
sciousness raised.” wrote 
Sylvia K. Marcus, proprie¬ 
tor of the Left Handed Com¬ 
plement. a shop in Encino 
for left-handed persons. 
"But. Jack, I’m afraid you 
still have a very long way to 
go. Almost everything is de-

Most people really don't know what 
they are talking about when they use 
the word “capitalism." The conserva¬ 
tive uses the word as an invocation of 
the deity, while the left-winger em¬ 
ploys it as a curse against the devil. 
The ordinary citizen is merely con¬ 
fused. 

This confusion arises, I think, be¬ 
cause there arc three different, and 
distinctive, forms of capitalism, but 
we generally use the same word to 
designate a Ma-and-Pa grocery store. 
Standard Oil, and Lazard Freres. This 
is somewhat on the order of calling a 
drinking-fountain a fishing-stream 
and the Mississippi “bodies of 
water." 

The early capitalism that Adam 
Smith knew, and wrote about, was 
commercial capitalism in its historic 
and primitive phase, and a vast im¬ 
provement over the “mercantilism” 
whose place jt took. Even Marx later 
admitted that this represented a pro- 


signed to be used from left to 
right. Stop and check — 
you'll be amazed by what 
you discover" 

Miss Marcus enclosed her 
catalogue, which includes 
left-handed steam irons, 
scissors, potholder mitts, 
playing cards, boomerangs, 
guitars, corkscrews, can 
openers, frying pans, and 
ladles. 

To raise my consciousness 
further, she enclosed a pa¬ 
perback. The Left-Handed 
Book, by James T. deKay 
(M. Evans £ Co.. N.Y.. New 
York), which notes that one 
in every 10 Americans is 
left-handed, and begins with 
a quote from the celebrated 
lefty philosopher. Casey 
Stengel: “Left handers have 
much more enthusiasm for 
life. They sleep on the w rong 
side of the bed, and their 
heads become stagnant on 
that side.” 

Besides Stengel. deKay 
points out, history's famous 
lefties include Benjamin 
Franklin. Babe Ruth, Betty 
Grable. Rock Hudson. Peter 
Lawford. Rudy Vallee, 
Joanne Woodward. Dick 
Van Dyke. Harry Truman, 
Ty Cobb. Judy Garland. 
Charlemagne. Pablo Picas¬ 
so. Michelangelo. Leonardo 
da Vinci, Lord Nelson and 
half the Beatles (Paul and 
RingoL 

Dr Bryng Bryngelson of 
the University of Minnesota 
is quoted as saying, “Left 
handed people lend to be 
more creative, more imagi¬ 
native than right-handed 


people,’’ which the Casey 
Stengel quote certainly 
tends to prove. 

I can see. as the book 
notes, that a bolt-action rifle 
would be impossible for a 
left-hander, and that adding 
machines, guitars, saxo¬ 
phones. and one-arm bandits 
(which the author calls sub 
trading machines) would be 
difficult. But I can't see why 
playing cards should be a 
problem I have just tried 
holding a fan of five cards in 
my left hand and my right, 
and it seems to me that a 
person holding a flush is 
going to beat a person hold¬ 
ing a straight whether he's 
right-handed or left handed. 

It was the Romans. deKay 
says, who first made things 
hard for left-handers. They 
invented the right-handed 
handshake, the fascist sa¬ 
lute. the left-to-right alpha 
bet and sentence, and the 
words dexter and sinister, 
for right and left. Who wants 
to be thought sinister? 

“As a southpaw myself," 
writes Elizabeth Pollock of 
Pacific Palisdaes, near Los 
Angeles, “I would say the 
two most useful gifts you 
could give your grandchil 
dren would be left-handed 
scissors and left-handed 
baseball gloves Both will be 
needed throughout their 
school careers, and I can say 
from experience that nei¬ 
ther will be provided in ade¬ 
quate number by the Los 
Angeles United School Dis¬ 
trict. 1 played outfield for 
years because I did not have 
a lefty's glove, and in the 


school game outfielding is 
boring.” 

Meanwhile, a number of 
readers have written to say 
that they were skeptical of 
the ad about the sinistrorse 
convention in Portland, Me 
"I suspect a bit of playful 
ness on the part of someone 
in the ad department at Sat 
urda.v Review." says F.R 
Thomas, among others 
“Last May we were aston 
ished by the enclosed clip 
ping which conjures up a 
picture equally preposter 
ous to the one that caught 
your eye: 

" 'We wish to apologize 
publicly to the 79ti members 
of the World Stamp Collec¬ 
tor's .Society who went to 
Norwalk, Conn , instead of 
Norwalk. Ca., for our annual 
convention because of a 
printer's error on the invi¬ 
tation. M.G. Stuckey, presi 
dent, WSCS. SR Box A C " 

"I suppose." Thomas 
adds, “that some people 
would be driven to intense 
research to ferret out the 
whole story here, but I pre 
fer to let this type of delicate 
whimsy live on unmolested 
There is little enough of it in 
our w orld today" 

Yes. like oil and ozone, 
whimsy is one of our endan¬ 
gered resources, and I have 
no w ish to help diminish it by 
subjecting it to cynical and 
excessive scrutiny. 

What is whimsy, anyway, 
but a left-handed form of 
truth? And without it. our 
heads get stagnant on the 
wrong side 


gressive jump from the feudal and 
monarchial system it replaced. > 

But, a hundred years later, this 
commercial capitalism became sub¬ 
jected and subordinated to industrial 
capitalism, with all its strengths and 
weaknesses, bringing the highest stan 
dard of living the world had ever 
known, along with the bleak factory 
towns, the slums, the pollution, and the 
diseases. 

This phase, in turn, was followed by 
the stage we have now been in for 
about a century — the era of finance 
capitalism. It is what has been called a 
“paper economy," and its domination 
bears only an oblique relation to the 
actual “real" world of production and 
distribution. (This was Henry Ford's 
early, and embittering, discovery.) 

In finance capitalism — which is as 
far removed from Adam Smith's idea 
as the drinking-fountain from the Mis¬ 
sissippi — the dominant companies 
may be pure financial intermediaries. 


one or more removes of ownership 
away from the operating units which 
own factories and make products. 
They are Interested in “paper wealth" 
rather than in "real wealth" 

The object of finance capitalism is 
not necessarily to make and sell more 
products, and thus create more jobs 
and spending power, but to manipulate 
wealth in money and stocks and shares 
so as to maximize their profit regard¬ 
less of the productive resources. The 
interest of finance capitalism does not 
necessarily coincide with the interest 
of the nation in producing real things 
for more people 

Wealth at this level is symbolic — a 
matter of state of mind, of controlling 
expectations and influencing climates 
of opinion. Since this is the case, little 
wonder that our practical solutions do 
not seem to work, that old formulas 
break down, and common sense does 
not apply. Could Newton find his bear¬ 
ings in an Einsteinian universe?

Mulder quit the cabinet in November 
over a scandal involving misuse of 
government funds allotted to South 


Africa's now-defunct propaganda 
agency, the information department. 

Thai was just two months after hr 
almost won the leadership of the Na 
tional partv. and with it the prime 
ministership The party eventually 
chose Pieter Botha to succeed ailing 
Prime Minister John Vorster. who 
subsequently was named president 

The opposition’s allegations were 
made during the second day of an 


emergency debate on a government 
motion to accept a report by an 
investigative commission into wide 
spread misuse of information depart 
ment funds 

The report criti/ed Mulder, the for 
liter information minister with over 
all responsibility for the department, 
as incompetent and negligent. 

It also suggested that Kschel Hltoo 
die. who ran the department, could be 


prosecuted, and was highly critical of 
Gen. Henrik Van Dett Burgh, retired 
head of the State Security Bureau. 

Harry Schwarz, a leading member 
of the Progressive Federal parly 
(PFP). asked what might have hap 
petted in South Africa if Mulder had 
been chosen leader of the National 
party 

"Mulder is u mail who has said the 


democratic process is not suitable for 
the period South Africa is entering." 
Schwarz said. "South Africa escaped a 
most serious situation in overcoming 
the risk that this sinister triumvirate 
might lake over the country " 

The commission criticized Gen Van 
Den Bosglt for play ing a dual role in 
the department's activities by telling 
One thing to then-prime minister Vur 


ster and another to Mulder and Kltoo 
die 

And it said he tried to influence the 
election for prime minister by forcing 
an earlier investigator not to disclose 
irregularities after he had made his 
inquiries in|n the department 

General Van Den Bergh s name 
t ropped up frequently in the debate, in 
which PFP leader Colin Fglin has 
called on the government to resign.

P.E.I. handed 
new premier 


CHARLOTTETOWN (CP) 
— Prince Edward Island's 
governing Liberal party- 
handed its leadership Satur¬ 
day to Bennett Campbell, its 
interim chieftain since the 
resignation of Alex Camp¬ 
bell. 

Campbell, no relation to 
the former premier, won a 
two-way fight with Charlot¬ 
tetown lawyer Gerard Mit¬ 
chell, 35, at a leadership 
convention that attracted 
about 1.400 delegates despite 
slippery roads and near- 
freezing temperatures. 

Final voting saw Camp¬ 
bell. a 35-year-old former 
school teacher and political 
veteran, take 963 votes to 382 
for Mitchell. 

The party's top job was 
left vacant Sept 11 by the 
sudden resignation of Alex 
Campbell. Bennett Camp 
bell was quickly named in 
terim leader by the Liberal 
caucus. 

Premier Bennett Camp¬ 


bell was first elected to the 
legislature in 1970 and found 
a place in the cabinet almost 
from the start. He continues 
to hold the finance and edu¬ 
cation portfolios in addition 
to his duties as premier. 

Campbell is the first 
Roman Catholic Liberal 
premier of P.E.I. since Con¬ 
federation and he takes over 
a party which has been deci¬ 
mated by resignations and 
by the battering it took in the 
April general election when 
it escaped with a 17-15 vic¬ 
tory over the Progressive 
Conservatives.

Tanks rumbled back into 
the streets of the Iranian 
capital Saturday on the eve 
of a mass anti-shah march 
that organizers claim will 
“determine the future of 
Iran." At least 20 protesters 
were reported killed in the 
latest violence in provincial 
cities. 

Tehran girded for what 
could be the two most dra 
matic days in Shah Mo¬ 
hammed Reza Pahlavi'S 37 
years of authoritarian rule. 

The normally clogged 
streets were virtually empty 
as thousands fled to the 
countryside. There was a 
run on food stores. The army- 
brought up reinforcements, 
including big Chieftain 
tanks. A freezing rain fell as 
helicopters patrolled over 
the sprawling city of four 
million people. 

U.S. State Secretary 
Cyrus Vance, speaking in 
London on Saturday, reaf¬ 
firmed the Carter adminis¬ 
tration’s support for the 
shah but ruled out direct 
U.S. intervention on behalf 
of the beleaguered mon¬ 
arch. 

At Tehran's airport. U.S. 
Air Force transport planes 
were reported flying in riot 
control equipment, includ 
ing water cannons, after 
which they flew out depen¬ 
dents of about 850 U.S. mili¬ 
tary men based in Iran. 

Ottawa officials estimate 
about 1,200 Canadians art- 
living in Iran and registered 
with the embassy there. 
About 450 of those were be¬ 
lieved to be in the capital 
area. 

Most of the people worked 
for private Canadian. 
American and British com¬ 
panies. the official said.

Vietnamese ships encircled 
the two Chinese fishing 
boats "A Vietnamese- 
armed vessel directly ahead 
of the Chinese boats moved 
toward them at great speed 
and opened fire at them w ith 
light machine guns and sub 
machine guns at a distance 
of about 150 metres." 

The Chinese boats wen- 
forced to cut Iht-ir Iraw I nets 
and turn back to port.

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Mini-lab survives crash-landins to scientists’ surprise 

‘Great day’ as probes decode Venus 


MOUNTAIN VIEW 1 , Calif. 
(UPI)—Four robot titanium 
probes hit Venus Saturday 
after radioing back detailed 
information about the plan¬ 
et's puzzling atmosphere. 
One probe surprised scien¬ 
tists and worked for nearly 
68 minutes on the scalding 
surface. 

The American mini-labs 
sliced into the upper fringe 
of the thick Venusian atmo¬ 
sphere at 40.000 Kmh and 
then took nearly an hour to 
fall 200 kilometres to the 
surface, impacting at esti¬ 
mated 35 Kmh. 

They were not designed to 
survive the impact, but one 


of the four probes continued 
to transmit data after land¬ 
ing. NASA scientists said 
earlier that because of the 
probes' design, no "really 
important" information 
would be gained from the 
surface. 

"The scientists arc just 
elated." NASA spokesman 
Larry King said from mis¬ 
sion control at the Ames Re¬ 
search Centre. “They are 
getting excellent, beautiful 
data. It's the accumulation 
of a lot of years of hard 
work." 

Project Manager Charles 
Hall said: “I have mixed 
emotions. I'm glad every¬ 


thing went so well, but I'm 
sad because the mission is 
over." Gary Thorley, probe 
operations manager, said. 
"I don't think we could have 
asked for a smoother en¬ 
counter. We had no prob¬ 
lems here at Ames.” 

"This is a great day for 
science, for NASA and for 
technology,” project scien¬ 
tist Larry Colin said. "I 
think it is utterly fantastic 
that every instrument on 
every probe worked almost 
perfectly." 

The first scientific reports 
from the surface of Venus 
came in 1971 from a Soviet 
Venera spacecraft. 


The main Pioneer-Venus 2 
spacecraft that carried the 
little probes during most of 
their four-month, 352-mil- 
lion-kilometre journey from 
Earth, followed the probes 
into the upper atmosphere 
an hour and a half later. The 
transporter examined the 
top of the atmosphere before 
burning up from the heat of 
atmospheric friction. 

The multi probe mission 
was the most intense study 
yet of the thick, carbon 
dioxide-rich atmosphere of 
Venus. Its atmosphere at the 
surface is 100 times as thick 
as Earth's, and the surface 


is hotter than 480 degrees 
C 

The four topto-bottom 
probes had been aimed so 
they would enter the Venu¬ 
sian atmosphere 6.000 miles 
apart to study simultaneous 
ly both the northern and 
southern hemispheres of 
Venus, on the day and night 
sides of the planet. 

The probes began the 
day s operations when their 
radio transmitters turned on 
automatically, one after an¬ 
other. starting at 4:24 p.m. 
PST. They entered the atmo¬ 
sphere 20 minutes later and 
impacted between 5:40 and 
5:53 p.m. 


At first. NASA reported 
that two probes had sur¬ 
vived on the surface, but a 
later review of the data ra¬ 
dioed back showed that only- 
one probe, designated the 
day probe, had survived the 
landing. 

A spokesman said the day- 
probe operated on Venus for 
67 minutes 17 sec onds. 

Pioneer-Venus 1 has been 
circling Venus since Monday

Alderman presses 
Black Ball site 
for street vendors

To bring order into the street hawkers' 
chaos, Victoria Aid. William Tindall has 
proposed that a "summer fair" be located 
on the old Black Ball ferry terminal site 
below Wharf Street. 

The site would be used mainly for the sale 
of food and beverages, dispensed by street 
vendors at the Government Street causeway 
last year 

The ice cream and sausage carts would be 
stationary. The city would install canopies 
under which street vendors could set up 
their displays. 

But Tindall hopes to turn the venture into 
something a little bigger. 

In an interview Friday, he said he had 
already approached the Downtown Business 
Association to promote band concerts, arts 
displays and other activities on the site 
during the summer months, particularly 
during lunch hours 

Beer gardens, he said, would be another 
possibility. 

Tindall said there was no doubt that the 
sale of food and beverage products on the 
causeway had been well received by the 
public, but he added there simply had been 
too many carts, most of which were con¬ 
trolled by two individuals 

"The original intent of issuing street ven¬ 


dor licences was to enable individuals to 
operate a small business during the summer 
months which would benefit the operator 
and the public," Tindall said. 

But three-quarters of the 32 licences is¬ 
sued last summer, he said, had been con¬ 
trolled by two persons, "which led to harass¬ 
ment of some individual operators and 
certainly circumvented the intent of the 
bylaw." 

If city council approves Tindall's sugges¬ 
tion. only seven vendors would be allowed to 
operate on the Black Ball site, and great 
care would be taken to prevent anyone from 
monopolizing the business. 

Apart from the large number of street 
vendors operating at the causeway last 
summer, there had been other problems. 
Tindall said. 

Complaints, according to Tindall, con¬ 
cerned litter in the form of discarded gar¬ 
bage containers, popcorn containers, food 
particles, concentration of several carts in 
key pedestrian traffic areas, unkempt ap 
pea ranee of some vendors and unsanitary 
conditions of sonic carls 

The Black Ball site is owned by the pro¬ 
vincial government, but the Capital Com¬ 
mission has already expressed support for 
Tindall's plan 

Tindall said he hoped to have the summer 
fair operating in time for next year's tourist 
season. 


Hopeful signs in North Cowichan

DUNCAN — North Cowichan council approved its 
provisional budget of $14.1 million at its recent inau¬ 
gural meeting. 

The budget is down $378.31!) from the revised 1978 
fjgures. 

This includes a net increase of $252,810 for gen 
eral purposes and a net decrease of $831,558 fdr 
utilities and special areas. 

No charges for other governing bodies have been 
made as the information from the regional district 
and the school board was not included. 

Administrator John Berikoff says the increase in gen¬ 
eral purposes cost reflects the inflationary spiral of materi¬ 
als and labor, as well as increased expenses for improved 
services and specific projects 

Berikoff outlined many of the increases and decreases 
in the budget. 

He said the increase of $18,913 in general govern¬ 
ment from the revised budget figure of $372,155 pro 
vidos for additional department expenses and also adjust¬ 
ments in salaties during 1979 

Protection to persons and property is up $90,115 Of 
this amount. S89.000 is for additional costs for ROMP 
policing 

Public works is up $181,100 over the revised budget total 
of $1,303,800. 

Improvements in street lighting in 1979 will result in 
an increase of $10,000 in operating costs. 


Health, welfare and sanitation garbage collection and 
incineration costs hate been increased by $28,000. 

A net decrease of $2,113 in social welfare is shown. No 
increase in capital costs is anticipated at this time. 
Berikoff said 

The increase of $41,180 tor recreational and cultural 
sen ices is divided at $24,300 for recreation and $19,880 
for library costs. 

Under miscellaneous. $3,000 has again been provided 
lor flood control and $5,000 for oil spill control. 

Berikoff said: "The total amount required from gen¬ 
eral revenue surplus to meet expenditures for general 
purposes, special areas and utilities, is $757,852. Of this

‘Mainstreaming’ of disabled can be dodge

Mainstreaming, the idea 
that handicapped children 
can be better served within 
the regular classroom than 
in isolation from the rest of 
society, is being abused by 
many school districts, an ex¬ 
pert on learning disabilities 
believes. 

EDWARD POLAK. 

project director for a task 
force which is touring Can 
ada to examine how various 
areas of the country arc 
dealing with learning dis¬ 
abilities, said in an inter¬ 
view in Victoria that learn¬ 
ing-disabled children are 
particularly susceptible to 
this because unlike children 
with some other physical or 
mental handicaps they don't 
look different from normal 
students. 

"Some parents get so frus¬ 
trated they almost say we 
feel like beating our kid with 
a two by four so he will look 
like he feels in school."’ 
Polak said 

PUTTING a handicapped 
child in a classroom where 
the teacher has no special 
skills to deal with him ac¬ 
complishes little more than 
increasing the stress on al¬ 
ready stressed teachers 
But because mainstreaming 
has become a popular edu¬ 
cational idea these da\s. 
some school districts which 
have hitherto ignored their 
learning-disabled children

now say they are "main- 
streaming" them, a dodge 
which is little more than a 
monev-saving device. 

WHEN PROPERLY ap 
plied. mainstreaming 
means that a child is put in 
the least restrictive environ- 
men! which is suitable for 
him. That implies the exis¬ 
tence of a continuum of ser 
vices, ranging from residen¬ 
tial schools to placement in 
the class of a sympathetic 
and understanding teacher 


and every degree of help in 
between, a requirement 
which few districts can 
claim to have met. Polak 
said. 

Some of the blame must 
be put on the universities, he 
said. Superintendents, 
teachers, trustees and even 
provincial education minis¬ 
tries all recognize the exis¬ 
tence of learning disabilities 
as a specific area of need, 
but the university education 
faculties prefer to believe 
that training in this field can 
be provided through other 
courses. 

"We want to make it clear 
that the learning-disabled 
child is very different from 
the mentally retarded or 
emotionally disturbed 
child." 

A LEARNING disability is 
a perceptual problem which 
has no effect on intelligence. 
A child with such a problem 
sees words or symbols, 
hears them, or remembers 
them, differently from other 
children, and as a result, 
standard teaching methods 
designed for normal chil¬ 
dren will not work. 

They may not be able to 
remember sequences such 
as vowel combinations or ir¬ 
regularities in language 
such as “tough." "cough," 
and "bough." or may see 
letters backwards. 

Often they are lumped in 
with physically handicapped 
or mentally retarded stu¬ 


dents for whom leaching ap¬ 
proaches arc quite differ¬ 
ent. 

THEIR POOR showing in 
school usually leads to drop¬ 
ping out. and sometimes to 
delinquency and other social 
problems. About 80 per cent 
of problem tNvenlles have 
learning disabilities. Polak 
said. 

In the past, such students 
have often been channelled 
into vocational education on 
the assumption that "if you 
ain't good with your brains, 
you must be good with jour 
hands." Polak said. 

Unfortunately the same 
problems that made aca¬ 
demic achievement impos¬ 
sible will often inhibit voca¬ 
tional achievement as well 
An inability to judge relative 
sizes, to identify direction, 
or to co ordinate eye and 
hand, all common problems 
among learning-disabled 
children, mean these chil¬ 
dren will have trouble with 
machinery, and may not be 
able to read operating in¬ 
structions. As a result, they 
usually end up in "shori- 
voc" courses such as hair¬ 
dressing or auto-body re¬ 
pairs. 

SO MANY of these prob¬ 
lems. and the unhappy lives 
they represent (despon¬ 
dency about school fre¬ 
quently leads to teenage sui¬ 
cide among 

learning disabled children. 
Polak notes) could be pre¬ 
vented.

“We have the information, 
we know the kids exist, we 
know how to help them, we 
have the partners—superin¬ 
tendents, teachers, par¬ 
ents—who recognize they 
should be helped. Who is 
going to lake the lead?" 

Advocacy groups like the 
Association for Children 
with Learning Disabilities 
aim to do just that. Polak 
said. The task force which 
he is directing is looking not 
only at the gaps in service 


for learning disabled chil¬ 
dren. but also at the ACLD 
itself, and how it can be 
strengthened. 

LOCAL SCHOOL boards 
and provincial education 
ministries can expect the or¬ 
ganization to take a tougher 
stance as research proceeds 
and public awareness 
grows, he predicted. 

"It will inevitably result in 
our organization taking 
someone to court." 

"Governments say they 
have programs to help these 
kids but when it gets down to 
it, special kids are not being 
given special treatment. We 
will take a statement like 
'we prot ide education for all 
our children' and look at the 
reality of it." 

THE SAD THING is that 
many citizens will, or have 
already, missed (he boat. 

"Learning-disabled chil¬ 
dren grow up. They don’t re¬ 
main cute and huggable. 
They get tall and they get 
pimples, they’re not as lov¬ 
able and other things hap¬ 
pen," such as problems in 
coping with other people or 
the law, Polak said. 

Polak is spending four 
days in B.C., the last prov¬ 
ince to be visited by the task 
force before it sits down to 
write its report, due in 
March. Accompanying him 
is Barbara Reid, a consul¬ 
tant to the Vancouver ACLD 
and to a number of school 
districts. 


WHILE: B.C. may not be in 
the lead in Canada, the prov 
incc has made major ad- 
vances since the ACLD was 
first organized in B.C. in 
1989. she said, and meetings 
with the education ministry 
on Monday provided hope 
for continued gains. 

"The friction is lessening. 
The government is becom¬ 
ing more aware of their re¬ 
sponsibility and is interested 
in what other provinces are 
doing," she said. 

“They wanted to know 
how B.C. stands in Canada. 
We were very pleased that 
they asked the question.” 

ANOTHER encouraging 
sign is the interest which the 
medical community is show¬ 
ing in learning disabilities, 
she said. Much research 
points to biochemical or 
perinatal causes for the 
problem, and the medical 
community can do much to 
help. 

Finally, districts have to 
learn to have flexibility, she 
said. The development of 
learning centres for learn 
ing-disabled children may 
not be of much value if such 
centres are heavily utilized 
by other handicapped or 
non English speaking stu¬ 
dents, or if school districts 
lose sight of other, often less 
expensive, ways to deal with 
the problem, such as match¬ 
ing students to teachers 
whose styles suit them best.

The Canadians, led by Ken 
Head of Calgary and Steve 
Podborski of Toronto, have 
stunned European rivals 
with their early-season form 
here placing first in three of 
the four timed training 
runs. 

Read. eighth-ranked 
downhiller in the world, was 
fastest man in both of 
Thursday's runs. Podborski. 
ranked 15th. took the final 
run Friday in which four 
Canadians placed in the lop 
10. Dave Murray of Abbots 
ford was third Read, fourth, 
and Dave Irwin of Thunder 
Bay eighth 

People doh't realize that 
each of these training runs is 
a race in ilM-lf," said men's 
coach John Ritchie of Grand 
Forks, B.C "Teams like Ihe 
Austrians use the timed runs 
to pick their skiers for the 
race on Sunday, so very few 
are holding back."

LOCAL ARTISTS 
LIVE AGAIN 


Robert Amos, as¬ 
sistant to Gallery 
director Roger Bou- 
let, is an easterner, 
newly come to Vic¬ 
toria, init he has im¬ 
mersed himself in the 
lives and works of 
local artists, and has 
made them live again, 
so completely has he 
become fascinated by 
them. 

Ills ENTHL'SIAM has sent mo 
digging into old newspapers lo see 
what I can learn about Victoria 
artists Of years lonq qonc. when 
they were liqhtinq biases and preju¬ 
dices. when Victoria mostly looked 
down on anything local. 

In 1895, I find, in The Province, 
then a weekly published in Victoria, 
the following: 

The exhibition of pictures at the 
City Hall is. in every sense, a credit¬ 
able one. 

"I was specially struck with The 
Missing Boat, by R. Andersen, and 
a landscape by Keeloy llalswelle, 
as well as several by Madame I'Au- 
biniere, notably The Gleaners, and 
also Loch Awe by Smart and Tin- 
tern Abbey by K. B. Boulton. 

“AMONGST THE OILS, Sunset 
on the Thames, by Miss M. Wors- 
fold, appeals to me particularly, the 
effect being delightfully Tumeres- 
que. 

“Mr. Shrapnel's forte is certain¬ 
ly still life, his Blue Grouse, and 
Willow Grouse being admirable 
productions. 

“Mr. Hardcy Simpson's picture 
of Mr. Rithcfs stud horse Broad- 
mead is a fine piece of work, though 
one has difficulty in determining, to 
judge from the shadows, where the 
light came from. 

“Our local artists are well to the 
fore, both in oils and watercolors. 

“Messrs. Barff. Tytler, Barn- 
ford. Shrapnel, Maclure and Quen¬ 
tin all exhibited to marked advan¬ 
tage. 

“A Himalayan Giant, a moun¬ 
tain scene by Mr. Tytler, took my 
fancy immediately, although not 
yet finished. 

“I specially like Mr. Barffs San 
Pedro. Stormy Morning, and Mr 
Bamford's Koksilah River. 

“Of the 185 water colors, Mr. 
Bamford has contributed no less 
than 72, amongst them being some 
Sunday, December 10, 1978 
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charming bits of picturesque Vic¬ 
toria. 

“Mr. Maclure pleases almost in¬ 
variably. and I should like to give 
Mr. Tytler unlimited orders for his 
panel sketches. 

“Let us hope that now a good 
work has been begun it will be 
continued. 

"Strange as it may appear to 
some people, artists can't live on 
air, and if they meet with no sup¬ 
port, it is difficult to see how they 
can continue to remain in Victoria. 

••You might do far worse, dear 
friends, than buy some of their pic¬ 
tures. 

"As a matter of fact, most of 
these artists are out of pocket by 
entering this exhibition. 

"We do hope that they won't flee 
to where pastures are greener" 

THIS REVIEW was signed 
“Sepia." 

I feel sure that "Sepia.” was 
Walter Cameron Nichol, founder, 
publisher and editor of The Pmv 
inec — which, in those days, was 
almost a one-man newspaper — 
Nichol himself. 

"She set up as an artist in her 


studio, Fort Street, and began to 
make her way. 

"Mary gave lessons in her stu¬ 
dio. She lived there as well. Those 
who remember her speak of a Chi¬ 
nese cook, and a niece who acted as 
housekeeper for some months," 

IN VICTORIA. Mary Hamilton 
did, for the Canadian government, 
a portrait of VilhjalmurStefansson, 
the great explorer, who was here at 
the time. 

She also did portraits of several 
lieutenant-governors, and these 
hung for years in the Government 
House that was destroyed by fire in 
1957, the portraits along with the 
mansion. 

Prominent Victorians Dr. and 
Mrs. Henry Esson Young also sat 
for her. 

AMOS TRACES Mary Hamil¬ 
ton's work's in Europe, particularly 
of the Canadian battlefields. 

Bom in Ontario in 1873, Mary 
Riter Hamilton died in Vancouver, 
impoverished and alone, in 1951. 

The Amos essay is of great value 
to people interested in the artists of 
British Columbia, long neglected. 


but now coming into their ow n. 

It is a highly readable work, and 
packed with information, romantic 
and mundane, engagingly present¬ 
ed. It's the perfect piece for the 
parlor table, if you gel what I 
mean.

(he beautiful Palm Court of the 


Empress Hotel, under the auspices 
of the King’s Daughters. 

“The tea tables, w hich had been 
decorated by the ladies, were a 
mass of bloom, and enveloped in 
fresh perfume. In charge of these 
tables were Mrs. II. Dallas 
Hclmcken, Mrs. Charles E. W ilson. 
Mrs. A. W. Jones, Mrs, Guy 
Warner, Mrs. Pitts, Mrs. Pooley. 
Mrs. Harry Pooley, Miss Fitzgib- 
bon. Miss Mara, Miss Flora Burns, 
Miss Heyland, Miss Emma Sehl, 
Miss Pitts and Miss Eberts; the 
tables were under the magnificent 
glass ceiling in the Palm court. 

My blond boils when I think how 
that ceiling was deliberately 
wrecked during Empress Renova¬ 
tion some years ago.

WRITER MCGAFFEY went into

For the 28-year-old Bev Whelan, however, 
the dressing-room visit was strictly business.

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therapy degree from the University of Manitoba. 
Winnipeg. 

Newfoundland-born, she grew up in the 
small fishing village of Bauline (pop: 300), 
located about 20 miles from St. John's. 

Bev took a three-year Course at Dalhousie 

University in Nova Scotia and completed her 
degree after joining the armed services four 
years ago. Before her posting to Naden in 
July she had been stationed at Valcartier, Que 
bee. and Ottawa. 

Shortly after arriving in Victoria, she met 
retired serviceman Wes Byrtiell, who has been 
closely associated with local sports clubs as a 
trainer and the introduction led her to the Dol¬ 
phins football club. 

Byrnell left the service a year ago and was 
quickly snapped up by the Royal Roads Military 
college as a civilian athletic therapist. A former 
commanding officer at Royal Roads. Capt. Bob 
Peers, described him as “a pretty remarkable 
trainer. He's a nationally-recognized expert, 
particularly in the field of injury prevention." 

Wes was involved with the Dolphins." Bev 
recalls. "He was going out to their Copley Park 
training quarters one night so 1 decided to go 
along to watch him in action. 

“I wanted to see what sort of injuries you 
have to deal with on a team. Wes was busy with 
the Shamrocks (lacrosse club) at that time; the 
Dolphins needed a trainer, and that's how I 
wound up with the job.” 

WHILE BEV WATCHED Wes Byrnell in 
action, the team members did a quick sizing up 
job on their new trainer. 

"They joked around a lot at first." Bev 
remembers. I think they were glad to have 
someone take over the job, but they probably 
didn't know at first how I was going to react to 
locker room conversation Then they just went 


back to being themselves and seemed quite 
happy to have someone there to come to 
when they had injuries." 

It didn't take Bev long to put the players at 
their ease. The salty language was "toned 
down quite a bit" and soon she was trading quips 
with the best ol them. 

“I think they soon realized I wasn't going to 
be super-shocked by what they said." says Bev 
“They just act themselves now and don't feel 
they have to watch every word they say." 

TEAM EXECUTIVE Fred Werhun recalls 
Bev's joining the team as "a bit of novelty at 
first. But she certainly knows her stuff.” 

So far the injuries she has treated have been 
of a fairly minor nature — ankle sprains, pulled 
muscles and the occasional slight concussion 

Aside from her professional expertise, Bev's 
presence is doing a lot to bolster club morale 
The club — one of the B.C. Junior Big Four 
football teams — has not exactly set the world on 
fire as far as wins go. There was a five-season 
spell that saw 38 successive losses. 

Bev puts in four nights a week from six to 
8:30 p.m. during team practice sessions and she 
is on hand at every scheduled game on Sundays 
in Victoria or on the mainland. 

HER JOB IS UNPAID, but she finds working 
with the Dolphins is an asset to her profession be 
cause of the practical knowledge she is gaining 
by her on-the job treatment of sports injuries. 

Before she joined the team, her knowledge of 
football was confined to watching it on televi¬ 
sion. but she has been active in volleyball, skat¬ 
ing and softball in the past and likes "sports in 
general." 

She predicts there will be a greater involve¬ 
ment in sports training by women. 

"Perhaps not in football but it's something

we're interested in by getting the practical 
experience of working with injuries as physioth¬ 
erapists and specializing in different sports." 

When the football season is over, Bev plans 
to offer her services as a physiotherapist to other 
sports clubs that need a trainer. “I'll look for 
something that can fit in with my time and the 
courses I’ll be talking, with the military, 
don't want to stop with I 
season,” she says. 

Bev also hopes to be busy working with the 
various sports teams at the Naden military base 
— such as softball and hockey. y 

She joined the armed sevices because she 
wanted "a change from insularity and the oppor¬ 
tunity to travel and meet people. 

“I enjoy physiotherapy work very much and 
never wanted to do anything else. I knew that in 
the military the people you meet are younger 
and healthier so you are going to gear the 
(physiotherapy) programs to meet their needs, 
rather than just working in a hospital where the 
average age of the patients is in their forties." 

What with her job at the base hospital and 
the time she spends each week patching up 
injured football players Bev hasn't many spare 
moments to herself. 

Her hobbies included sewing, crocheting, 
cooking and needlepoint. 

Becoming a trainer for a football club may 
be an unusual occupation for a member of the 
“gentler sex.” 

Not only that. 

One could almost make bet that there Isn't 
another trainer in Canadian football who goes 
home from the lockerroom and sits down to relax 
with needlepoint.

Fifty years ago, the har¬ 
bor at the small Eskimo settle¬ 
ment of Tuktoyaktuk was re¬ 
commended to the governor 
and committee of the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Company in Lon¬ 
don, England, as a suitable 

location for facilities for 

» 

ocean-going ships. 

Captain Thomas Farrar Smellie, who had 
spent the summer months sounding the mans 
channels of the Delta of the Mackenzie River and 
adjacent Arctic coast sent a detailed report 
supporting his conclusions, but it did not include 
the frustrations he had endured. 

This is that story. 

* * w 

IT MUST START on July 21, 1927, when he 
was the proud commander of the SS Bayru- 
pert, the finest Hudson's Bay Company ship to 
trade into Hudson Bay. 

, He had completed the maiden voyage the 
previous year and received a hero's welcome 
on his return to London. 

On July 22, 1927, the ship struck an unchart¬ 
ed rock off the coast of Labrador, and although 
there was no loss of life, it was disastrous for 
both ship and master. It left him “on the 
beach.” 

On July 21, 1928, he was literally on the 
beach at Kittigaruit. at the mouth of the Mack¬ 
enzie. and he wrote in his diary: ''splendid place 
for a hermit,"

TRAVEL BY AIR was in its infancy and he 
had come from Scotland by ship, train and 
stemwheeler to this mosquito-infested location, 
but the first boat since "break-up" had brought 
unseen, unwelcome newcomers to the isolated 
area - influenza germs. They were to plague the 
captain as much as the visible insects. 

His diary records on Monday. July 9: “Motor 
schooner, hired from Peter Enoch, including 
food and petrol for the season. Everything ready 
for trip. Peter reports weather too bad and his 
wife sick. Departure delayed. Influenza colds 
increasing among natives. Eskimo boy died 
today. Indian schooner arrived from Husky 
River, 14 men on board, 12 cases of flu." He was 
at Aklavik. *

EACH DIARY entry compares with a ship’s 
log as illustrated by the following: 

"Tuesday, July 10th, 1928. Temperature 57* 
F. Barometer 29.60. Light northerly wind and 
rain. “Peter Enoch, who was engaged to run his 
schooner down to Kittigaruit received his permit 
yesterday and could not be found. 

"Company's motor boat Little Bear and 
scow were placed at my disposal. 

"Large percentage of settlement down with 
flu. Peter Enoch and family indisposed. 

"3:30 p.m. Left Aklavik towing seoiv with 
two tents erected with two Eskimo families. 

"5 p.m. Pump stopped. Scow has a foot of 
water in. 

"6 p.m. Pump repaired. Pumped out scow. 

"6:15 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. Passing along the 
Aklavik. 

"Channel in soundings from 15 feet to over 20 
feel. 

"At P.M.O. 148 we entered a narrow channel 
marked on the chart, but not surveyed. Depths of 
constantly 10 feet in the centre of channel were 
obtained. Owing to sharp bends in this channel, it 
is only suitable for power schooners. 

"10:30 p.m. We tied up to the bank Two 
Eskimo families erected tents on the bank 
Fishing nets were put out. The banks of the 
channel are from six to 10 feet high. Heavy rain 
through the night. 

"Eskimos coughing, retching, spitting and 
babies crying No sleep." 
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THE FOLLOWING morning the heavy rain 
that had continued all night stopped at nine 
o'clock. After the Eskimos had eaten four fish 
caught in the net. the journey continued down 
stream. The captain had eaten crackers with 
tea. 

He recorded that the vibration of the launch 
made writing difficult, but the movement fended 
off the attacks of fierce mosquitoes. 

Later in the day, the sun shone and everyone 
was able to dry their effects. All of the Eskimos, 
except Lewis, who spoke English and ran the 
launch, slept, while the captain took soundings 
along the channel. 

Tlie arrived at Kittigaruit at noon on July 12, 
without further unusual incident. The captain 
was pleased to find the unoccupied Hudson's Bay 
Company dwelling well-built and clean. It was to 
be his home for several weeks. 

At four o’clock that afternoon he wrote: “We 
went in canoe to Aplh-go-gaik by the inner route 
taking rations to the Eskimo fishing camp at that 
place. These Eskimos apparently live on fish 
alone, as no other meat passes their way. 

A huge tent, built wigwam fashion and open 
at the top to let the smoke out. Fish is hung from 
a platform over the fire and smokes in time 
Four families had rooms or square tents built off 
the main tent." 

He returned to Kittigaruit at nine o'clock. 

*** 

FRIDAY, JULY 13, was an unlucky day. 

The captain was ready to start his survey of 
the harbor of Tuktoyaktuk, 25 miles northeast of 
Kittigaruit. at 7 a.m. He called, Lewis and he 
replied: "All right.” 

When he had not appeared by eight o'clock, 
the captain called him again, and waited impa 
tiently until he appeared at nine. 

“Dora, the woman who looks" after the 
company's house made her first appearance at 
two o'clock and retired at three. 

"Really astonishing what patience I find I 
have. The only white man here, cook, eat, wash 
up and get some fish from the net. 

"Progress is terribly slow and if Lewis does 
not'soon recover, little surveying will be done on 
the enormous stretch of water I see from here. 

“There is more life on the dole in the Old 
Country than stuck here with sick Eskimos, who 
cannot work. The dogs are quiet, as no one feeds 
them." '

TRAGEDY STRUCK on the 14th with the 
death of Lewis' six-month-old baby. The doctor 
did not give any medicine that day. but obtained 
a bottle of cough mixture from the abandoned 
company store for Lewis. The latter spent the 
day making a coffin out of a packing case. 

Without his assistance, the captain could 
only gaze out of the window and see Richards 
Island 20 miles across the sea. He wrote: "Oh. 
for a boat and crew of my own to get to work 
instead of being like Robinson Crusoe. What can 
I do?" He was frustrated. 

On the 15th. the captain went to inspect the 


scow, Aklavik. which had been hauled up on the 
beach about a mile from the post. He had been 
requested by the company to overhaul her and 
send a report. 

He found her very badly hogged due to being 
blocked up on uneven ground. The side keelson 
was split and two planks split in the centre of the 
keel. Daylight could be seen through nearly 
every seam and she was badly in need of caulk 
ing and putting afloat. Nuts, bolts, pipes and all 
parts of the machinery were lying in the vicinity, 
but the hull appeared good and worth repair 
ing.

RETURNING BY a different route he saw a 
human skull and bones lying among the weeds, 
then found several graves. 

As Dora had not returned to do his house¬ 
work, he visited her tent. He found her lying in a 
bunk with her two children and all were very ill. 
Another Eskimo woman and baby were also sick 
in the same tent. He returned and administered 
crushed aspirins to the two women, 30 drops of 
balsam and aniseed in sugar and water to the 
children and 10 drops of the mixture to he baby 
Dora had a temperature of 103.5. 

That night, in the land of the midnight sun. 
he wrote: 

"What a wonderful place for a novelist, no 
sound to disturb his thoughts, no need of lamps to 
see, write and write for hours until he fell asleep 
and then write again." 

Then in a less philosophical mood: "Must 
gather some wood from the beach for the 
stove."

SICKNESS CONTINUED to delay his survey 
work, and his time was spent ministering to the 
sick and doing his own household chores. 

On July 22. 1927. he lost his ship. On July 22. 
1928. he lost his housekeeper. He was saddened 
by the death of a woman w hom he had seen only 
a few times. He wrote: "Dora Mamaok, aged 10 
years, died, apparently from influenza. She and 
her two children were here when we arrived 
looking after the house and dogs. She was in good 
health, but all who landed from Aklavik with me 
had the flu. Her tent was clean, but she took in 
another family. I treated them, the others im 
proved, but Dora did not recover." 

Lewis made coffins for Dora and for an old 
* Eskimo. Samuel Ipitkona, who died of scurvy the 
same day. Their graves were shallow as the 
diggers struck perma frost three feet down. The 
Captain did not record that he conducted the 
burial service, but he had done so at sea.

TEN DAYS AFTER he reached Kittigaruit. 
the Captain was able to commence his survey 
his diary records: 

"Monday, July 23rd. 1928 Temperature 
(Noon) 70' F. Barometer 29.95, Light SE wind, 
w ater smooth. 

"Lew is does not w ant to go. owing to his wife

being sick, and no one here to cut wood and feed 
the dogs. However. I persuaded him to start out, 
and after two hours working at the motor engine 
we got it going and left for Tuktoyaktuk at 3 
pm 

"Sounding all the way. an even bottom of 12 
feet was found, until we came abreast the Tw in 
Hills. With the Twin Hills in line the water depth 
increased to 20 feet and did not decrease until we 
were close to the entrance of Tuktoyaktuk. about 
three miles NE of the Tw in Hills. 

"A bar runs across the entrance showing a 
depth of 10 feet at low water and 12 feet at high 
water, with a soft mud bottom. The harbor itself 
is sheltered from all winds, is deep and covers a 
large area. The southern side is deepest and any 
schooner that can cross the bar can lie afloat 
close to the beach. This harbor is excellent for 
power schooners. 

"After sounding all around inside the harbor 
and finding from 15 to 30 feet. I steered out to the 
NW and ran about five miles to seaward, the 
water continuing to increase as we left the land 
and apparently no shoals in the vicinity. When 
entering Tuktoyaktuk harbor keep close to the 
western point as the opposite side has numerous 
boulders which are visible at low water. This 
would make a fine distributing station providing 
suitable power schooners were built." 

★ * ★ 

THE FOLLOWING days were spent sound 
ing the channels of the Mackenzie Delta and the 
captain concluded that transhipment from the 
sternwheelers could be made at Tuktoyaktuk 
and numerous craft of the Fort York type could 
lie in all weathers and winter there 

The river steamer would have only 30 miles 
of open water and could wait for fine weather to 
make the crossing. 

On July 29, he recorded: "I am getting along 
fine. Lewis is a worker.” 

The next day he returned to Aklavik to be 
there for the arrival of the stemwheeler Dis¬ 
tributor which brought Hudson's Bay Company 
officials and his first mail from home 

There had been many deaths at the larger 
settlement since he left, but he decided to make 
it the base for his future survey cruises. In spite 
of further frustrations, they were concluded on 
Aug 29. He had accomplished his assignment. 
it it It 

HE MAY HAVE regretted his success dur¬ 
ing the next few years. On his return to London, 
he was offered the position of superintendent of 
transportation from Waterways, at the end of 
steel, to Tuktoyaktuk. He had to sell his house in 
Scotland and move his family to Edmonton. 

When he received a telegram in 1932 offering 
him the command of the S.S. L'ngava for the 
voyage from Montreal into Hudson Bay and the 
Eastern Arctic, he accepted without hesitation 

The next year he resumed command of his 
favorite ship, the RMS Nacopie, and thus 
brought her safely through two world wars. In 
1945 he retired to reside in Vancouver w-bgre he 
died in 1963. 

In 1943 he was made an Officer of the Order 
of the British Empire "for valuable public ser¬ 
vice in connection with work in the Arctic." 

He earned his award. 




WATERFOWL PARASITES - Waterfowl are infected

BOTULISM — Akin to food poisoning in man, this 
disease is responsible for the deaths of many 
thousands of ducks, geese, shorebirds and many 
other avian marsh inhabitants each year. The 
disease is caused by a toxin produced by the 
bacterium Clostridium Botulinum which, under the 
right conditions, can effectively "poison" a marsh. 
Any decaying animal matter in the mud becomes 
infected, and if picked up by shorebirds or water- 
fowl in sufficient amounts the toxin will disrupt 
the nervous system, causing paralysis and death. 
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Captain Cook has been at the centre of the tourist attraction 
in British Columbia during the past year as British Columbia 
observed the bicentennial of Captain Cook's visit to Nootka 
Sound off the west coast of Vancouver Island.

While a great deal has been 
heard of the exploits of Cap¬ 
tain Cook, relatively little 
mention has been made of the 
men who sailed with him — 
the ordinary seamen who la¬ 
bored on hoard the sailing 
vessels. 

ley winds and icy water chilling their fin¬ 
gers, weevil-bored ship's biscuits, dank, foul¬ 
smelling drinking water, and hard work were 
only a part of their fare. 

PICTURE YOURSELF for a moment then, 
as an ordinary seaman sailing with Captain Cook 
off the west coast of Canada. 200 years ago 

The ships that Captain Cook used during his 
third voyage, the voyage that took him to the 
northwest coast of North America, were the 
ResofuU'on and the Discovery. The Resolution- 
was a little longer than 100 feet long, 35 feet 
maximum width, and carried a complement of 
112 men. 

The Discovery was a smaller vessel, just 
under too feet long. 27 feet maximum width, and 
carried a complement of 70. 

THE SLEEPING quarters below were in¬ 
credibly cramped with the height between decks 
vary ing from approximately five feet to a little 
more than six feet. In mist crowded ships, the 
space allotted for each man's hammock was 20 
inches, and in some instances could be as little as 
14 inches. When the weather was suitable, men 
often slept on deek. 

While senior officers and men usually 
brought sea chests on board containing their 
personal possessions, most men joining the ships 
usually had little more than the clothes on their 
backs and perhaps a small bundle containing a 
few items. These were stored below decks in the 
sleeping quarters. 

The day was divided into three watches of 
eight hours each ensuring that the mariners 
would get at least eight hours of sleep in one 
stretch. This was an improvement over the 
four-hours-on and four hours off routine followed 
by British ships previously. Some crew mem¬ 
bers such as carpenters, the sailmaker. and 
cooper never went on watch, but rather had their 
own special duites to attend to. In rough weath¬ 
er, however, all hands were called on deck. 

CREW MEMBERS did not have much time 
for standing about. They were awakened by the 
bosun's pipe and were expected to be on deck 
promptly. Those who were tardy were.hurried 
along with a touch of the bosun's cane. Conse¬ 
quently the men generally slept in their 
clothes. 

Several duites had to be performed on a 
daily basis. Decks were scrubbed with sea water 
and holystones. Brasswork was polished. Hal¬ 
yards, tackle, sheets, and yards were checked. 
The marines were put through musket practice 
and drill 

Another part of the daily routine was Cap¬ 
tain Cook's inspection of the crew All crew 
members were expected to report. Cook insisted 
that all men wash at least once a week and 
change clothes tw ice a week. As well as being a 
means of discipline, these requirements were 
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necessary in order to maintain the health of the 
ship. 

Part of the inspection on Sundays was a 
religious service conducted by Captain Cook. 
With all hands assembled on deck, a lesson w as 
read and a hymn sung. To close Sunday service, 
the British Admiralty's Articles of War were 
read, reminding the men of their duty to the 
Crown. 

CALM WEATHER did not bring rest In 
such weather the men were put into the ship s 
boats to attempt to tow the ship. On the other 
hand, when the ship was making headway in a 
good trade w ind. with no complications, the men 
were pul to work tidying up the ship and repair¬ 
ing rigging. Work went on seven days a week 

This relentless and difficult labor took its 
toll. Many of the men aged prematurely, and the 
health of both officers and men often broke 
down. 

VOYAGES to the northwest coast of North 
America usually lasted several years. In the 
absence of refrigerated or canned goods, most of 
the food taken on these voyages was preserved

by salting or drying. These limitations resulted 
in a monotonous diet which lacked nutritional 
balance. In addition, the usual custom of provid 
ing better rations for officers than for the men 
caused resentment. 

Basic to their diet was salt meat, usually 
beef. Sailors commonly referred to it as "salt- 
horse"Salt meat was noted for its toughness, its 
salinity, its stench, and its age. The age of the 
meat no doubt often stemmed from the Ad¬ 
miralty ruling prescribing that the older provi¬ 
sions should be used first. The standard recipe 
for salt beef was boiling, and for variety — more 
boiling! 

Cooks of the era were unimaginative and 
limited in skill, preparing the unvarying diet 
poorly and often with complete disregard for 
cleanliness. 

IN ALL FAIRNESS, cooks of the lime had 
very poor material to work with Profiteering by 
suppliers often resulted in a poor quality meat. 
Oatmeal and dried peas were added to the incur 
and the whole mixture was boiled in water. 
Leftover boiled salt meat was mixed with dry. 
bmkenup ship's biscuits and baked. At least one 


captain found an unusual use for salt meat, using 
it to stop a leak in the side of his ship! 

Fresh water for cooking and drinking was 
also a problem on the ocean. The water stored 
below in wooden casks tended to discolor and 
stink. There was never enough for proper cook 
ing. For drinking purposes, rum was added to 
make it more palatable. Captain Cook tried an 
oxygenating machine and a machine for distill¬ 
ing sea water with varying degrees of success, 
resorting in the end to collecting rain water 
Rainwater collected in sailcloth, however 
usually tasted of tar. 

ANOTHER STANDBY on English ships of 
that time was ship's biscuit, made by baking 
dough as much as three or four times in appro 
priately shaped molds. To make it more com 
pact, the biscuit was pounded up. re mixed, and 
baked again. To be eaten, it had to be softened by 
soaking in water or in soup. 

Ship’s biscuit was invariably infested by 
weevils. During Captain Cook's first voyage, the 
scientist Banks asserted there were five differ 
ent kinds of vermin, thousands in a single bis 
cuit. contributing a strong, mustard like flavor 
to the biscuits. To combat weevils, the storage 
rooms were fumigated, and the biscuits them 
selves were baked, but the latter could not be 
done for the entire ship's company. One captain 
claimed that weevils usually lived in the centre 
of the biscuit. The best way to deal w ith them, he 
suggested, was to break the biscuit in half and 
scrape the insects off the surfaces. 

Captain Cook took advantage of the most up 
to date information available for preventing 
scurvy. His measures were quite effective and 
in this regard his crew was looked after better 
than ntost. Wherever possible, he took on fresh 
food, especially wild "sellery" and scurvy grass 
which as added to a soup base in water. A large 
quantity of sauerkraut was also carried and fed 
to the men with their salt beef rations. During 
the first voy age, the mariners did not take to the 
sauerkraut well. To encourage them to eat it 
Captain Cook simply added more to the officer's 
table where the gentlemen, under instructions 
from the captain, ate with such relish that the 
mariners were soon requesting their share 

FOR FRESH MEAT, the men were en 
couraged to fish. Some livestock were also 
carried, but these could not be kept for long due 
to limitations in the amount of fodder and fresh 
water which could be carried on the ships. Also, 
the crew complained about the filth and the 
stench. Cook insisted all the ship's company eat 
the fresh food that was available, punishing 
those that refused. 

Some animals came on board as stowaways 
Rats were the worst, consuming large amounts 
of the ship's food supply. On occasion they 
were a source of fresh meat, and appear to have 
been quite tasty. When starvation loomed in 
some Spanish ships, rats sold for as high as a 
ducat apiece. Generally, however, they were 
more of a nuisance than could be tolerated. As 
well as eating food, they ate the sails and 
clothing. In one ship they even ate the callouses 
from the bottoms of the feet of sailors while (lu¬ 
men slept, seldom drawing blood 

All means possible were used in combatting 
rats. Every ship had at least one eat to help 
control the rat population, and provide the men 
with companionship and memories of home One 
of Captain Cook's midshipmen "had a favorite 
cat who never failed to catch and carry rats to 
her master: he divided the prey so the eat had 
the fore part, and the back part was cleaned, 
roasted, and peppered for himself " 

Rl M W AS USED to make the stale drinking 
water more palatable. The ships of the expedi¬ 
tion carried several thousand gallons of alcohol

in die form of beer. rum. and wine. That the 
sailers were fond of their liquor was clear! As 
one of Cook's officers notes: "A Seaman in 
general would as soon part with his life, as his 
Grog." 

.One story relates that sailors drained and 
drank the rum preserving Nelson's body when it 
was being transported home for burial. 

Of great importance to the captain of a 
sailing ship was the health of his crew. A ship 
could not gel under way. or make changes in its 
course — often rapid changes — if the sailors 
were too ill to work with the anc hor, ropes, or 
sails. I.ong distance sailors, such as those who 
crossed the Pacific, had to endure close, damp 
quarters, danger, boredom, poor food, and diffi 
cult, unending labor. Consequently, illness and 
injury were common. 

SKII.I.KI) MEDICAI. attention was usually 
unavailable. 

In all fairness, the medical men who accom¬ 
panied Captain Cook on his voyages, were good 
men and as competent as any of the surgeons of 
their day. Surgeons at that time relied on bleed 
ing. amputation, and bone setting to effect their 
cures This was in keeping with normal medical 
practice on shore. 

In their tool kits they carried such items as 
saws, amputating knives, bone nippers, turn 
screws, files, hooks, forceps, and needles'. 

With these tools the medical men attended to 
injuries resulting from falls from the rigging in 
stormy weather, as well as illnesses such as 
dyseniry and diarrhoea caused by the food 
During the first voyage of Captain Cook, d> 
sentry contracted in one port of call swept Un¬ 
ship. resulting in several deaths and many more 
ill. At one point, there were only 12 men fit 
enough to handle the ship. 

The Cape of Good Hope, which Cook rounded 
in order to reach the Pacific Ocean, is the same 
distance from the equator as Churchill on Hud¬ 
son Bay. Sailing in cold latitudes such as these 
resulted in frozen hands, arthritis, and respira 
lory ailments. The close! damp, poorly vcnlilal 
ed sleeping quarters below deck contributed to 
illness as well. 

DI KING COOK'S third voyage, (he Resold 
lion leaked even during gentle showers due to the 
faulty caulking that had been carried out by the 
Deptford naval shipyards. Even if the decks did 
not leak, the men coming off watch in wet 
clothing brought moisture into their sleeping 
quarters. Finally, their quarters were usually so 
poorly ventilated that their breath resulted in 
enough moisture to be troublesome. 

On some ships, a test for improper ventila 
lion below decks was a silver spoon. When it 
tarnished too badly, it was, taken to denote a risk 
of suffocation. Captain Cook as concerned with 
proper ventilation Hatch covers were opened in 
good weather, and buckets of burning wood and 
coal were lowered into the lower decks . The 
rising smoke and hot air created an updraft 
which drew fresh air in from the outside. 

Most common ailment among sailors on long 
distance voyages, however, was scurvy. Scurvy 
was caused by lack of Vitamin C in their diet, 
resulting from a lack of fresh provisioning for 
long periods at a time Symptoms of the disease 
were swollen and rotted gums, ulcerous sores all 
over the body, a bad stench, fever, swollen 
limbs, depression, and eventually death 


THE MARINERS faced an assortment of 
other hardships as well as the difficult work and 
the monotonous, deficient diet. Significant num 
bers had been pressed into service against their 
will and many subsequently chose to desert. 
During Captain Cook's second voyage, rumor 
that the ships woud sail into unknown and icy 
waters at the end of the world, led too men to 
desert the Resolution /'and the Adventure before 
they left Plymouth. 

For sailors of that time, failure to carry out 
the orders of the captain could result in punish 
menl. Although resorting on occasion to having 
the lash laid on to the backs of the insubordi¬ 
nates, Captain Cook usually called for well below 
the prescribed minimum number of lashes. In 
this respect, he was quite humane compared 
with the standards of his day. 

IN ADDITION to the weevils that des 
troyed the food, and the borer worms that 
destroyed th sides of the ship, there were numer¬ 
ous other insects on board sailing ships. Infesta¬ 
tions of bed bugs, cockroaches, and lice added to 
the discomfort of the mariners. Lice, in addition 
to being a nuisance, could be dangerous in that 
they transmitted the oft-fatal disease typhus. On 
some ships, sailors suffered from clusters of lice 
as big as beans. 

Various means were made to control such 
infestations. One British ship in the mid-nine¬ 
teenth century was so badly infested with 
cockroaches, that she was purposely sunk for a

week in order to gel rid of them. At times the 
sailors simply put up with the insects, amusing 
themselves for instance, by staging cockroach 
races. 

TIIE LONG VOYAGES, often several years 
in duration, lent themselves to boredom. For the 
married men it meant extended absences from 
their marriages, and for ev eryone, an absence of 
most aspects of home life. Long periods,of 
separation from their women folk bore heavily 
on the mariners, not only in terms of lack of sex. 
but especially in terms of lack of a warm 
relationship. 

The common view that has arisen is that the 
native women of (he Pacific, especially the South 
Pacific, were particularly eager to have inter 
course w ith the foreign sailors who came to their 
shores. This has probably been exaggerated. It 
would appear, rather, that the mariners encoun 
tered both willing and unwilling native women 
throughout the Pacific region 

In the journal kept during his third voyage. 
Captain Cook indicates the natives at Noolka 
Sound off Vancouver Island were persuaded to 
prostitute their young women. Payment was 
generally made to the fathers of the girls, and it 
usually consisted of a pewter plate in return for 
the girl's company for the night. As Captain 
Cook noted: 

“. . . they found means at last to disburthen our 
young Gentry of their Kitchen furniture, many of 
us after leaving this Harbour not being able to 


muster a plate to eat our Sail beef from 

Sex was not without its dangers. The desire 
for sex on the part of the mariners led li 
desertion, theft, a lack of discipline, and finally 
the spread of venereal disease among both na 
lives and sailors. 

Ships destined for Hawaii or the west coast 
of North America usually had to round Cape 
Horn. Here they commonly faced winds of 15 
miles an hour coming toward them from the 
west. At times, these winds could be as high as 
120 miles an hour. Winds of this velocity piled up 
waves of an average height of 30 feet, and one 
ship reported two giant waves of 112 and 120 
feet. Seas of such ferocity often broughf death to 
many outright, sweeping them out to sea. In 
addition they prolonged the voyage, thus in 
creasing the chances of starvation or scurvy. 
Ships could lake as long as three months just to 
round the Horn. In the face of these monumental 
forces of nature, sailors often turned to supersti¬ 
tious beliefs and practices for comfort and reas¬ 
surance. 

THROUGHOUT the Pacifiy. ships were in 
considerable danger of running aground on 
reefs. During Captain Cook's first voyage, the 
Endeavorsuslained considerable damage on the 
Great Barrier Reef near Australia Ships which 
sailed into the far North or far South had (o 
contend with the danger of being wrecked on 
icebergs. 

Thunderstorms and accompanying lightning 
destroyed masts as well as creating a threat of 
fire. Fire was of particular concern to sailors of 
wooden ships. Fires were also caused by care 
lessness on the part of crew members handling 
candles and lamps. In one ship, a fire was 
started by a crew member checking the level in 
a cask of brandy! 

DANGERS ENCOUNTERED during voy 
ages were not always regarded as matters of 
luck. Sailors often sought scapegoats for their 
troubles. For example, sailors of Finish descent 
were thought to be capable of controlling Un¬ 
winds. and were v iewed with suspicion in times 
of storm or extreme calm 

Spirits were feared, and one custom during a 
burial at sea. was to put a stitch through the 
corpse's nose w hile sew ing it into sail cloth, so 
that the spirit would not return to haunt Un¬ 
ship 

Many of the captains were sensitive to the 
superstitions of their crews. Cook set sail July 12, 
which was regarded as being a lucky day. The 
names of the ships were also considered to be 
important for inspiring confidence. Hence such 
names as Endeavor and Resolution 

LIQUOR H AS SOUGHT as a means of re 
leasing tension and combatting the boredom of 
extended voyages. Precautions were usually 
taken by captains to keep excessive amounts of 
liquor from the crew. On special occasions such 
as Christmas, even Captain Cook yielded, giving 
the men extra rations. Mr. Banks then observed 
that "all good Christmas, that is to say. all good 
hands, got abominably drunk- . . . Weather.

Ever since the three kings brought their gifts 
of gold, frankincense and myrrh to the Holy 
Child nearly 2,000 years ago, the giving of pres¬ 
ents has been a Christmas custom and one of the 
season's special joys. Gaspar, Melchior and 
t Balthasar travelled as the carol reminds us. 
over “field and fountain, moor and mountain,'' 
while we find our Christmas in our homes. 

This may be the reason the most meaningful 


gifts are the ones you make in your own kitchen. 
Whether you bake a cake or cookies, make a jar 
of jelly, jam or pickles or turn an orange or an 
apple into a pomander ball, any of these favor¬ 
ites from a warm-hearted kitchen will prove to 
be your most pleasing presents 

When the house fills with the delightful 
aroma of Christmas, you may find that you have 
started a family tradition. Children love to re¬ 
member a home filled with the wonderful scent 
of spice as well as pine. Sometimes these Christ¬ 
mas gift recipes become family favorites. 

Any one of our first three recipes would 
make perfect kitchen gifts . . . 

Our first recipe is for a delicious Cherry 
Bread ... it is colofful and flavorable. 

CHERRY BREAD ... two-and-a-half 
cups sifted all purpose flour, three-quarters 
cup sugar, three tsp. baking powder, one- 
half tsp. salt, one egg slightly beaten, one 
cup milk, one-quarter cup maraschino 
cherry juice, two tbsp. melted butter or 
margarine, one cup Post Bran Flakes, one 
half-cup chopped maraschino cherries, one- 
quarter cup chopped nuts and one-quarter 
cup raisins. 

Sift flour, sugar, baking powder and salt into 
a mixing bowl. Combine egg, milk, juice and 
butter. Add to the dry mixture. Add the cereal 
stirring just until the flour is moistened. Last, 
add the lightly floured cherries, nuts and raisins. 
Pour the batter into a nine by five-inch loaf pan. 
Bake in a preheated 330° oven for SO to 60 
minutes, or until a wooden pick inserted in the 
centre comes out clean. Let stand two or three 
minutes then turn out on a wire rack to cool. You 
could wrap this “bread-cake" tightly in foil and 
freeze if you wish to make it ahead of time. 


GIFTS FROM THE KITCHEN 
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Our next recipe is a “slice". This could be 
presented uncut in the jelly roll pan it was baked 
in OR it could be cut into squares and presented 
on a pretty plate (as in our picture). 

LARGE CHOCOLATE SLICE . . . one- 
and-a quarter cups dates chopped fine, 
three-quarters cup brown sugar, one-half 
cup water and a dash of salt. 

Combine these ingredients in a saucepan and 
simmer until dates are soft. Now add a six-ounce 
package of chocolate chips. Stir to dissolve and 
cool slightly. Now sift and measure one-and-one- 
quarter cups of all purpose flour and one tsp 
baking powder. In a small bowl mix one-half 
cup EACH orange juice and milk with two 
beaten eggs. Add the dry mixture alternately 
with the egg mixture to the date and chocolate 
mixture. Last stir in one cup chopped walnuts 
This is a thin mixture, do not be tempted to add 
more flour. Spread evenly in a well greased jelly 
roll pan (IS by 10 inches). Bake in a preheated 
350°F. oven about 20 to 25 minutes or until done. 
Cool in the pan on a wire rack. Dust lightly w ith 
sifted icing sugar or use an orange butter frost¬ 
ing. 

Our next recipe is for crisp and crunchy 
Festive Spice Cookies. These can be prettied up 
with walnut halves or halves of glace cherries. 

FESTIVE SPICE COOKIES ... two 
cups sifted all purpose flour, one tsp. cinna¬ 
mon, one half (or one-quarter tsp. according 
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to your taste for spice) tsp. cloves, one 
quarter tsp. salt, one cup butter or mar¬ 
garine, two cups sifted icing sugar, one egg 
yolk, two tbsp. milk, two cups finely chopped 
walnuts and one-and-a-half cups grape-nut- 
cereal. 

Sift the flour with the cinnamon, cloves and 
salt. Cream butter and sugar, beating until 
mixture is light and fluffy. Add egg yolk, flour 
mixture, milk and walnuts. Shape into small 
balls and roll each in finely crushed cereal. 
Place three inches apart on a greased baking 
sheet. Flatten with bottom of a glass if desired. 
Top each cookie with a walnut or cherry half if 
desired. Bake in a preheated 350 5 F about 15 
minutes or until golden brown. 

Fruit Bread makes a lovely gift. You can 
bake in different shaped tins. Round layer rake 
pans for flat round loaves, loaf shape, round 15 
ounce fruit or vegetable tins or you can use the 
tiny loaf shape pans. These little aluminum loaf 
pans can be purchased at a kitchen specialty 
shop. Two or three of these tiny loaves make a 
nice small gift. I frost these little loaves and 
decorate with bits of glace fruit or nuts. Wrap in 
clear cellophane and tie with red ribbon with 
sprig of holly tucked in the bow. They could be 
presented right in the little loaf pans. 
CHRISTMAS FRUIT BREAD . .. two pkgs. 
dry yeast (two tbsp. of bulk yeast) one-half 
cup warm water, two cups milk, one-half 
cup shortening, two eggs, two-thirds cup 
sugar, one tsp. cinnamon, two tsp. salt, one 
cup seedless raisins, one cup red glace

purpose flour. Use enough flour to make a 
nice soft dough. It Is hard to give exact 
amount. (Egg sizes etc. differ.) 

Soften the yeast in the warm water. Scald 
the milk and pour over the sugar, salt and 
shortening. Cool to luke warm. Add the soflened 
and bubbly yeast. Beat eggs well and add to the 
liquid. Add four cups of (he flour and beat well. 
Add the fruit which has been mixed with one cup 
of the remaining flour. Add the balance of the 
flour a little at a time until you have a nice soft 
dough. Knead a little then put the ball of dough in 
a well greased bowl. Turn around and over so 
that the whole surface is coated with grease. 
Cover and let rise until double in bulk. A sweet 
dough takes longer to rise than plain bread 
dough so don't be impatient. When nice and light 


turn out on a floured board Let stand for 10 
minutes. Cut the ball of dough into as many 
pieces as your number of pans. Shape into loaves 
and place in well-greased pans. Whatever size 
pans you use just fill two-thirds full. Let rise 
again until nicely rounded over tops of pans. 

Bake in a preheated 350°F oven until golden. 
Baking time will depend on size of loaves. Take 
from pans immediately and cool on wire rack. 
When cold you can frost with a thin sugar glaze 
poured over tops. 

This fruit bread freezes well if you want to 
make it ahead. Don't frost until taken from 
freezer and thawed, y

Heritage Slips Away 


Going . . . gone. British 
Columbia's heritage is rapidly 
slipping away. 

By design, by default, a 
priceless treasury of historic 


sites is being swept from the 
map. Fire, flood, vandalism 
and neglect — all have contri¬ 
buted to this tragedy in recent 
vears. 


During a recent 3.000-mile-long journey 
throughout southern British Columbia, this writ¬ 
er visited almost a hundred historic sites. Time 
and again the initial reactions were those of 
wonderment and despair. 

The sense of wonder was prompted by the 
complete absence of recognizable monuments to 
some pioneer township or mining camp, the 
despair was occasioned by the realization that

yet another chapter of provincial lore had been 
irrevocably closed. 

THE REASONS for such destruction vary: 
fire, salvage and vandalism have accounted for 
many of these communities. Yet others have 
fallen victim to an entirely different enemy: the 
public-spirited citizen or organization. 

Many ghost towns are situated in active 
mining areas and have been pulled down, pushed 
down and blown down by companies who have 
piously expressed the belief that, in so doing, 
they are protecting the curious public from 
possible injury. 

In some cases this cannot be denied; aban 
doned mineshafts and buildings on the verge of 
collapse can be death-traps. More often, how¬ 
ever. the greatest hazard to the visitor is a 
nail studded board. 

The fact remains that these companies have 
their way and, once the bulldozers have done 
their work, there is no incentive for the curious 
and. as a result, there is no danger to the 

public. 

Others have expressed the belief that, by 
tearing down an historic structure, they are 
“protecting it from vandals." This lopsided logic 
is best shown on Victoria's Cole Island, where 
the federal government has demolished dam¬ 
aged structures so as to beat vandals to the 
punch. 

THE RESULT has been the same, whether 
the work was done by thrill-seeking moron, 
amateur salvor, or government workman; at 
least half the buildings, which date back to the 
days of the Royal Navy and which formed an 
unique step into the past, have vanished for¬ 
ever. 

Sadly, it is the lunatic fringe which has 
prompted this official program of destruction 
throughout the province. Most who visit these 
historic sites are content to examine and enjoy: 
others cannot resist the impulse to destroy and, 
if the opportunity arises, steal. 

FOR YEARS one of British Columbia's best 
known landmarks was the abandoned Lardeau > 
House at Ferguson, four miles above Trout 
Lake The old hotel's province-wide recognition 
was the result of a striking color photograph 
which appeared in Beautiful British Columbia 
magazine and others. But the Lardeau no longer 
exists, having been burned by another citizen 
concerned for the safety of his explorative chil¬ 
dren. Earlier, someone had gone to the trouble of 
carting away part of its stairway. 

This tragedy has been enacted throughout 
B.C. again and again and again. 

A talk with many citizens around the prov¬ 
ince graphically illustrates just how much has 
slipped though our hands; once gone it can never 
be restored. 

Several inerviewed by this writer last spring 
are of the opinion that the destructin of old 
buildings and private property of all descriptions 
has been the inevitable result of road construc¬ 
tion. Isolation, it seems, is the best protection; 
once the sites are made accessible by road their 
days are numbered. 

IRONICALY, this is not always the case. 
Some of the most blatant examples of destruc¬ 
tion have occurred in deepest winter when the 
marauders were able to reach their targets by 
snowmobiles. The fact that so much vandalism 
has occurred in winter would suggest, to this 
writer at least, that the summer tourist (who 
usually gets the blame) is not the party respon¬ 
sible: rather it'must be the locals who know of 
these sites and who have the means of reaching 
them. The problem has become so severe in 
some areas that some residents, who used to 
spend winter in town, now are afraid to do so. 

THERE HAVE BEEN other, natural causes 
of destruction, of course. Forest fire claimed the 
Boundary country's Camp McKinney half a cen¬ 
tury ago. Those structures to be found in the area 
today are considerably more recent, although 
almost as intriguing to the visitor familiar with 
Camp McKinney’s legend of lost treasure. 

A midden of slag and sawdust and a private 
home mark the site of Boundary Falls, once a 
large copper smelter. Like that of nearby 
Greenwood, whose oldtime smelter has left an 
imposing monument in the form of a towering 
smokestack which overshadows the town, the 
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Boundary Falls operation was doomed by falling 
copper prices, after which its bones were picked 
clean by salvagers 

MOUNTALVTOP PHOENIX met the same 
fate after the Firs! World War; the last of its 
buildings vanished when the townsite became a 
mammoth open-pit mining operation. Now only a 
cenotaph, an ore cart, two signboards and two 
cemeteries recall what was once billed as the 
"highest” incorporated city in Canada. 

Slocan's silvery Slocan all but succumbed to 
Carpenter Creek during the flood of 2# years ago; 
the Cariboo Quartz gold mine was burned down 
two years ago: Bullion was all but obliterated by 
loggers last spring. 

THE LIST of victims is long and steadily 


growing. Certainly it cannot be argued that 
every old cabin or abandond building should be 
preserved; the point is that, but for such public 
jewels as Barkerville and Fort Steele, and pri 
vately owned Three Valley Gap, virtually all 
historic structures have already gone or are in 
the process of doing so. Never will British 
Columbians be able to boast something like, 
"George Washington slept here.” If he bad it 
wouldn't matter — we've already destroyed it.

Born in the sea 
coast city of Nanaimo, 
fascinated in his 
youth by the breaking 
waves, the tidal ebb 
and flow of salt water, 
the young man set his 
mind on a seafaring 
career. 

He accomplished 
it in marine engineer¬ 
ing. 

Today, approaching 60 years of 
age, now living at 2853 Heath Drive, 
Victoria, he looks bark on 40 years 
of excitement, of suspense and, 
sometimes, in situations close to 
death. 

THE YOUNG MAN in question 
is Douglas Dakin, son of John 
Charles Dakin, an early Nanaimo 
businessman. 

Charlie Dakin, an Englishman, 
owned the Spencer-Dakin Shoe 
Store in Nanaimo where, it was 
claimed, he brought in the first 
rubber-type boots for Canadian un¬ 
derground miners. 


Doug Dakin was born in Nanai¬ 
mo on May 24, 1919 After passing 
through the local high school, he 
moved to Vancouver and entered 
the engineering school at Vancou¬ 
ver Tech. 

Graduating in mechanical engi¬ 
neering at age 17. in J936. Doug soon 
found out that life in the big world 
was no bed of roses. He couldn't 
find a paying job. “You know,” he 
said, reflectively, "the best 1 could 
do was to work for one whole year 
as an oiler for the fisheries, for 
bunk and board. No pav" 

THINGS BRIGHTENED in 1937 


with so many different towboats, 
with their so many different en¬ 
gines in so many dif fering stages of 
running ability, was like an exten¬ 
sion to his marine engineering 
course at Vancouver Tech. “I was 
always learning,” he recalled. “Al¬ 
ways listening to those tough talk¬ 
ing old Scottish and English engine 
room chiefs. They taught me a lot. 
Their hardrock philosophy was that 
there was no man-made piece of 
machinery that was ever going to 
beat them. It rubbed off on me, and 
I am that way today"

6700-horse power engines. His 
monthly salary was nine pounds. 
English “The only way 1 was get 
ting rich,” he laughed, “was in 
experience. I loved it, as we left 
- Vancouver for the Mediterranean 
war zone, and Tobruk. Shades of 
Rommel and Montgomery." 

Doug paused to sip his beer. 

"Did you ever get sunk during 
this time?" 1 asked 

"No." he replied. "I was one of 
the lucky ones. But we did get semi- 
torpedoed once. I remember it well. 
It was in 1943, in the South Atlantic. 
We were on our way to Tobruk. It 
was early morning, i had just come 
off shift and was taking a breather 
on deck when I saw this thing slid¬ 
ing towards us. I watched it, scared 
stiff, but fascinated. The torpedo hit 
us ‘midship but it didn't explode 
Just struck the side and fell off. It 
was a dud. We got out of the area 
fast. I found myself wet," he ended 
with a grimace. 


DOUG DAKIN SPENT two and 
a half war years with Silver Java 
He then returned to Victoria to 
work with Harold Elworthy's Island 
Tug and Barge Co. "One of my first 
trips," he said, "was to the Gulf of 
Mexico, with the famous old Sud 
bury I. We picked up an ancient 
Greek tanker at Houston. Texas, 
which Mr. Elworthy planned on 
converting to a log barge. It was a 
long, hard tow back to Victoria, for 


for the eager, adaptable young 
engineer. He signed on with the 
federal government as second engi¬ 
neer on the fisheries patrol boat 
Revidis. He also served on her twin 
ship, the Vanidis. 

Both names have long since 
faded from the local nautical 
scene. 

The years from 1937 through 1943 
saw Doug Dakin working on a vari¬ 
ety of tugboats, for a variety of old 
Vancouver Island towboat com¬ 
panies — Nanaimo Towing. Gilley 
Towing, Coastal Towing and Star 
Towing, to name a few. 

IN MANY WAYS, his contacts 


in 1939, began to pick up its tempo, 
and by 1943, its impact and influ¬ 
ence began to be felt in the shipping 
world. Doug Dakin signed on with a 
sea going firm of tramp steamers, 
the Silver Java Line, through their 
agents, Dingwall-Coutts of Vancou¬ 
ver. 

THE SILVER JAVA ships were 
sailing at that time from Vancouver 
to the Mediterranean Sea. Doug 
signed on as fifth engineer “But, as 
far as I was concerned." he re¬ 
marked lightly, "I was still just a 
bloody oiler." 

The Silver Java's were 12,500 
tonnage, deep water ships with

the tanks of the Greek were half full 
of crude oil, and she wallowed 
heavily through the Pacific 
waves." 

"Island Tug and Barge bought 
three of those old Greek tankers,” 
continued Doug. "When they ar¬ 
rived. they were re-christened — 
the Island Maple. Island Balsam 
and the Island Pine. 

"Island Maple" was used to pick 
up black liquor from the Columbia 
River. Portland. Oregon, for the 
B.C. pulp mills," he said. 

"Black liquor?" I asked, with 
surprise. "Surely you weren't rum¬ 
running." 

"No. No!", he chuckled. “It's a 
sort of solution used in pulpwood 
paper production. It bleaches the 
paper." 

Doug Dakin was 28 when he took 
over as chief engineer on the Island 
Commander. One tow trip in 1947 
gave him a hair-raising experi¬ 
ence. 

The Commander was ordered 
out to meet the inward-bound, four- 
masted barque Pamir, bringing a 
full cargo of tallow from New Zea¬ 
land. It took 26 hours for Command¬ 
er to tow Pamir through Juan de 
Fuca Strait and on to Vanccr 

NOTHING INTOWAP., hap 
pened then. But the return out¬ 
ward-bound tow was a different 
kettle of fish. 

Bare-masted, and loaded to her 
waterline with B.C. coal for New 
Zealand. Pamir began her slow trip 
westward along the strait, behind 
the taut towline of the Island Com¬ 
mander. 

Then, a wind came up. Ap¬ 
proaching Cape Flattery, Pamir 
put out her full sails. "Quickly, she 
picked up speed," said Doug. "With 
a 40 miles-an-hour at her heels. I 
have never seen anything like it. I 
had the old Commander engine 
cranked wide open, but Pamir went 
by, just leaving us standing. The 
towline looped around our housing 
structure, tautened and we nearly 
turned turtle. 

“Cut the line," ordered Capt. Art 
Warren. "Free, safe, but breath¬ 
less, we watched Pamir fade like a 
frenzied phantom out into the boil¬ 
ing Pacific." 

"That was a narrow squeak." 
Doug sighed at the memory. 

WHILE WITH Island Tug and 
Barge, Doug Dakin sailed on a num¬ 
ber of Salvage missions, and long 
ocean lows, twice towing 10,000 
war time Liberty ships across to 
Honolulu. 

His ocean going engineer's 
ticket isi number 888. a very early 
one. "I can go anywhere in the 
world on my ticket." he laughed. 
"I’ve been, too." 

Restless after his stint in the 
w ar time merchant marine, and the 
return to tugboats in B.C.'s waters. 
Doug Dakin decided to stay ashore 


for a while. He became manager- 
operator of a local marina and ship¬ 
yard, the Gorge Boathouse. 

While Doug was running the 
Gorge Boathouse, he received a let¬ 
ter from Ottawa offering him a 
gratuity of something like $ 1800 . 
However, the letter contained a 
sting. It read "on acceptance, re¬ 
gardless of what profession you are 
in, or what job you are doing, if 
re call takes place, you must go 
right back to the service.” 

ALWAYS INDEPENDENT, 


Doug threw the letter into the gar 
bage. "I'd had enough,” he snort¬ 
ed. 

During this time ashore, Doug 
built himself his own runabout 
cabin cruiser. A lovely little crea 
lion with mahogany planks and all 
first rate fittings. He built it in bis 
backyard on Wyandot Avenue. 
"Took me three years," he grinned. 
"Kept me out of the beer parlors, 
though." 

After a spell of eight years 
ashore, the old restlessness gripped 
Doug Dakin. He returned to tow 
boat life. By this time. Island Tug 


and Barge had been absorbed into 
the tow giant. Sea Span Interna¬ 
tional. 

Doug's ability was recognized in 
1964 when Sea Span International 
gave him leave-of-absence for 14 
months, to join Superior Oil, of 
Houston. Texas, as chief engineer 
on the MV Norango. which was to 
do offshore oil research in the Gulf 
of Alaska. 

"I was the first Canadian ma¬ 
rine engineer to go on American 
offshore oil research, as chief engi¬ 
neer," he smiled. "The pay was 


marvellous for those days, $1,023 
U.S. a month, plus a monthly bonus 
of $250 for no engine failures or 
holdups. I used to keep thinking of 
my first year working for experi¬ 
ence only." 

THE NORANGO had a narrow 
escape from oblivion at Seward, 
Alaska, on Good Friday, 1964. "A 
sudden, disastrous earthquake 
nearly swallowed us," Doug re¬ 
called. "I heard the rumble, felt the 
quake when I was down in the en¬ 
gine room. We'd just taken on a full 
load of oil fuel, and were outward 
bound

Forty Years 
of Excitement 


"From a porthole, I saw the big 
battery of shore oil tanks uprooted, 
spewing oil and rolling in abandon 
down the high ground beyond 
Seward, flattening houses and 
smashing into the harbor mud 
amongst the gathered fishing boats. 
Everything was ruined; all finished. 
I could scarcely believe my eyes" 

Doug was flown from Victoria 
down to Bimini, in the Bahamas. He 
took the Norango across to Miami 
for refit, on to Houston to load oil 
research equipment aboard, then 
headed through the Panama to the 
South Pacific and straight up to 
Alaska. “It was a grand experi¬ 
ence," said Doug. 

HIS NEXT EXCITING assign 
ment came in 1969 when, on special 
request by Sea Span International, 
he flew to Pictou, Nova Scotia, to 
bring a tug, the MV Port Alfred — 
now re-christened the Sea Span 
Trojan — to Victoria, a tow of 7,400 
miles. 

"It took us three months," ex¬ 
plained Doug. "Nothing but grief. I 
was the only engineer. We walked 
into nothing but Atlantic gales. Off 
Cape Canaveral, we ran into ahur- 
ricane and almost lost the tug. 

"We stood into Kingston, Jamai¬ 
ca, for repairs. The island had just 
been turned over to self-govern¬ 
ment by the British. Thievery and 
looting were everywhere. A Jamai¬ 
can policeman sat at the top of our 
gangplank every- day, and all night, 
with a loaded rifle across his knee, 
to prevent prowlers creeping 
aboard. 

"That's the first and only time," 
Doug laughed, “that I worked 
under an armed guard. Was I glad 
when we eventually slid into our 
Victoria Sea Span berth, on Dec. 11, 
1969. 571* days from Pictou. Mostly 
all trouble." 

In May, 1976. Doug Dakin took 
early retirement, after 40 years in 
the seafaring game. "But 1 have 
enjoyed it," he said enthusiasti¬ 
cally. "I still go to sea on occasional 
temporary jobs." 

"EVE BEEN RUNNING the en¬ 
gine on the old Sea Lion this sum¬ 
mer, for Dobrocky Sea Tech, of 
Victoria," he continued. "It is an 
old-fashioned eight cylinder, 800 
horse power diesel Enterprise. It 
needs a lot of coddling. I've just 
finished a complete overhaul of it. 
And, In a few days, we'll be leaving 
for an oceanographic survey, up 
Alaska way 

I can just see him, standing, with 
a touch of a smile, deep in the belly 
of the old Sea Lion, listening to the 
ancient engine, as it runs smoothy, 
quietly, and with a satisfying purr 

And that's she way Doug Dakin 
likes it — antfhas It. 
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down”, he said, 
found that it's better 
if you just keep look¬ 
ing up!” The instruc¬ 
tions came wrapped in 
a New England accent 
and with an air of 
confidence developed 
from hours of work¬ 
ing aloft in all kinds 


of weather. 


My guide on this first climb 
aloft, a senior Eagle cadet, pointed 
out the various hand holds as we 
neared the bottom of the first plat 
form on the main mast called the 
•top". 

Actually the going up at this 
point wasn't so bad. that is as long 
as you didn’t look down or think 
about what you were standing on. 

"Always keep three points of 
contact,” he drawled, "you’re real¬ 
ity only vulnerable when you are 
moving". 

Evidently, once in a while, the 
tarred foot ropes, called ratlihes. 
break and you need a good hand 
hold when that happens. "Like that 
one there.” he was pointing beside 
my head, “it broke yesterday.” 

I CAUTIOUSLY turned my head 
to focus on the empty space even 
with my nose where, up until yes¬ 
terday, a ratline had quietly resid¬ 
ed. This was definitely not the place 
to discuss breaking ratlines, so I 
increased my grip on the shrouds, 
swallowed hard and prepared my¬ 
self for the first real test of my 
climbing skills. 

Since the shrouds secure to the 
mast below the platform, you must 
pull yourself on to this oasis in 
spare by gripping the bottom of the 
next set of shrouds while, at the 
same time, leaning backwards 
away from your hand holds The 
next shrouds lead from the edge of 
the platform to the crosslrees and. 
although they provide a hand hold, 
at times they seem located in a 
most inconvenient place, just where 
one would like to stand 

HAVING ATTAINED the plat 
form’s compartitive expanse of 
solid footing, I began to glance 
about at my surroundings. If the 
rigging looks complex from on 
deck, it certainly looks just as con¬ 
fusing from aloft, at least at first 
glance. However, a more careful 
second look starts to unravel the 
pattern of braces, lifts, halyards, 
sheets and stays. Everything fell 
into a logical seqtidnce and. having 
sailed brigantines before, the pat¬ 
tern began to make sense. 

The basic difference on a barque 
the size of Eagle is that there are 
more lines of a larger circumfer¬ 
ence to contend with. The cadets 
have to memorise the name, loca 
tion and function of every piece of 
running rigging since they have to 
work aloft both day and night, calm 
or storm. 

My guide motioned that it was 
time to go up higher to the next 
platform, called the crosstrees. The 
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the young officer who had been 
killed, could not hold back his feel¬ 
ings and as he stood with bowed 
head I realized how close such a 
crew really becomes. 

I ALSO REALIZED lhal a ship 
like the Eagle suffers the disadvan 
tage of always- being on show for, 
even as the captain was finishing 
his remarks concerning the sad 
event, a news helicopter circled 
close over the ship nearly drow ning 
oul his words 

At times the Eagle’s crew must 
suffer the frustrations of any celeb¬ 
rity open to the public eye. Capt 
Welling would also have the diffi¬ 
cult task of writing a letter to the 
cadet's parents, one of the most 
difficult duties of a commanding 
officer. 

During the early afternoon a 
message came over the radio ex¬ 
plaining that a man had fallen over¬ 
board from one of the accompany¬ 
ing vessels and Eagle's "ready 
boats" crew responded immedi 
ately. A drill that had been repeated 
many times before suddenly be 
came a reality and a lifeboat was 
already being lowered whpn a mes 
sage was received that a Helicopter 
had picked the man up. The Eagle 
crew had responded quickly and 
effectively to the emergencey. 

IT WAS TIME to visit Elmer, the 
Eagle's original and antique en¬ 
gine. Built in 1936 by Blohm & Voss 
of Hamburg. Eagle was fitted with 
a single diesel engine. It is basically 
a functional antique and to watch it 
in motion is to receive a history 
lesson on diesel engines. 

Eagle was originally given this 
engine because the then secret U- 
Boat fleet was being equipped with 
the same type of power system. By- 
training cadets on Eagle in the use 
of this engine type, the German 
Navy planned to have ready trained 
submarine engineers. 

Back on deck again the scene 
around us had changed drastically. 
As we neared Vancouver's harbor 
entrance, hundreds of small boats 
came out to meet us. The security 
patrol was hard pressed to keep 
them from getting too near to our 
sides, and out progress was slowed 
considerably as everything from 
ocean yachts to canoes milled about 
closer and closer to Eagle. 

It seemed as if all of Vancouver 
had turned out to see us and at least 
half of the city's people must have 
been on something that floated. 

IT W AS SUNSET as we dropped 
anchor in English Bay. surrounded 
by the naval ships arid private 
craft. The circling boats.’ jike bees 
around the queen, continued until 
after dark. 

It was soon time to head ashore' 
and end a very memorable day on 
one of the last of a special breed of 
ships. As the liberty boat headed for 
shore, fountains of flashes from 
fireworks glittered behind her rig¬ 
ging. setting off Eagle’s silhouette 
as she rocked gently at anchor. 

W ALKING ON EAGLE'S decks, 
climbing her rigging, and sharing 
some adventure on board her had 
been like a step backwards in time. 

I came away with a new apprecia 
tion for what it must have been like 
to make long voyages on great sail¬ 
ing ships. 

Most important of all was the 
fact that I came back to Victoria 
having tasted life on board a square 
rigger and with a desire to spend 
another day on Eagle sometime.

set of shrouds to this level are 
nearly vertical and taper to a single 
set of ratlines below the cros¬ 
strees. 

I was informed that there are 147 
death grips to the top of the main 
mast and I sincerely believe it! Half 
way up the second set of shrouds 
my arms became terrible fatigued 
from holding on so tightly. It be¬ 
came difficult to open my fingers 
after squeezing the shrouds in a 
sincere desire to hold on. 

ONCE BELOW the crosstrees, 
the process of leaning back to get 
onto the platform is repeated, only 
this time the angle that you lean at 
is more acute. 

Reaching up to the hand holds, 
you are nearly upside down, some¬ 
where around 130 feet in the air* 

The crosstrees from the point of 
view of a place to stand are some¬ 


ships following. Adventuress. As¬ 
tral, Lady Erie. Oriole. Robertson 
II and many other smaller vessels 
escorting them 

On deck the cadets were working 
hard in unison to set and trim the 
sails. Although we had good winds 
for several hours as we left Victoria 
headed for Vancouver, the wind 
died off unfortunately once we were 
into Boundary Pass. 

Capt. Welling kept the sail on 
since he knew that many people 
really wanted to see the Eagle 
spread her wings. Without the wind 
to assist, bracing the yards with 
every turn through the islands be¬ 
came a back breaking job as even 
” the staysails had to be dropped 
before being hoisted onto another 
tack.

What if a fishing buddy (old you (hat the rod. 
ri'cl and lino you aro using aro impractical as 
tools for catching fish? You'd probably toll him 
lo buzz off! But surprisingly, lie's correct. 

With few exceptions, the design and function 
of modern fishing tackle makes it better suited to 
hoa\ ing lures a long distance than it is lo hooking 
a fish. According to Mercury outboards' fishing 
experts, the combination of flexible rod, slip- 
drag reel and monofilament fishing line actually 
decreases hook setting power. 

As many bass fishermen know, long whippy 
rods bend nearly full length when set against a 
striking fish. The rod becomes a shock absorber 
instead of a strength multiplier, robbing powr 
from the hook at the end of the line. The need to 
control big fish in brushy impoundments has 
dictated the development of short, stiff rods 


which can force a fish quickly out of flooded 
debris and into open water. 

Fishing line also robs power from the hook. 
The resistance of water against the line claims 
some power, but the most loss occurs when you 
attempt to set (he hook. Wet monofilament iine 
will stretch as much as 10 per cent. While this is 
only, momentary, it can account for as much as , 
500 per cent power loss at the hook. Ten pounds 
of pull on the line at the rod translates lo only two 
pounds of pressure at the hook. 

Add together the loss caused by the bending 
rod. the stretching line and the slipping of the 
reel's drag, and you can see why many fish are 
not securlcy hooked. 

The next lime you haul back on the rod to set 
the hook, and brag about "crossing his eyes.” 
remember that it's likely that the fish barely 
feels the force. 


NATURE'S BULLDOZERS 


If you want to be a successful fisherman, 
take along nature’s earthmover the next time 
you go on the lake. 

Earthworms are like miniature bulldozers 
when it comes to shoving dirt around. Scientists 
estimate that as many as 50.000 worms live in an 
acre of soil. What's more, they move that dirt at 
the rate of 18 tons per year. That's a lot of work 
for creatures no bigger around than a pencil nor 
more than four or five inches long! 

Earthworms are a favorite bait because 
they are so easily obtained and because most 
species of fish like to eat them. Here are some 
tips from Mercury outboard's fishing experts 
about where and when to find earthworms, and 
how to keep them alive until you go fishing. 

Worms thrive in moist, cool plates where the 
dirt doesn't dry out in summer. Look for them 
wherever there is a combination of moist 
ground, decayed vegetation, and cool earth. In 
the country, choose the ground alongside 


streams. In town, look along fence rows and yard 
borders where leaves may lay and in vacant lots 
under shade trees. Use a spading fork to turn the 
earth and expose the worms. In dry weather, 
they may go 18 or more inches deep. 

Another way to get a supply of worms is with 
a flashlight at night. Being nocturnal creatures, 
they seldom venture out of their burrows in 
daylight Although they don't have eyes, Worms 
are sensitive to light with the exception of red 
light. Night hunters of worms cover flashlight 
lenses with transparent red tape lo avoid spook¬ 
ing the worms back into the ground Don't waste 
time looking where street or house lights strike ' 
the ground. Take along a small garden fork to 
loosen the dirt and pull the worm out. 

To keep worms alive, put them in a contain¬ 
er with some dirt, shredded newspaper and 
leaves, and place the container in a cool, dark 
place. Transport worms in an ice chest and keep 
them (here in your boat. Heat kills them quick¬ 
ly-

thank God, very moderate, or the laird knows 
what would have become of us." 

Music was important for the morale of the 
crew. Sailors worked in time to music, danced to 
it. and found emotional release as well as relax 
ation in i(. Captain Cook took musicians with him 
on his last voyage both for the entertainment of 
the crew as well as the native people encoun¬ 
tered. 

Reciprocally, the music of the native people 
brought enjoyment to their visitors. The singing 
of Indians on the coast of British Columbia was 
described by Captain Cook as being particularly 
harmonious and enjoyable: "Each strain ends in 
a loud and deep sigh uttered in such a manner as 
to have a very pleasing effect." 

FURTHER PASTIMES of the crews of sail 
ing ships were deck game's such as shuffleboard. 
card games, dice, and wood-carving. 

Although many of the sailors who served in 
the Pacific Ocean suffered under the rule oi 
unscrupulous and insenstive captains; Captain 
Cook was regarded as a fair and generous 
captain. He held the respect of his men. In times 
of difficulty, such as when the ship was taking on 
water. Captain Cook took a turn working the 
pump w ith his men. 

During his third voyage to the Pacific 
Ocean, Cook underwent somewhat of a charac¬ 
ter change. He became more irritable with the 
men under his command, show ing more frequent 
milbursts of temper. This change in his charac¬ 
ter, however, has been explained as resulting 
from his declining health after so many arduous 
voyages, as well as the worry and stress he 
experienced trying to cope with the poor refit 
that the Resolution had received. 

As a rule, Captain Cook had live welfare of 
his crew in mind. That Captain Cook was well 
liked by his men is evidenced by the fact that 
several returned from his first voyage for subs 
quent voyages. (

Evcrvonelikes to go fishing when the sun is 
shining, the sky is blue and the weather is great. 
A perfect fishing day. 

"Perfect for whom?" ask bass fishermen. 
They're the exception. They don't like the sun. 
blue skies are hated, and the weather is best 
when it's almost storming. 

The difference between serious bass anglers 
and other fishermen is that bass enthusiasts 
know the fish they seek will be deep in the water 
on days considered perfect by others. There's a 
good explanation for this according to Mercury 
outboards' fishing experts, who point out that 
bass react to the amount of light penetrating the 
water and go to deep water on bright, sunny 
days. They want to be hidden, and they aren't 
likely to feed actively until the sun goes down. 


What makes a perfect fishing day, then, for 
bass fishermen? 

First, they like the sky overcast, preferably 
dark so there is little reflected light on the water. 
Next, the perfect day should be slightly windy, 
the water surface ruffled by a light breeze This 
further prevents light from entering the water. 

Water temperature is important. Best is 
between 65 and 75 degres. The air should be 
warm — at least 80 degrees — and very humid. 
Finally, bass fishing specialists like the water lo 
be slightly off-color, milky or light green. 

Given these conditions,. bass will stay in 
shallow water, be active feeders, and can be 
approached by anglers without much danger of 
spooking them to deep water. The kind of situa¬ 
tion bass fishermen call "the perfect fishing 
day."

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Maybe the Merville 
store and post office 
isn't the last of a van¬ 
ished species, but it 
comes near being so, 
and is a bit of history. 
Despite the prolifera¬ 
tion of shopping mails 
and supermarkets in 
Courtenay and Camp¬ 
bell River, it’s going 
stronger than ever. 

Next time you drive up the Island 
Highway, which you probably will 
be doing after the new highway to 
Port Hardy opens, stop in and see 
for yourself. 

Though a lot of new houses have 
been built in the area during the last 
few years, which has upped busi¬ 
ness in the post office as well as the 
grocery business, considerable 
trade is drawn from campers and 
visitors to the two nearby parks. 
Miracle Beach and Kitty Coleman. 

YOU’LL ENJOY meeting store- 
owner, I.ucien Des Meules. He has a 
•‘mine host" quality which makes 
you feel really welcome. 

Since I had been warned that the 
store was busy, I took the precau 
lion of making a firm appointment 
by phone before visiting the store to 
see how it had progressed since I 
interviewed the previous proprie¬ 
tors, Jimmy and Aimee McLeod, 
back in 1972 for an Islander story. 
At that time they had just given the 
store, which had enlarged by incor¬ 
porating the previous living quar¬ 
ters, a new look. To celebrate they 
held an Open House which sparked 
the idea for my story. 

Nevertheless, Interviewing Lu as 
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he prefers to be called, was like 
trying to catch a bandersnatch . . . 
he was in so much demand — to 
answer questions from tourists, in 
the post office, to insert a film into 
the customer’s camera — you name 
it. There was one of his two hired 
helpers behind the counter, but wife 
Tillie, who also serves, was away, 
which may have been part of the 
reason that Lu had to be caught on 
the fly. 

IT’S ABOUT three years since the 
Des Meules bought out the 
McLeods, who sold because of the 
upswing in sales and inability to 
keep up for health reasons. Lu says 
the sales increased 14 per cent that 
first year. 

"They keep on going up," he told 
me. "We had about 175 people for 
the post office at first, now there 
are 275. The demand for dairy prod 
ucts increases, too. We have about 
double the refrigerator space that 
the McLeods had." 

Indeed the shelving and refrig¬ 


eration facilities are quite up to the 
standards of a modern supermar 
ket, and though there is no cracker 
barrel, great rounds of cheese 
awaiting the sheer, or a pot-bellied 
stove, there is an old-time atmo¬ 
sphere. People drop in to pick up 
the mail or some groceries and stay 
to ‘ ‘shoot the breeze” with others on 
like errands. 

“IT’S A REAL social centre," 
says Lu proudly. "You know I still 
get long distance calls from people 
trying to locate friends." He adds 
that he and Tillie are delighted with 
the community. “Beautiful peo¬ 
ple," he smiles. 

The gas pumps are self-serve. 

"Sometimes on a Sunday there'll 
be as many as eight cars at a time 
waiting for gas", Lu confides. "I 
keep about $29,000 worth of stock in 
the store and everything moves." 
Which is remarkable considering 
the variety. 

Not only does he stock a full line 
of groceries, bakery and dairy 


products, with imported sausages 
as a specialty, but just about every¬ 
thing else you could mention — 
toys, books, papers, magazines, 
work clothes, towels, novelties, 
films, even Turns for the tummies 
of those with whom camping fare 
doesn’t agree. And remember Mer- 
viile is only about eight miles from 
Courtenay. 

THE STORE and post office was 
built by Harry Peers to serve the 
Soldiers Settlement Community of 
Merville, established in 1919. and 
has operated continuously ever 
since’. There aren't many of those 
original settlers left, but they and 
their descendants regard the old 
store with love and happy me¬ 
mories. 

The building escaped the Great 
Fire of 1922 which practically w iped 
out the settlement. A change in the 
direction of the wind just as the 
roaring flames bore down on the 
building saved it. The story is still 
relished of how Miss Gwen Peers,

the postmistress, made 
mail was safe by bundling i 
table cloth and sending i 
tenay. 

The store has had several ow ners 
since the time of the Peers. Mr. and 
Mrs. McLeod, who probably made 
the most changes though they 
strove to maintain the country store 
atmosphere, were owners for 17 
years. 

They added a small building on 
the same property which is known 
as the Hamburger Barn. It now 
operates under different ownership, 
as the Des Meules sold it after they 
bought the store. 

DURING A BRIEF lull in his 
active afternoon Lu managed to tell 
me that he'd been bom in Quebec 
of Spanish and French parentage, 
and both languages were spoken in 
his home. This may account for the 
hard to-define slight accent with 
which he speaks English. 

Following the Second World War, 
he settled in Vancouver and for 21 


years was a fisherman on this 
coast. Five years ago he experi 
enced a cardiac arrest and Tillie 
thought he should give up fishing. 

So he and Tillie and their two 
younger sons came to the Comox 
district and after a quiet year living 
a’t Kin Beach, they decided to try 
store-keeping. So far they have 
found it a happy choice. 

The Des Meules have four sons. 
Two are married and live in Van 
couver, the other two are both on 
the Island. 

DESPITE the new improvements 
which have been added, there are 
still some signs of the renovation 
the artistic Aimee McLeod de¬ 
signed in 1972. Some of the interest¬ 
ing wallpaper printed with old fa 
shioned advertisements covers a 
portion of the wall. And notably the 
two crocheted pictures still hang 
above the post office wicket. 

These two old pictures are not 
only unusual and reminiscent of 
another time, but may be said to 
relate to the birth of Merville. They 
are companion pieces and mark the 
end of the first World War. Both are 
figures of a woman and one has the 
date 1918 worked into the upper 
right-hand comer, with VICTORY 
at the woman's feet. The other has 
1918 in the left-hand comer with 
PEACE for the footnote. 

THE PICTURES were donated 
by original settler, Mrs. Muir, at 
the time of the renovation, as she 
thought the store was the logical 
place to display them. They were 
the work of a friend of hers, Mrs. 
Nellie Loggie, who came to Cour¬ 
tenay with her husband following 
the First World War. Mrs. Muir 
admired the work and Mrs. Loggie 
promised to leave them to her in her 
will, which she did. 

The old store prepares to go into 
its seventh decade with aplomb, 
serving a burgeoning community, 
catering to travellers, and provid 
ing a touch of nostalgia for those of 
us who still remember the days 
when the country general store was 
one of the most important institu¬ 
tions in a community. 
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
